BY AN TLL FATE 


This Time Turret Guns Ex- 
plode onthe Battleship, 


Vessel Narrowly Escaped Being Sent 
to the Bottom—Texas Victim of 
More Hard Luck Than Any 
Other Vessel in the 
American Navy. 


Hampton, Va., November 29.—The bat- 
tle ship Texas had a narrow escape from 
being blown up yesterday afternoon. She 
left Portsmouth navy yard on a trial 
trip after having been overhauled yes- 
terday morning and went to the cape, 
where target practice was had. 

Two of the large turret guns exploded, 
filling, the gun room with glycerine and 
water, but the magnificent work of the 
gunners saved the vessel from serious 
damage, as well as the lives of those on 
board her. The ship returned to Old 
Point this morning, and this afternoon a 
special inspection aboard is making an 
examination of the injury. 

More accidents have occurred on the 
Texas than on any ship in the United 
navy. 

Report on Accident. 

Washington, November 29.—A_ report 
from Captain Swinburne, commander of 
the Texas, touching the accident on board 
that vessel yesterday while at target prac- 
tice, states that one of the hydraylic 
cylinders, which returns the guns to bat- 
tery, was cracked because it had been 
left filled with water when the gun was 
discharged. The ordnance officers expect 


that this will not delay the ship long, 
they having a spare cylinder on hand.

Morgan Arranging Shipments 
from the Pocahontas Field,

Steel Trust and Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Also Engaged in the Deal. 
CoalIs Expected To Dis- 
place That Now Sold 
by Wales. 


New York, November 29.—(Special.)—J. 
Berwinder is in‘ Paris as the agent for 
the Morgay shipping trust, the steel trust 
and the Pennsylvania railroad negotiating 
a huge deal for the exportation of Amer- 
ican bituminous coal. Although Mr. Ber- 
winder has been abroad for some weeks 
on.this mission, his exact*purpose was not 
known publicly in Wall street until to- 
day. The coal to be sold is expected to 
displace that now sold by Wales along the 
Mediterranean coast and in France. 

Welsh coal is the best steam producer 
in the world, but the New River and Po- 
cahontas Is la close second, the latter be- 
ing used by the American navy. 

The negotiations look to the exportation 
of this coal next spring, as the strike 
has so increased the price in America 
that it cannot be sold with a profit now. 

The Rothschilds and the Credit Lyon- 
naise will act as fiscal agents in Eu- 
rope, J. P. Morgan & Co. having general 
charge of all the fimancial arrangements 
in both hemispheres. 

The ships, which will be exclusively 
those of the International Mercarttile 
Marine Company, will bring back sulphur 
ang high grade iron ore from Spain. In- 
terest of the steel trust in the deal is ex- 
plained by the fact that Spanish iron ore 
contains a large percentage of sulphur, 
and this improves steel when mixed with 
American ores which lack sulphur. The 
sulphur gives that high degree of hard- 
ness necessary for edged tools. 

The Pennsylvania company’s interest 
in the deal is based on its control of the 
Norfolk and Western railway, which, in 
turn, controls the Pocahontas coal fields. 
The Chesapeake and Ohio railroad is also 
interested through its control of the New 
River fields.

Dut Officers Succeeded in 
Spiriting Glassco Away, 


While the Mob Was at the Jail Glass- 
co, Wild with Fright, Confessed 
That He Was Guilty of As- 
saulting the Girl, 
as Alleged. 


Ironton, Ohio, November 29.—Shortly 
before 3 o'clock this morning a mob at- 
tempted to take William Glassco, the as- 
sailant of Mary Maloney, from the coun- 
ty jail, but was prevented by an extra 
force of officers and the sheriff. 

Tae mob was forming for an attack 
when Glassco was spirited away in a 
carriage toward the northwest. It is be- 
lieved he was taken in a roundabout way 
to the Portsmouth jail. 

Glassco admitted assaulting Miss Malo- 
ney and gaid it was done in revenge for 
her brother striking him. The girl is in 
a serious condition. Glassco knocked her 
down by a blew on the head, but fied 
when ‘ner screams brought help. He was 
traced by bloodhounds, 

The work of the bloodhounds is consid- 
ered the best on record. They arrived 
from Dayton, Ohio, yesterday noon and 
at once followed the trail from the place 
of assault in roundabout courses to tne 
saloon where William Glassco had been 
arrested. They went over toe course ihe 


second time and then back to the scene 
of the assault, followed by thousands of 
enraged people, threatening vengeance. 
After these scenes in the afternoon the 
streets were filled with people all night 
and it was evident to the authorities that 
a lyncning was contemplated, finally the 
mob assembled at engine house No. 2 gnd 
selected fifty men as leaders in the gen- 
eral movement on the armory and jail. 
At the armory they demanded the keys 
of Captain Thompson, who was in charge 
of the militia, so that they could secure 
rifles. On being refused they opened fire 
with revolvers and Captain Thompson 
narrowly escaped. When the mob could 
do nothing at the armory, it moved on 
the jail. The sheriff refused the demand 
for the keys. The mob moved off to 
secure battering rams with which to 
preak into the jail and the saeriff at once 
spirited the prisoner out of the rear of 
the jail and escaped Portsmouth. 
While the mob was abo the jail, Glass- 
co was wild with fright and confessed all 
to the jailer. The mob is. today trying to 


organize to go to Portsmouth. 

Sheriff Taylor and his prisoner r -ached 
Gallipolis tonight. Glasco was brought 
to Gallipolis in a buggy. The futility of a 
pursuit is generally recognized by leaders 
of last night’s mob and there is a general 
disposition to await the return of Glasco 
for triai.

Paris, November 29.—Dr. Albert De 
Springer has presented to the Academy 
of “Medicine a new phase of his investi- 
gations upon the subject of growth by 
electricity. De Springer explains it as 
follows to your correspondent: 

“I have demonstrated to the academv 
how electricity promotes the growth of 
Plants, as well as of man and of the 
lower animals. For a long time my ex- 
periments were confined to human be- 
ings and the brute creation. But it is 
useful to know that similar electrical 
treatment causes plants to grow bigger. 

“I have explained to the academy the 
mechanism by which I apply electricity 
and also the substances which play an 
important role on growth. A Shetland 
pony can be made to grow as big as 
a normal horse, and undersized men of 
your Philippine possessions, if taken tn 
time, can be made as big as President 
Roosevelt's rough riders. 

“Many Americans have applied to me 
for treatment. In some cas@s they came 
too late in life. Over 40 is top late. I 
prefer to treat children whose growth 
has been retarded, and up to 18 or 19 
success is always certain. From these 


aged to 40, I can bring on an additional 
growth, but not to such an extent.”’

Berlin, November 2.—Wilhelm Bode, 
the famous German art director, has 
this to say of the millionaire art treasure 
seekers of the United States: 

“They understand how to form a trust, 
but do not know anything about art. 

“But to this the American millionaires, 
who wish to acquire an art collection 
within twenty-foyr hours, won’t listen.’’ 

Mr. Bode uses J. Pierpont Morgan as 
an example, with his pictures, as exhib- 
ited last winter in London, as a text. 

“The great altar picture of Rafael,” 
says Mr. Bode, “is genuine, but it had 
been exhibited for sale by the Duke di 
Ripalda for almost twenty-five years, 
and all the great museums refused to 
buy it at a time when it was obtainable 
at a comparatively cheap price, for it 
is a somewhat sober and little original 
work of youth and.Jacks in spécial at- 
traction. 

“Henry Walters, of Philadelphia, boasts 
of the acquisition of a collection alleged 
to contain eight Rafaels, half a dozen 
pictures each of almost all the great 
masters and nymberless magnificent an- 
tique statues for which the Philadelphia 
Croesus paid the cheap price of 5,000,000 
francs.

Proceeding To Invalidate New Con- 
stitution of Virginia Disfran- 
chising Blacks—Questions 
Indicate Adverse Opin- 
ion of the Court. 


Richmond, Va., November 23.—The ar- 
gument In the proceeding of John SG. 
Wise, to invalidate the new Virginia 
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constitution, was resumed in the United 
States circuit court here this morning, 
Chief Justice Fuller sitting with Judge 
WaddilL 

Attorney General Anderson spoke for 
the commonwealth, addressing himself 
largely to the point raised by complain- 
ants that the state was barred from re- 
Stricting the suffrage as it had done by 
the reconstruction acts. 

He was followed by James Hayes, col- 
ored, of counsel for complainants, who 
made a etrong plea for the rights of his’ 
race. 

This afternoon the court dismissed both 
suits, on the ground that it had no juris- 
diction. the actions being against the 
State. An appeal will be taken. 

All the questions of the chief justice 
indicated that virtually every contention 
raised by complainants had been passed 
upon adversely by the supreme court. 

The decree of the circuit court of the 
United States in the proceeding to test 
the Virginia constitution, as announced 
by Justice Fuller, is as follows: 
“In the Circuit Court of the United States 
for the Eastern District of Virginia.— 
William H. Jones, et al., No. 1759. In 
Probibition. v. Andrew J. Montague, 
Governor of Virginia, ami Others, Con- 
stituting the Board of State Canvas- 
sess: 

“Application for prohtbtion prohibiting 
defendants from canvassing returns of the 
election held November 4, 1902, for yep- 
resentatives in congress, or proceeding to 
act on the same, and for preliminary or- 
der suspending proceedings on the part 
of the state board of canvassers. The 
rule heretofore entered herein is dis- 
charged, and preliminary order denied. 
This for want of jurisdiction. The writ 
fs not sought in aid of jurisdiction al- 
ready acquired, nor does it appear that 
there is no other remecy. 

“The proceeding, in effect, against the 
commonwealth, which is not, In any view, 
an indispensible party, and cannot be 
made such; and the matter being polit- 
ical, cannot be disposed of in such a 
proceeding.” 

Judge Waddill, who sat with the chief 
justice, concurred in the decree, but deliv- 
ered an opinion of his own, as follows:

“Believing, under the decisions of the 
courts of the United States, by which this 
court is and should be governed, that 
neither of the actions now befare the 
court can be maintainea, I, for that rea- 
son concur in the resuit arrived at by the 
chief justice, dismissing the same, and 
may hereafter file a brief memorandum 
in writing embodying my views. 

“It is, in frankness, due, however, that 
I should say that, while I believe that 
this is the law, as settled by decisions, 
it does not entirely embody my personal 
views as to what that law ought to be. 
1 can but believe that, as to rights arising 
under and guaranteed to the citizen by 
the constitution and laws of the United 
States, injuriously affecting 100,000 people, 
whether respecting their property or their 
personal or political rights, and, parti- 
culariy, the two ijatter classes, that they 
ought to be given a day in court, afford- 
ed an opportunity for a full and speedy 
> ony © and to that end, that technical- 
ities, forms and ceermcnies should, in 
large measure, be dispensed with, speedy 
Justice afforded, and the rights of the 
respective parties litigant ascertained.”

PLEADS PEARY 


Daring Explorer Says That It 
Can Be Reached, 


Addressing the National Geographic 
Society, He Urges Americans To 
Be First To Plant Their 
Flag at the Northern 
Pole. 


Washington, November 29.—Lieutenant 
Robert E. Peary, the Arctic explorer, de- 
livered an address tonight before the 
National Geographic Seciety on the sub- 
ject of the Arctic exploration. 

Explorations of Future. 


After discussing the Arctic explora- 
tions of the past, Mr. Peary, speeking 
of the future, said: 

“In spite of the amount of work which 
has been done in the North Polar re- 
gions during the past few years, the work 
is not complete. The archipelago of Franz 
Josephland, has, it is true, been de- 
limited, and its northern terminus re 
moved from the field of uncertainty. The 
lands nortk. of the North American arch- 
ipelago and west of Elyesmere land, 
have also been delimited as.to their 
northern coasts. The northern terminus 
of the Greenland archipelago has been 
rounded and America holds the record for 
the most northerly land in the world, 
the northern point of the largest of the 
north polar groups. But there are still 
several gaps to be filled before north 
polar work can be considered as fin- 
ished. 

“and the head of. the Smith sound 
‘sateway to the pole’ is the:central point 
iyom which to close this work. It is the 
point from which will be reachei and 
determined that stretch of still unknown 
coast on the eastern shore of Green-

and which require money, persistence, 
hard word and some ability to bring to 
full fruition,

Upon 
being brought before the justice and 
probable cause appearing, the vagrant 
shall be bound over to any court of the 
county haying jurisdiction of misde- 
meanors, and such vagrant ghall, on con- 
viction, be punished as for a misde- 
meanor.

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SECTION FOREMEN 
TAKE UNIQUE TRIP 


Will Inspect West Point’s Readbed 
frem Observation Car. 


WILL GRADE EACH SECTION 


Observation Car Was Formerly a 
Gordola Used for Hauling Coal. 
Party Left Atlanta Yester- 
day—Will Inspect the 
Main Line. 


General Roadmaster O. T. Nelson, of the 
West Point Route, hag instituted a meth- 
od of track inspection with the purpose in 
view of raising the standard of the road- 
way of that popular route to the high- 
est point of possible excellence. 

The inspection is being made by the 


section foremen of the West Point Route, 
taking a trip over the entire line between 
Atlanta and Montgomery. There is noth- 
ing new about officials of this class in- 
specting the roadbed, but the uniqueness 
comes in the method of inspection. 

For their accommodation a new type 
of palace observation aar has been im- 
provised. The car, which was originally 
a gondola, built for carrying coal, has 
been supplied with several tiers of seats, 
arranged on the ampitheater plan. Tuis 
arrangement of the seats allows every 
man to get a full view of the track. 

This car is carried ahead of the loco- 
motive and the private car Georgia, in 
which the passengers live during sleep- 
ing hours. The outfit travels at the rate 
of 10 miles an hour, which is slow enough 
to allow minute inspection of every de- 
tail of the roadbed and track. 

Every section man ‘is provided with 
blanks, on which he grades each and 
every mile of each section on the follow- 
ing points: Line and surface, depot 
grounds, frogs and switches, ditching, 
banks, right of way, Spiking, spacing 
ties, trestle approaches, trestles, section 
houses and grounds, and general appear- 
ance. 

A uniform system of marking will be 
used. After the completion each section 
man will turn in his criticism of the twen- 
ty sections, including his own, to the gen- 
eral roadmaster, who will compile the 
marks, and, in addition to announcing the 
mile which receives the highest mark 
will notify each section foreman of the 
specific mile or miles on which defects 
ps any nature are found.

critical examinations made. The object 
of the management in inaugurating this 
inspection trip is to give each section 
foreman an opportunity to examine crit- 
ically every mile of track on the main 
line of the road? In addition, during the 
time that they are together they will 
be able to exchange ideas and point out 
various methods for remedying such de- 
grin as may be detected.

Scores of Others in the Swift Plant 
Injured—No One in the Boiler 
Room Survived To Tell 
the Story—Cause Is 
Unknown. 


Chicago; November 29.—With a deafen- 
ing report a Boller in Swift & Co.'s plant 
exploded shortly after 10 o'clock this 
morning. Thirteen lives were sacrificed 
and scores of employees, visitors and 
others were injured. Huge bdeilers were 
sent through the roof of the structure 
and hurled niflffreds of feet. Nobody 
within-the Boller room survived to tell 
the story of the accident, and it may 
never be known what caused the explo- 
sion. A.ckreful investigation today, 
however, convinced the experts that the 
explosion was the result of carelessness 
on the part of ah employee, whose own 
life also was sacrificed. Five minutes 


ing but a pile of twisted iron, bricks and 
mortar remained. 


Sheets of Flame. 

Sheets of flame sprang from the ruins 
and the spectators realized that it would 
be impossible to save the lives of those 
who were caught in the wreck. The 
oxplosion was of such force that adjoin- 
ing buildings were wrecked, torn and 
twisted like toys. Men; women and boys 
at work in adjoining departments were 
hurled through windows €q4 the ground 
below. Many of them escaped with but 
slight bruises, but most of tit victims 
were hurt to such an extent that it was 
necessary to remove them to hospitals.

Wild Rumors. 

It was rumored that from fifty to one 
hundred persons had been caught in the 
wrecked building. This report caused 
great excitement, and repeated calls were 
sent for police and ambulances. A dozen 
patrol wagons and as many ambulances 
Were sent from all parts of the city, 
Extra calls for the fire engines followed 
and soon the flames- were being fought 
from every side, While the fire was atill 
burning, police,” firemen and employees 
of the packing firm began digging-in the 
ruins, Soon the mangled remains of a 
man’ were discovered. At the same time 
other rescuers were digging with despera- 
tiom to rescue several victims who were 
still alive. 

Bodies torn, bruised and mangled were 
taken. from the ruins and sent to the 
morgues. A ‘boy, scalded from head to 
foot and bleeding from cuts and Druises, 
staggered toward the office of the general 
superintendent, C. O. Young. The boy 
was Mr. Young's personal messenger. The 
lad, however, had been so badly disfig- 
ured that Mr. Young did not recognize 
him. 

Many theories were advanced as to the 
responsibility for the disaster. The in- 
spector decided that the explosion had 
been caused by cold water injected into 
the boller, but a majority of investigators 
held the opinion that the catastrophe had 
been caused by low water. Nothing was 
learned, however, and ad all the men in 
the boiler room were killed, it is not like- 
ly the cause of the accident will ever be 
known.

I was standing on th ecorner of the street 
the other night waiting for a car to take 
me to the bedside of a poor suffering man 
who lives fin an alley, with no relatives or 
friends.

A tear of sympathy rolled down 
my cheek as the singer finished her gong. She 
had preached a sermon; I was her audience:

That singer will perhaps never 
know how much comfort that song brought 
to a tired soul. How often is it when we 
little expect we do the greatest act of our 
liver. Sne no doubt looked out of the win- 
dow and saw the dark cleotide and felt the 
ehilling winds, and in her imagination saw 
the great and rough sea of time wrecking the 
ship ef hamanity, and in the spirit sang out 
“Throw out the life line.’

New York's great annual six-day in- 
ternational cycle team race starts next 
Sunday night, December 7, at five min- 
utes after the midnight hour at Mad- 
ison Square Garden.

During the one hundred and forty-two 
hours there is never a quiet moment. 
Something is always doing in the race. 
Men are tiring out, team mates are tak- 
ing their place, sprints.are engineered 
when some worn-out man is upon the 
track, attendants are rushing here and 
there and everywhere, some one is try- 
ing for a lap, and so on. Many who have 
watched the race by the hour and day 
have wondered again and again why this 
man or that’ man did not secure the lap 
he so nearly had. Few have ever 
stopped to figure that one man against 
a dozen in a pursuit race is a rather 
hard proposition, and were one man to 
be regularly matched against ten or 
twelve men, all of whom work together 
like clockwork, the match would be con- 
sidered crazily made. It is hard to gain 
a lap, and once gained it is harder to 
hold it, as the rider with a lap is the 
prey of all the others in an attempt to 
crowd him back to the rear and then 
leave him in a hard sprint. The track 
is but ten laps to the mile, 176 yards 
around, and yet one rider cannot hope to 
gain the lap without a half hour of the 
wildest sort of riding and with some one 
aiding him. The rules of the race pre- 
scribe that In event of two men or more 
starting for a lap all must gain it or 
none will be allowed the lap gained. This 
prevents team work. Should one many 
try for a lap and should another aid 
him by holding back the bunch the lap 
will not be allowed. Years of experience 
brought today’s rules, and they are emi- 
néntly fair and just.

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WE MUST RETURN TO NATURE. | 


By Count Leo Tolstoi. 

HAVE only a short while to live, but 
| vetore I die I should like to say a 

few words to you, the workingmen, 
to tell you what I think of your present 
condition and give you my advice as to 
the best means for your delivery from it. 

Perhaps something that I have thought 
and stil) think—and I have thought very 
much of you—may be of some use to you. 

I naturally address the Russian laborers, 
among whom I have spent my life and 
many of whom I know, buf I am in the 
hope that my thoughts may possibly be 
of some value to those of other countries, 

The fact that you workingmen and la- 
borers are forced to pass your life in pov- 
erty, not to say misery, that you are 
condemned to the hardest kind of work 
that does not benefit, while other people 
who do not work. reap all the profits of 
your work—the fact that many of you 
are practically slaves of these people, and 
the fact that this is unjust, must be clear 
to any one who has a heart and eyes to 
see with. 

But what is to be done to change this? 
The first means, the :nost natura! means 
which offers itself to you and always has 
done so, is to use force to deprive these 
people of what they have no right to 
possess. 

This is what the slaves tried in Rome 
in olden days; it was attempted by the 
peasants in Germany and France in medi- 
aeval times, and it has repeatedly been 
tried by peasants and laborers in all 
countries in modern time. 

Though this seems to be the means 
that has always presented itself first, it 
has never helped anywhere, and far from 
bettering the condition of the laborer, it 
nas always made his position worse. 

A thousand years ago when the govern- 
ments were not as strong as they are now, 
there was still some hope of accomplish- 
ing something, but today when the gov- 
ernments that always defend those who 
do not work are in possession of immense 
amounts of money, when they control the 
railroads, the telegraphs, the police, the 
gensdarme and the armies, all such at- 
tempts at forcible revolt must always end 
fatally for the laboring classes, and the 
power of the non-producing class will 
grow stronger with every unsuccessful at- 
tempt. 


When you laborers try to throw off 
your fetters by force you act iike a man 
bound with strong ropes who tries to 
break them, but only succeeds in pulling 
the knots tighter, instead of untying 
them The labor problem can never ve 
solved by force. 

This fact, that the laborer gains nothing 
by attempting revolution, but only makex 
his condition worse, is evident to all, 
and therefore the men who are interested 
or pretend to be interested in the weltare 
of the workingman have thought of 
other ineans to free him from_ slavery. 
This means is based upon the doctrine 
that when all laboring men shail have 


been denrived of the grourd that they 
possess, when they shall ail have become 
factory hands (vwhich time, according to 
This theory, is bound‘to comé), when they 
shall have formed first unions, then co- 
operative concerns; when they shail have 
sent their representatives into legisiature, 
then the time will come when they shall 
gradually improve their condition and 
finaliy they shall own in part, or maybe 
in full, all the factories and all the land, 
and be absolutely free and independent. 
Though this doctrine is evidently vague, 
full of arbitrary propositions, contradic- 
tions and nonsense, it has grown strong, 
and is still gaining territory every’ day. 

Its teachings are accepted and believed 
in, not only in countries where the ma- 
jority of laborers have given up farming 
decades ago, but also in countries where 
nearly all the workingmen are still occu- 
pied in the tilling of the soil. 

One should think that a. doagrine like 
this that asks the workingman, living 
and working in free, open air, occupied 
in good heaithful farming work, to give 
up his free, wholesome life close to na- 
ture’s bosom and move into the noise and 
impure atmosphere of the city, to work 
iike a machine at monotonous work in a 
factory and to live in filthy, squglid tene- 
ment lodgings that will drive the color 
out of the cheeks of his childrgm, would 
not have much chance of success among 
thoughtéul men who, working their native 
soil, are not used to being slaves, as the 
workers in a modern factory practically 
are. 

And still this doctrine tha 
socialism is rapidly gaining ae —o 
country iike Russia, where 98 per cent 
of the workingmen are stil! occupied in

His Appointment Relieves an 
Embarrassing Political 
Situation.

Lexington, Ky., November 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)—~Kentucky politicians and the state 
generally have been deeply stirred by tae 
reports from Guatemala of the killing ot 
William A. Fitzgerald by the young Ken- 
tuckian, Godfrey Hunter, son of the 
American consul at that point, the noted 
Kentucky politician, Godfrey Hunter, Sr. 
Leslie Combs, -of this city, a scion of one 
of the old bluegrass families, and a son 
of General Leslie Combs, who attained 
fame in the Mexican war, will be hur- 
ried to Guatemala to assume his duties 
as consul there, succeeding Dr. 
the present incumbent, Mr, Combs was 


pointed to succeed Hunter some weeks 
ago. It was not thought taat he would 
leave before the first of the year, but it 
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GENPRAL DANIEL COLLIER, 
Who Will Succeed Leslie Combs as 
Pension Agent of Kentucky. 
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is now assumed that he will be dispatch- 
ed forthwith to the scene of his labors. 
This is founded on the fact that suca 
conflicting reports of the killing come to 
the state department at Washington and 
it is desirable to obtain at an early date, 
an entireiy unbiased and unprejudiced 
account of the affair. 

Mr. Combs’ appointment relieves a po- 
litical situation in this state which has 
doubtless proved an embarrassment to 
President Roosevelt and Kentucky lead- 
ers generally. <A bitter fight was made 
on Mr. Combs’ reappointment as pension 
agent by the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic in tae state. The complaint was that 
the position should be held by an old sol- 
dier, coupled with the accusation that 
Mr. Combs was not enthusiastic in his 
attention to the needs of those in the 
state who drew pensions. 

Collier To Succeed Combs.

He had practically been forgotten in 
state politics when, on a visit to this 
country in the spring, it was announced 
that he was in bad odor with the Ameri- 
can citizens in Guatemala, and charges 
were made by several Americans of Gua- 
temala by letters to American newspa- 
pers and through interviews when oQn 
visits to the United States. These charges 
were thoroughly rehashed by the news- 
papers and ended by the resignation of 
Hunter and the appointment of Combs. 
Young Hunter figured In a soctal scandal 
here at one time and various reports of 
the wild and fast life that he was leading 
in Guatemala City reached Kentucky 
from time to time.

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GERMAN MONEY IN VENEZUELA 


Estimated That Kaiser’s Subjects 


Have $50,000,000 Invested. 

Berlin, November 29.—The German Fleet 
Society, to which Emperor William and 
nearly all the cabinet ministers, naval of- 
ficers and others high in the government 
service belong, has sent its several mem- 
bers, through the society’s monthly pub- 
ltcation, a statement of the considerations 
which makes necessary the building of 
more cruisers for service abroad, espe- 
cially in Central American and South 
American waters. 

It does not contain the least trace of 
fingoism, bit concludes with a carefully 
phrased paragraph saying that Germans 
must make up their minds whether the 
business already created shall be pro- 
tected and extended or permitted to lan- 
guish. If the former alternative is ac- 
cepted the navy must be increased by 
sufficlent cruisers to adequately protect: 
the trade. 

Concerning the extent of German in- 
terests in Venezuela, the comunication 
says they amount to an aggregate of 
$50,000,000, of which, roughly speaking, 
$15,000,000 is invested in. rajlroads and 
$12,500,000 to $15,000,000 in plantations and 
productive works. The remainder is en- 
gaged in trade and the handling of Ger- 
man goods. 

With fe German cruisers Ariadne, 
Amazon and Niobe going out about De- 
cember 10, Germany will have seven ves- 
sels in the West Indies. According to 
present arrangements so far as can be 
learned the stay of all these vessels in 


those waters is indefinite.

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TO BURN BONDS 
ON THE ALTAR 


Novel Service Will Be Held 
at Mulberry Street Metho- 
dist Church. 


Macon, Ga., 
On the pulpit of the Mulberry Street 
Methodist church, in the presence of the 
congregation, $5,900 of bonds, represent- 
ing the last dollar of indebtedness of the 
body, will be destroyed tomorrow morn- 
ing immediately after the sermon shall 
have been concluded. 

The church is one of the oldest in the 
city, and has for years been a prominent 
figure in the church history of Macon. 
Since its dedication some of the most 
prominent and distinguished divines of 
Methodism have occupied its pulpit, and 
within its walls some of the most suc- 
cessful church work has been accom- 
plished. For a year past the church has 
been under the guidance of Rev. Dr. 
Ainsworth, whose zealous labor has been 
productive of great good not only among 
the members of the congregation, but 
throughout the city. When the doctor 
came to the church there was an indebt- 
edness of no little amount hanging over 
it. Twenty years ago’the church was 
bonded for $7,500. Several years ago $1,600 
of those bonds were liquidated, leaving 
a balance of $5,900. Dr. Pinson. who was 
Dr. Ainsworth’s immediate predecessor. 
conceived a plan for extinguishing the 
Outstanding obligation, and when a year 
ago Dr, Ainsworth came to Macon the 
work was outlined to him. With that 
energy which characterizes all his work 
the doctor entered upon the task, follow- 
ing the plans of his predecessor and at 


the same time injecting his own views | 


and {ideas into the work. He was more 
successful than even his sanguine dispo- 
sition had hoped for. Sunday last Dr. 
Ainsworth informed his congregation 
that only a few hundred dollars of the 
debt remained unpaid and stated one- 
half of that sum had been pledged. He 
then informed his congregation that he 
hoped to secure the money necessary to 
wipe out the entire debt, and that if he 
did he would burn the bonds. representing 
that on the pulpit of the church the fol- 
lowing Sunday. The idea was a unique 
one and caught the congregation at once, 
with the result that there was no trouble 
whatever in securing every dollar neces- 
sary. 


Money Turned Over. 

During thé past week fhe money has 
been turned over to the bondholders and 
that evidence of the church debt which 
has been in existence for twenty years 
is now in the hands of the minister who 
has labored so diligently for his church. 
In the morning before service begins an 
urn, secured this afternoon for that pur- 
pose, -will be placed in the pulpit. After 
the services Dr. Ainsworth will place 
the urn upon the top of the pulpit, in 
view of the audience, and then apply 
the match. As the bonds are being con- 
sumed the choir will help to entertain 
the observers. 

Just what will be done with the urn 
and the ashes has not been determined, 


}but it has been suggested by a mem- 


ber of the congregation that they be 
buried together in the church yard. The 
indications are that the church will be 
crowded during the exercises. In all 
probability Dr. Walker Lewis will occupy 
the pulpit during the morning. At least 
Dr. Ainsworth is hopeful that he will 
be here. \ 

The year just closing has been a most 
prosperous one wigh the church. For 
all punposes the congregation hag raised 
$14,000, while 165 members have been re- 
ceived. Now that the church is out of 
debt it is now recalled that it is the first 
time since its inception that an obligation 
has not hung over it. At the fourth 
quarterly conférence resolutions of thanks 
were returned to the doctor.for his work 
and to the conference for his return to 
the city. Dr. Ainsworth preached in Ma- 
con ten years ago at Grace church. He 
was then just out of college. 

Next week all the Methodist ministers 
of the city will leave for Thomasvilie, 
where the annual session of the South 
Georgia conference will be held, over 
which Bishop Candler will preside.

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EDWIN A. BABBEY’S TALENT. 


By A. V. Gillespie. 
CERTAIN well known 
A artist while in England this year 

went into Gloucestershire to see a 
friend of his student days: and when he 
‘arrived at the typical English village of 
.Fairford he found Edwin A. Abbey 
‘ly engaged on the picture of the 
tion that Kng Edward commanded him to 
‘paint. 

After greetings and a ‘survey of the 
‘great canvas which will preserve for fu- 
ture generations the glories of King Ed- 
ward VII's accession to the throne of 
Great Britain, the viSitor said: 

“Abbey, it is a great work and a great 
chance; but teil me, how did you get it?” 

The painter's reply was laconic: 

“Through my grandfather.” 

The friend gasped his astonishment; 
then laughingly added: 

“And | see by the newspapers that you 
are also to decorate the new capitol of 
Pennsylvania, a work that will be monu- 
mental and take years of your life. Did 
your grandfather get you this commis- 
sion, too?’ 

“If I do the work he will be the cause,” 
wus Mr. Abbey's answer. 

Roswe!] Abbey, grandfather of the artist 
who hopes to have the coronation painting 
completed by next spring, Was a mer- 
chant, an inventor of type foundry appli- 
ances, an adept in almost any line of 
commerce, and, for his own pleasure and 
recreation. a worker in water colors. He 
was of a decided artistic temperament 
and used to spend hours before his easel. 

Roswel Abbey's son, William M. Abbey, 
earned his livelihood as a merchant, and 
Was a prosperous one at that, in Philadel- 
phia, when that city scarcely extended 
above Broad street. Like his father, he 
found his recreation largely in the sketch 
book and the brush until late in life. 
BEGAN DRAWING IN THE CRADLE. 

One of William M. Abbey’s two sons is 
Edwin A. Abbey. and Edwin A. Abbey be- 
gan manifesting the artistic traits of his 
grandfather a!most from the cradle. 

He was barely four years of age when 
he began making pencil drawings that at- 
tracted more than passing attention on 
the fly leaves and margins of magazines 
and books; and a few years later he di- 
vided his time between baseball 4nd lit- 
tering up the house with sketches of the 
family, his home, and his playmates. 

About the same time a decided charac- 
teristic, that is remarked upon whenever 
Mr. Abbey’s art is discussed, began to 
develop. 

Mr. Abbey is famed among artists as 
the profession's most pronounced stickler 
for correct costumes and settings for his 
work. He has a horror of anachron- 
Isms. So, in order to be absolutely ac- 
curate, he has gathered from. time to 
time a collection of agcient dress and 
implements of warfare that experts on 
things antique hold to be unequaled. 
Wherever he has seen habiliments that 
had the spirit and technique of the times 
dealt with in the various products of his 
brush and pencil, Mr. Abbey has secured 
them, and many of these he has discov- 
i@red in out of the way corners of Eu- 
! rope. Others that he has not been able 
to obtain in this way he has had built 
according to painfully detailed descrip- 
tions found in chronicles and other an- 
cient sources of information. 

Mr. Abbey considers no amount of time 
and work wasted in aveiding an anach- 
ronism or undoihg one. 

After he had finished the painting of 
“Gloucester and the Lady Anne,” he dis- 
covered that he had got in the wrong 
guarterings in the coat of arms on the

'tany and not only copied but modeled the 
capitals as well. 

USED BROTHER FOR A MODEL. 

This characteristic Mr. Abbey  dis- 
played when, a boy just in his teens, he 
posed brother .and sister and compan- 
ions, always insisting that their costumes 
be faultless as to time and circumstance. 
One of his first sketches to be printed 
fn a magazine was “Tracking Rabbits.’ 
it showed two boys out hunting—Mr. 
«Abbey’s brother and a friend, and be- 
fore the artist would consent to begin 
the sketch he wearied the youthful models 
almost to the point of rebellion by his 
Tussiness over details of their dress. 

it was the same with the drawings 
that ‘‘NWed’’ Abbey made for the late Oli- 
ver Optic’s paper, “Our Boys and Girls.”’ 
The first of these, and the first of any of 
Mr. Abbey's handiwork to be published, 
wag an illustrated rebus, appearing in 
1866. At that time Mr. Abbey was 14

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years old. But the style of this and other 
illustrations that appeared frequently in 
the paper so attracted Mr. Adams to the 
youthful artist that he cultivated his ac- 
quaintance and. later dedicated a book 
to him. 

Two vears after the rebus was published 
Abbey went into a wood engraver’s shop 
and drew on wood; and it was about this 
time, too, that he first broke into ‘‘Harp- 
er’s’’ with a sketch portraying a band of 
Puritans celebrating ‘“‘The First Thanks- 
giving.’’ Concerning this achievement 
Mr. Abbey, while in this country last 
year, said to a friend who had congratu- 
lated him on securing the commission for 
the coronation picture: 

“Yes, naturally I'm pleased to have 
been selected; but, do you know, I 
wasn’t tickled half so much as when I 
got my first sketch in Harpers.’’ 


A BASEBALL ENTHUSIAST. 

Three years after “The First Thanks- 
giving’’ had been published, Abbey came 
to New York. In the meantime he had 
studied a year or so in the Pennsylvania 
Academy of Fine Arts in Philadelphia, 
and today there is a tradition in that 
school] that ‘“‘Ned Abbey was a good 
artist, but unwilling.’’ But once in New 
York he began developing another trait 
that is the subject of much good natured 
banter among his fellows-in-art. He 
joined “The Tile Club,” of which’ many 
artists now famous were members—F, 
Hopkinson Smith being among them. It 
was a duty of the members at the club 
meetings to paint tiles and placques and 
what not for one another's studios, and 
the result, in Abbey’s case, was that he 
cultivated a fondness for spending nearly 
every cent he had, not necessary for Hv- 
ing expenses, in adorning his studio and 
home. 

When he leased Morgan Hall, his 
English home, an old rambling structure, 
parts of which are over 300 years old, and 
which is surrounded by an estate of thirty 
acres, he began altering it right and left, 
and decorating and embellishing it with 
as much fervor as he used to display in 
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adorning the studios of his young days 
in America. 

To Morgan Hall Mr. Abbey has 
carried his enthusiasm for baseball. 
doesn’t play baseball, exactly, but nearly 
every day he indulges in what he con- 
siders the next best thing—cricket. His 
friends accuse him of having had snow 
scraped off the cricket field more than 
once so that he might enjoy his favorite 
pastime. However that may be, it is true 
that whenever no one else is around to 
play with him, he presses the gardener, 
the estate’s caretaker, and his models into 
service. 

Once a vear during the cricket season 
Mr. Abbey has cricket week at Morgan 
hall, and all the artists in London and 
thereabouts are his guests. 

It was at Morgan hall that Mr. Ab- 
bey painted his Holy Grail pictures in 
what he has described in a letter as an 
“abomination of corrugated iron.’ This 
was a shed about 80 feet long. erected 
expressly as a studio in which to paint 
the panels, as Morgan hall had no room 
big enough to accommodate them, 


PAINTING THE CORONATION 
TURES. 

It-is to Morgan hall that numerous 
members of royalty and many persons 
of title have been journeying of late in 
order to pose in their robes of state for 
the coronation painting. Until a few 
weeks ago Mr. Abbey had in his posses- 
sion at his home numerous coronation 
accessories and robes, and much of Eng- 
land's regalia of state. He wrote that 
he had a little of everything that figured 
in the coronation except the crown, and 
he thanked heaven that he didn’t have 
that—he was worried enough as it was 
while the royal baubles were in his keep- 
ing by thoughts of burglaries, destruction 
by fire and what not. 

Just at present Mr. Abbey is working 
on certain architectural features of the 
painting. He says that he has still to see 
a published drawing of the coronation 
ceremony that in any way faithfully 
depicts the-scene, or any .portion of it, 
that occurred in Westminster abbey last 
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August. “All are absolutely false,”’ Is his 
frank criticism. 

If the coronation painting is

It was Europe that first gave Mr. Ab- 
hey marked attention as a worker in wa- 
ter colors. This was at a Paris exposi- 
tion in the eighties and at a time when 
America, outside a small circle, knew 
scarcely anything about his ambitions 
with the brush, but was well acquainted 
with his illustrations In black and white. 
It was not until he began the “Holy 
Grail’’ panels that Americans generally 
began to learn of his abilities in oil and 
colors. Then many were surprised and 
the comment was frequéntly hedrd: ‘‘An- 
other painter sprung up over nigtit.’’ 

But this was not the case, for while 
working in New York and occupying a 
quaint studio down town that Brander 
Matthews has described interestingly in 
“The Last Meeting,”' Mr. Abbey painted 
water colors; and in his first year in Eng- 


| land he was made a member of the Royal 


Institute of Water Colors. In fact. before 
ne left Philadelphia ne had received in- 
struction in colors in the studio of Isaac 
I.. Williams, a Pennsylvania academictan, 
and in his day well Known in his own 
town. 

The water color displayed at the Paris 
exposition was entitled ‘““‘The Stage Office” 
and depicted a group of weary travelers 
waiting for the typical American stage

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The sobriquet of “The Chestnut” 
applied to Mr. Abbey by his fellow

Flection on Bond Issue. Draws 
Nigh in Columbus, 


Water Works Gompany Claims It 
Has Been .Badiy Treated, and 
Should Be Given Chance. 
Papers Want Municipal 
Ownership of Plant. 


Columbus, Ga., November 29.—(Special.) 
In just five days now Columbus will vote 
upon the question of issuing $250,000 of 
bonds for building a municipal system of 
water works. This is the third water 


| works bond election here in ten years, . 


and now that the campaign has come to 
its climax, the matter is the one absorb- 
ing topic throughout the city. 

The Columbus papers tomorrow morn- 
ing will be full of it. The Enquirer-Sun 
will publisa a card from the Columbus 
Water Works Company, the private cor- 
poration, which contraeted to furnish 
the city with water, in which the com- 
pany wil] claim taat it has been greatly 
misrepresented. One point that has been 
made during the campaign is that the 
company has invested some $600,000 here 
and should be given a chance to improve 
the water service and thus protect its 
investment here. 

One of the ‘papers, replying to this a 
day or two ago, said taat while $400,000 
of bonds had been issued, yet the com- 
pany could not show that it had invested 
this much, and that as a matter of fact 
the valye of the present plant will not 
exceed $150,000. The paper quoted the 
estimate of B. M. Hall, an Atlanta en- 
gineer, who in 1894, estimated that tue 
plant could be duplicated for $120,000. In 
their card tomorrow morning the Colum- 
bus Water Works Company will say: 

Cost of Present Plant. 


“The statement has been publicly made 
that the Columbus water works plant 
cost, all told, $150,000, and that the re- 
mainder of the bonded debt, with $250,000, 
was purely fictitious. 

“Such statements as tnese, absurd as 
they may be, uncontradicted, Aare some- 
times believed. We positively deny these 
statesements.”’ 

The company then proceeds to _ tell 
where the money went, stating that the 
original plant cost $300,000 and that exten- 
sive improvements have been made since 
then. In concluding their statement, tae 
company says: 

‘We fee] that the issue is made up, 
and that the prejudice against the water 
works company is sufficient.” 

Without resorting to misstatement of 
fact, to influence votes, commenting upon 
this statement, The Enquirer-Sun will to- 
morrow morning publish the tax returns 
of the Columbus Water Works Company 
in 1902. In Georgia, tae property of the 
company is given at $87,000. The com- 
pany’s Alabama property is given in for 
taxation at $37,135. This is a total of $124,- 
175. This is all the property given by 
the company for taxation. 

Option on Blue Spring. 

In connection with the city’s water sup- 
ply, there have been some interesting de- 
velopments this week, in regard to the 
proposition to obtain water from the 
famous Blue spring in Harris county. 
Charles Jewett Swift, of Columbus. and 
associates, New York capitalists, have se- 
cured an option on the spring. The sur- 
vey of a tine from the spring to Colum- 
bus, along which it is proposed to bring 
water, was completed today. The spring 
is 23 miles from Columbus, and is 420 feet 
above the eity. George R. Pierson, of 
New York, one cf the owners of the prop- 
erty, in an interview tonight, declared 
that the flow of the spring is 1,08 gallons 
per minute, and that from it and other 
mountain streams in that section of Har- 
ris county enough water could-be ob- 
tained to supply a city of one hundred 
and fifty thousand people. 

Indications are that the bond issue will 
carry next Thursday by a good majority. 
The several city political factions favor 
new water works, and the principal 
problem will be to get those who have reg- 
istered to vote. 

Suit for Slander. 

A case of a sensational nature came up 
before Justice McInney in Girard this 
afternoon. Mrs. Bender brought a charge 
of slander against Dr. D. E. Morgan, a 
prominent Girard druggist. She claims 
that the doctor stated that she was not 
a legally married Woman, and brought 
suit against him for damaging her char- 
acter. The justice sent the case to a 
higher court, assessing bond against Dr 
Morgan in the sum of $100. Dr. Morgan

The water in the canals which surround 
Amsterdam's ninety islands must be 
kept in constant motion. Just think of 
the trouble it takes merely to live! 

After Zaandam was the little village of 
Volendam (still dam, you perceive), and 
we went there—by tram to Edam, where 
the nice red cheeses are made, and from 
Edam on by a canal boat, towed by a 
human being man with a harness on, a 
journey of about 2 miles. 

Words geem to fail right here in at- 
tempting to convey impressions received 
on this trip. We could only think of Mr. 
Gulliver, and of Miss Alice in Wonder- 
land. 

Volendam Is a little fishing village sit- 
uated on the great dyke which keeps back 
the sea. The good fortune which has at- 
tended us so long did not fail us here. 


The fishing boats were all in and were the 


chief glory of the place. A long distance 
from them we could see their tall masts 
with penants flying and nearer approach 


revealed tho dull red sails, and fishing 


nets strung along stretched ropes to 
dry—their shapes unlike anything seen 
outside of old pictures. The costumes of 
the fishermen were most remarkabié, The 
men worg trousers gathered around: the 
waist and nearly a yard w'de at tHe ar- 
kle, where they terminated. m 

Their shirts were red, or sométimes 
dark, with two large silver butténs at 
the neck. Their ties were thin black 
silk, whose ends in loose knots stuck way 
cut at the sides. Their coats and hats 
were of most pecullar shape. On thelr 
feet were wooden s d now, how do 
you Hike the picture? 

The women and children wear cars of 
really beautiful lace and the funniest lit- 
tle short skirts, gay bodices and big- 
gest sabots imaginable. 

The tiny houses line the single street on 
the top of the dyke and tip down the 
inside edge of it. 

The hojfel, much frequented by artists, 
is filled with sketches they have left upon 
ite walls. We did not want to leave al) 
this, but of course we had to, and when 
we “sailed away” in our canal boat, we 
pinched ourselves to see “if it was us,” 
and if we were alive, and were not dream- 
ing. 

And the day after Volendam was Mar- 
ken. This is a small island with per- 
haps a dozen groups of houses on it 
about a quarter.of a mile apart. raised 
quite high’ @bove the surrounding land 
which is under water during storms. 

The fishermen and their boats were all 
in at Marken, also, which was even worse 
~—or better—than Volendam. 

The men wore heir huge trousers, 
bloomer-wise, in a blouse over the knee. 
The costumes were @ven gayer and were 
more curious than @t Volendam. The 
bodices of the women wére sometimes of 
ved creton and sométimes of darker wool, 
elaborately embroidered. The small boys 
and littie girls are dressed very much 
alike.

The children of Paris look like modern 
fairies this season. They are all frilis and 
curls and ribbons.. They wear big hats 
and bonnets and heavy, furry coats, and 
their little duds are the acme of dainti- 
ness, displaying, as they do, the finest sort 
of work. , 

American cnijdren of wealth are quite 
as picturesque, but their things look plain- 
er. Little girls wear hats and collars big 
enough for their mothers, and the exag- 
geration of each item in their costume 
seems consistent when in grown up peo- 
ple it would be outrageous extravagance. 
Black, which once was considered fit 
only for old ladies, is especially Smart 
for children now, and their fair faces 
iook as fresh ag wild rose buds above the 
black velvet and cloth hats and peeping 
out beneath big black plumed hats.

The South Georgia conference convenes 
in annual session at Thomasville next 
Wednesday, Bishop -W. A. Candler pre- 
siding. 

The presiding bishop will receive a wel- 
come from the body as large asa his great 
ability and manliness. It feels safe in 
his hands. Conscientious and painstak- 
ing care, mighty pulpit force, wit and 
power on the platform and a brother’s 
heart for all will come with him. This 
man, who in his younger days gave up an 
casy place with a large salary to blister 
his hands in pullfig Emory college out of 
the mud, for half the pay he relinquished, 
by that and other tokens is fit to preside 
over heroes, 

The membership of the conference is 
large. It has nearly two hundred clerical 
and forty lay delegates with a constit- 
uency of about seventy thousand mem- 
bers and one hundred and fifty lay 
preachers. The conference is growing by 
leaps. If fits rate of increase continues, 
it will overtake the tremendous member- 
ship of the north Georgia conference, 
which has gone beyond the hundred thou- 
sand mark. The certainty of its great 
increase in numbers is by twe facts as- 
sured. Its area of territory is latger 
than the north Georgia conference, and 
the increase of population in south Geor- 
gia is more decided than in the northern 
section of the state. 

The territory of the conference fs the 
richest and mogt prosperous part of the 
state, and its development in material 
resources is amazing to any who gives 
to this fact observation and study. It 
is a net work of railroads, already op- 
erated, and of others projected. It 
abounds in varied industries. Turpentine 
farms and forests of peach trees and 
pecans cover large spaces of the country, 
while it is becoming more and more 
notable for tts great and increased crops 
of grain, cane and cotton. The lands a 
rising in price and productiveness, and 
great tides of immigration are moving 
into them from upper and middle Geor- 
gia, and from the great north and west. 
Cotton mills and oil mills and other in- 
dustries abound. 


Year of Revivals. 


Great revivals this year have marked 
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best. Tyson is graceful and streng, fit for | 


the efforts of the conference in many 
quarters. Rev. BE. H. MoGehee at Cor- 
dele held the meeting of half a century. 
It drew all the denominations into a fel- 
lowship of service and rejoicing. The 
meetings at east Macon, under Rev. 
Jerry M. Glenn, brought about two hun- 
dred converts into the church, and fur- 
rished some of the most notable instances 
of conversion in his rare and glorious 
minister. Riddleville, with Rev. Hamp- 
ton Stevens to lead it, had genuine re- 
vivals in every church. Decided marks of 
grace have appeared all over the con- 
ference, and the number of converts to 
the faith and to Methodism will hardly 
fall below five thousand. 

The missionary spirit is the most mark- 
ed cistinction of the conference. Besides 
raking generous contributions to the 
canse of missions in meeting, the annual 
assessments, leagues, districts and indi- 
vidual churches are supportng speca! mis- 
s.onaries. First church, Waycross; Mul- 
berry Street, Macon; St. Luke, Columbus, 
have each missionary representatives. 
Rev. George W. Matthews’ church, at 
Lublin, pays for this cause about $1,000, 
or three times what it is assessed, while 
Rev. J. B. Johnstone’s church, in Macon, 
iret street, gives $2,500 to the cause of 
nussions, two-fifths more than for its 
own pastor. Everywhere in south Geor 
gia the Methodists are awaking to the 
auiy of giving the world the gospel, and 
this body has become the “Missionary 
Conference of Methodism.” It is sending 
fits test men into the work of foreign 
evangelization. Dr. A.'\M. Williams is 
conspicuous as the missionary leader of 
the conference. 

Personnel of the Conference. 

The personnel of Sotth Georgia Meth- 
odism is attractive and inspiring. Of the 
clder leaders, Branch, Lovett, McGehee, 
MacDonell, Cook, Pinson, Scurggs Wil- 
liams and Johnstone, it is enough to say 
the church is proud of their greatness and 
fidelity; and while they are growing old, 
the future of their body is In safe hands. 

Ihe conference has a notable set of 
young preachers. There are so many gift- 
ed young men adorning its membership 
that it might seem invidious to mention 
any and not name all. But nobody will 
object to mention of the versatile Wray, 
strong Ellis, gifted Harmon and eloquent 
Ainsworth. Cook of Savannah and Cook 
of Dawson are rare men. Anthony, while 
not very young, is not at all old, with a 
ureat genius for preaching. Dennis, late 
of Kentucky, for rare diction and power 
of statement is a worthy fellow with the 
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any work in the conference, and sure to 
be a leader. Other young men not named 
are entitled to a place here, and in the 
Book of Life. 

‘These young men are, or they will he, 
high in the honors of tne church. One 
man not named yet, a man filling places 
not counted first-class, a man of such 
conspicuous usefulness, and such remote- 
tess from public gaze, deserves for his 
work’s sake a church's gratitude. It is 
Robert M. Booth. For twenty-nine years 
he has gone to many hard, unremunera- 
uve appointments, and toiled. His faith- 
ful ministry in two things is astonishing. 
Fifteen hundred baptized children he has 
consecrated to their Lord, and twenty-five 
nundred converts added to the church’s 
membership. That life was worth living! 
Such a ministry is richer than fame. 
Usefulness is the standard of the Son of 
Man*when the measure of greatness is 
peing taken. How many pounds has not 
‘Als man’s pound gained these years of 
faithfulness! 

Two of the most noted men of the con- 
ference, Drs. Hinton and Wynne, still 
abide. The one remarkable for a wise use 
of the shepherd’s crook, the other for 
great pulpit power. His record as 4 pas~- 
tor, while not so striking, is unique. 
These old heroes, scarred with war and 
worn with service, lie faint in the rear 
while the columns pass to the front. One 
of the old guard went off duty lately 
when lL. B. Payne, of maniy fiber, went 
over the border. McMichael, another, fell 
in the fight. Carr reached heaven before 
he got to his appointment, and Flanders 
fell unto death and joy out df his pulpit. 
_And F. A. Branch, too! How my heart 
aches to write that this Chevalier Bayard 
of the noblest conference in Methodism 
has led his last fight.

UNGLE SAM’S REINDEER HERD. 


Dr. Jackson Weports That It Is Stead- 
ily Increasing. 

Brooklyn Eagle: Dr. Sheldon Jackson, 
the bureau of education chief, who has 
charge of Uncle Sam's herd of reindeer 
in Aiaska, has just returned from a six- 
months’ visit to that far-off region. He 
reports that the herd is in excelient con- 
dition, and that it is steadily increasing 
in number. here were 1,600 births in the 
herd last spring, so that the total num- 
ber of animals now under the charge of 
the government amounts to over 6, OU. 

It has only been about five years since 
the United States imported the first deer 
trom Siberia for the benefit of the Eski- 
mos. Bormerly the natives had littie in 
the way of steady occupation duffing the 
winter months. The reindeer were im- 
ported and loaned to them by the govern- 
ment to give them a start in raising 
herds of tneir own. Rules were adopted 
regulating the use of the deer. 

An Eskimo was required to serve five 
years apprenticeship under the direction 
ot an expert. During that time he learn- 
ed how to care for the animailg in sick- 
ness and health and was instructed in 
be put. Am the end of his five years of 
the numerous uses to which they could 
service, the government would assign ten 
or fifteen fine deer to the charge or the 
native, permitting him to keep tne young 
that might be born, and returning the 
original animals at the end of a few 
years.

Korlaks, natives of Siberia, paying an 
average of about $10 apiece. Dr. Jjack- 
s0n says that the imported deer thrive

the proper kind of food they need in the 
eres anes moss.

He says sae 
the crowd has thinned out greatly at that 
boom town, and that practically all the 
riff-raff that is attracted to a new mining 
center has cleared out. There are fewer 
idie men there than formerly, but those 
a ee are busy.

ONE 1S MISSIN 


Explosion of Boiler Deals Death 
and Ruin 


Parties Are Seatching Ruins at Li- 
zella for Another Victim Who 
he Present When Acci- 
dent Occurred—Descrip- 
tion of Scene. 


Constitution Bureau, 
. Brown House, 
Macon, Ga., November 29. 
Four newly made graves, with a search- 
ing party scouring the woods and swamps 
for a fifth body, is the sequence of that 
boiler explosion at Lizella, a station on 
the Macon and Birmingham road, Friday 


evening, an account of which was pub- 


lished in detail in The Constitution only 
this morning. Not long after the accident 
occurred the two negroes who were in- 
the time Rogers and Taylor 
were killed, died of the wounds received 
in the explosion. That made the list of 
dead: 

TALILEY ROGERS, eged 3, single, own- 
er of the mil, and son of William Rogers, 
one of the best-known planters in that 
section of the country. 

JAMES TAYITAOR, aved 35, married and 
the father of six children. 

HENRY JOHNSON, colored, aged 50 


years. 

ARTHUR JOHNSON, colored, aged 30 
years, son of Henry Johnson, 

The building in which the engine and 
boiler were located was a tall structure, 
quite a distance from the village. Apart 
from the homes of negroes and the 
house in which Taylor lived there were 
few buildings in close proximity to the 
mill, and for that reason but little can 
be ascertained of the events immediately 
preceding the explosion. It has been as- 
certained, however, the statement has 
been made by a member of the Johnson 
family who was in the yard at the time 
of the explosion that there were five men 
in and about the mill when the disaster 


came. 
Rogers Had Hand on Valve. 

Rogers was standing with his hand on 
the valve, talking to Taylor, while the 
negroes were gathered about the door. 
There was not apparently the slightest 
apprehension on the part of any of the 
party of their impending doom. Suddenly 
the roof of the building seemed to rise 
up, and instantly a deafening report fol- 
lowed. Theti for a second the air was 
thick with flying debris and clouds of 
white steam. With the report came the 
trembling of the earth. which was felt 
not only in Lizella, but throughout the 
country for more than a mile awgy. As 
the steam and fragments of the mill and 
machinery settled, those whose attention 
had been attracted by the explosion could 
see nothing of the building which had 
occupied the space onlv a few minutes 
ago. The building was entirely wiped 
away. In its place was a pile of logs 
and heaps of scrap iron. 

Within a few minutes a dozen people 
had gathered about the place. Nothing 
could be seen:of any of the men who 
had been in full view a short minute 
before. Instantly a search of the ruins 
was instituted. First the body of Rog- 
etfs was found. It was buried under the 
only portion of the boiler left in the 
building. The back of his head had been 
torn away. His back had been broken, 
ss also had both legs and. both arms. 
One leg was badly lacerated, while the 
clothing had been almost wholly stripped 
from his body. Of his head only his 
face was left, and a grewsome sight it 
fas to those who looked upon it. There 
was a smile upon his face. indicating that 
his death had been so quickly accom- 
plished that it had been painless. In 
one hand he heli a piece of the valve 
showine that his hand had rested upon 
that part of the machinery when he was 


killed. 

No Marks on Body. 
Taylor, his companion, was upon the 
ground outside of what was once the 
building. He was lying flat upon his 
back and strange to say there were no 
marks upon him showing the terrible or- 


deai through which he passed as he died. | 


Johnson, the father, was sitting against 
the side of the boiler foundation and 
was suffering intensely. He had been 
terribly scalded, but death came almost 
as soon as he was found, ending his 
agony. He never spoke after he was 
discovered. * 

Jo.nson, the son, was found some 
seventy-five yards from the mill. He had 
been hurled through the air and cast 
upon the earth with great force. That 
his death was not immediate is remark- 
able. He lived a short time only after 
being found, but during that time it is 
understood he attempteé to confirm the 
statement of a woman that there had 
been a fifth man present. The presence 
of the fifth party, however, appears im- 
probable, as searching parties have been 
at work in the woods and undergrowth 
near the mill for twenty-four hours with- 
out being able to discover a dead body 
or a wounded man. While it is more 
than probable that there were only four 
persons at the mills, the positive asser- 
tion of parties who claim to have seen 
the men at work just before the explosion 
make the presence of the fifth party at 
least barely possible. 

Force of Explosion. 

The force of the explosion cannot well 
be described. It can only be imagined 
when it is stated that there is not enough 
of either engine or boiler left to indicate 
what it once was. Only the knowledge 
that it was once an engine and boiler 
enables one to tell what machinery once 
occupied the site. 

More than a mile away a plece of the 
boiler weighing several hundred pounds 
was found. It had been hurled with guch 
foree that it was sunk half way into the 
ground. Under the foundation at one 
point was a hole deep enough and large 
enough to hold the boller itself. 

Early this morning messengers were 
sent to town for coffins. Two were se- 
cured in Macon for the white men, while 
those for the negroes were obtained here. 

Rogers’ body was laid to rest during 
tue afternoon at Shiloh and the funeral 
was largely attended. e 

Later in the day Taylor was buried at 
Mt. Pleasant and there, too, a large 
crowd had congregated. The remains of 
the two negro men were buried in a coun- 
try burying ground near here.

Sylvania Leaves Boston Today 
wilh Cargo for Britain,

Steamer’s Agents Say Cattle Can Be 
Landed, but It Will Be Last 
Cargo Until the Embargo 
Is Raised by Great 
Britain. 


Boston, November 29.—The Cunard line 
steamer Sylvania, which will be the last 
vegsel to leave Boston with cattle for a 
British port until the embargo against 
their shipment ontaccount of the prev- 
alence of the foot and mouth disease in 
New England ts raised, hauled into tho 
stream about 6 o’c'ock tonight and will 
sail for Liverpool tomorrow morning 
with 664 cattle and 750 sheep on board. 
The vessei cannot reach Liverpool be- 
fore December 6, when the order of the 
English board of agriculture forbidding 
the landing in Great Britain from New 
England ports goes into.effect, but it Is 
said that the Boston agent of the line 
has received assurances from the com- 
pany’s head offices in England which 
satisfy him that the Sylvania’s cargo can 
be landed in Liverpool. 

The steamer Columbia and the Saga- 
more. both for Liverpool, will sail to- 
morrow, but neither will carry any cat- 
tle. The stock which was to have been 
taken by the latter vessels is at the Wa- 
tertown stock yards and _ elsewhere 
around Boston and will be slaughtered 
for the local market, as it comes from 
Canada and the-west, where the disease 
does not exist. 

Dr.; Austin Peters, chief of the state 
cattle bureau, said today he would grant 
permits for exportation of cattle from 
New York to Massachusetts. 

This statement, which seemed to indi- 
cate that western cattle might be shipped 
thraugh Boston, has given steamship 
people a ray of hope, but if cattle cannot 
be shipped from this port the agents of 
some of the trans-Atlantic lines may send 
their steers to St. Johns or Halifax, ag 
they say the expense of sending the ves- 
sels to New York, Baltimore, Philadel- 
phia or Newport News to load cattle

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HON. MORRIS SHEPPARD, 


Who Succeeds His Father as Rep- 
resentative of the First Texas 
District. 
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By Jos: Dhl. 

Washington, November 27.—(Special.)— 
Several new faces will be seen in the 
house of representatives at this ses- 
sion, the changes being due to deaths 
in the original membership. One of these 
vacancies will be filled by Hon. Carter 
Glass, who is to represent the sixth Vir- 
ginia district as the successor to Peter 
J. Otey, who was s0 well known in At- 
lanta. 

Carter Glass is one.of the most promi- 
nent newspaper men in Virginia. I recall 
that at the famous convention at Roan- 
oke, when Hoge Tyler was nominated for 
the governorship, it was Glass who made 
the oratorical hit in the convention com- 
posed entirely, as all Virginia conven- 
tions are, of orators. One little phrase 
did it. It was he who presented to the 
convention the name of Major Tyler, and 
he wound up by declaring: ‘He was 
born a democrat and’’—with a pause—‘‘he 
will stay a democrat!’”" The meaning of 
this expression was understood by every 
man in the convention hall. Governor 
O’Ferrall had, in the judgment of the 
democrats of Virginia, gone over to the 
enemy; and if there was one thing which 
that corivention intended to do more 
than any other one thing, it was to nom- 
inate a man who would not betray his 
party. When Carter Glass touched their 
hearts with this graphic description of 
the man they had gathered to nominate, 
the convention went wild and stayed that 
way for several minutes, 

Carter Glass comes of a newspaper fam- 
ily and is a native of Lynchburg. His 
father was the late Major R. H. Glass, 
who at the time of his death was perhaps 
the oldest and most widely known news- 
paper editor in Virginia. 
Elizabeth Augusta Christian, was of 8 
family that has figured in the affairs of 
Virginia since’ before the revolutionary 
period. 

Mr. Glass received a MNmited education 
in the private and public schools of 
Lynchburg. 
edrlv age of 14, when he entered a news- 
paper office as an apprenticed boy. For 
eight years he was in the mechanical 
department of the newspaper business, 
learning thorovghly every detail of the 
work. With the exception of two years 
in the auditor’s office of a railroad, Mr. 
Glass’ entire business life has been spent 
in a newspaper office as printer, reporter, 
editor and publisher. He pur- 
chased The Lynchburg Daily News 
from one of its founders in 1888, and sub- 
sequently this paper absorbed The Lynch- 
burg Virginian, and afterwards purchased 
The Advance, an afternoon paper; so that 
Mr. Glass now publishes both the morn- 
ing and evening papers of his city. 

In 1899 Mr. Glass, without solicitation, 
was nominated by the democrats of 
Lynchburg and Campbell county for the 
Virginia senate, and was chosen at the 
succeeding election by nearly two thou- 
sand majority over an independent can- 
didate. His record in the senate was of 
such a conspicuous character that, in 1901, 
while sick in the hospital at Watkins 
Glen, New York, Mr. Glass was nominated 
by the democrats of Lynchburg to repre- 
sent that city in the constitutional con- 
vention, and was elected without oppost!- 
tion. He is credited with having largely 


drafted the suffrage article of Virginia’s' 


new constitution and with having led the 
fight for it in the convention. 

Last summer Mr. Glass became a can- 
didate for the democratic nomination for 
congress to succeed Major P. J. Otey, 
and at the primary election was chosen 
a majority of 2,300 over his strongest 
competitor, receiving more votes than 
both of his rival candidates. He had 
practically no opposition at the election 
held November 4, the republicans having 
declined to put up a candidate, 

Cannon Son of North Carolina. 

If one were asked to select from the 
membership of the house of representa- 
tives a man who more than all others 
looked the native of Illinois, he would, 
I think, choose Uncle Joe Cannon, who 
will be speaker of the next house—Prov- 
idence permitting. And yet Uncle Joe is 
not only not a native of the state in 
which he lives, but he fs not a native of 
the west. So far as birth goes, he is a 
southerner. He was\ born in North Caro. 
lina, Guilford county, in 1887. 

His official biography does not state 
how long he lived in the Old North State, 
and the probability is that his parents 
moved from there while he was some- 
where near infancy, but he was there 
long enough to be a full-fledged native 
son and his name belongs on the long 
list of natives of North Carolina who 
have attained prominence in public af- 
fairs. 

Senator Hawley, of Connecticut—Fight- 
ing Joe Hawley, who was a picturesque 
figure in the ranks of the union army— 
is another of the natives of North Caro- 
lina. Some North Carolina historian, 
who, with commendable pride in the 
human products of his state, has been 
investigating—has discovered that all 
three presidents whom Tennessee gave to 
the union—Andrew Jackson, James K, 
Polk and Andrew Johnson—were born in 
the state which first promulgated a 
Declaration of Independence and the sons 
of which, with other sturdy southerners, 
turned the tide of the revolution at the 
hattle of Kings mountain. Thomas H. 
Benton, whose name is associated more 
particularly with Missouri, was a native 
of North Carolina, as was William R. 
King, whose name Aljabamans revere to

A young fellow who wants to work his 
way through a university and js willing 
to serve as night watchman in order to 
secure his education is likely to make 
his way in the world. Morris Sheppard 
did that during his last two years in the 
University of Texas, when he acted as 
night watchman in the comptroller’s de- 
partment in the state capitol building. 
He comes to congress to succeed his 
father as representative of the first dis- 
trict of Texas. 

Sheppard will be one of the youngest 
men in congress. He‘has been elected to 
the short term to fill the vacancy created 
by the sudden death of his father, and 
has also been elected for the full term.

New York Sun: There were 6,500,006 
colored persons in the United States in 
1330, 7,500,000 in 1890 and 8,800,000 in 190. A

has been declared to be in progress at in- 
tervals of two or three years, since the 
close of the civil war. 

But the figures of each succeeding cen- 
gus prove that the colored population of 
the United States is by no means migta- 
tory. It changes little year by year &x- 
cept as the result of the ordinary increase 
in population. arious ambitious pr 
of leaders to ‘colonize’ certain tes 
have failed entirely. In Kansas, for in- 
stance, there are only 9,000 more colored 
inhabitants than there were twenty years 
ago, though Kansas has long been the 
mecca of many colored colonizers.

STRANGE MURDER 
CASE 1S REVIVED 


Mysterious Death of Jarred 
Engram at Eufaula, 


State Pardoning Board Is Consider- 
ing Applications of Parties Con- 
victed of Crime for Liberty. 
Body Found in River _ 

168 Miles Away. 


Eufaula, Ala., November 29.—(Spectal.) 
The state board of pardons, which con- 
Sists of the governor, the secretary of 
state, the attorney general and the state 
auditor, has before it for consideration 
a case, the plot of which reads like a 
yellow-back povel, 

On Christmas’ eve, in 1899, Jarred En- 
gram, a 20-year-old youth, the son of 
excellent parents, left the family resi- 
dence at Eufaula about Gark to go down 
town for ar hour or so, as it ws thought. 
He has never returned, 

For days after his disappearance his 
family conducted a search for him. .They 
finally secured information that he had, 
during the night, been at a house in 
the neighborhocd kept by one Anna 
Vaughn, whose reputation was unsavory. 
The inmates of the house acknowledged 
that he had been there during the even- 
meg, but insisted that he left there about 
8:30 p. m. A physician was found who 
had received a telephone message from 
him shortly after that-hour, but he was 
unable to say from what place the mes- 
sage was sent. After several days’ in- 
vestigation, nothing being heard from 
him, his friends decided that he had 
gone off on a lark, as he was known to 
be sometimes given to drink. 

Forty days after Christmas the watch- 
man at the river bridge over the Appa- 
lachicola river, 168 miles below Eufaula, 
pulled from the river a body of a man. 
It had but few bruises on it and was 
in good condition. The fish had not eaten 
it and it had not commenced to decay. 
In the throat of the corps was a woman’s 
handkerchief with no marks whatever on 
it. The body was not identified, and fol- 
lowing the custom at that place, where 
bodies are frequently taken from the 
water, it was buried on the river bank 
in a plain pine hox 

Father Identifies the Body. 

A notice of the find was published in 
The Constitution and in other - pavers 
and a covy of one of them came into 
the hands of the father of the boy. The 
Appalachicola river is formed by. the 
junction of the Chattahoochee and the 
Flint, the former of which flows by Eu- 
faula. They com 9 together about a mile 
from where this body was found. When 
Mr. Engram read of the find he at once 
concluded that the body was that of his 
son and he went without delay down 
the river and enlisted the services of the 
bridgekeeper When he arrived at the 
point where his son had been buried the 
river was in flood and the water had 


overflowed the banks and inundated the} 


grave. He therefore, of necessity, had 
to wait severa] davs, until the water nad 
receded. Eighteen davs after the body 
wes burted and fiity-eight days after the 
young man had djJsanpesred from home 
on the eventful Christmas eve, the father 
identified the remains as those of his 
son. He and the bridgekeeper reinterred 
the bodv in its damp erave on the bank 
of the river. He returned to his home, 
announced what he had found, and the 
state offered a rewarc of $200 for the ar- 
rest and corviction of the murderers. 
On account of young Engram having 


last been seen at the Vauvehn house and + 


Aan account of the unsavory reputation 
of the inmates, suspicion directed to- 
ward that piace. It was develoned that 
on that Christmas eve night Solon 
Moore. a respectable young white man 
of Russell county’ John Brazicr, a young 
farmer of good reputation. who lived neaf 
Luropkin, Ga., just acress the river from 
Evfaula: John Miller, an old man fre- 
siding in Eufaula. Ala, and Anna Vaughn 
and Gertrude Howard. both of whom 
live in the Vaughn house, were ar- 
rested charged with the murder of Jarred 
Engram. At the time of the preliminary 
hearing feeling against the defendants 
ran very high. In the minds of the pub- 
lic, the crowd at Vaughn's was held 
responsible for the yourg man’s death. 
Various theories were advanced one of 
them being that he had gotten 
during the night and had been choked 
to death by having the pocket handker- 
chief crammed into his throat. The cir- 
cumstantial case further had it that af- 
ter midnight his Lody was taken to the 
river and there thrown in. One witness, 
a livery steble keeper, testified that at 
a late hour one night about Christmas 
a men resembling one of the defendants 
had come to his stable and secured a 
buggv, and. that several hours later he 
retufned the buggy; accompanied by a 
woman, and that the horse was covered 
with sweat. notwithstanding the night 
was a cold December one. 
Miller Was Acquitted. 

Mr. Engram was firmly of the opinion 
that his: son had lost his life on that 
Christmas eve in the Vaughn house. The 
community was stirred up over the mur- 
der of a popular young fellow. The in- 
mates of the Vaughn place seemed cer- 
tainly to be more to blame than anybody 
else that could be found, and when the 


trial was concluded the jury brought in a [| 


verdict of conviction in the case of 
Soton Moore, John Brazier, Anna Vaughn 
and Gertrude Howard. The defendants 
were vrell represented at the trial and 
endeavored to demonstrate the fact that 
if Jarred Engram had been killed at the 
Vaughn house on Christmas eve and his 
body thrown inte the Chattahoochee and 
been washed dowr ‘that river 168 miles, 
remaining in or under the water forty 
days, and then taken out and buried in 
the sand, remaining there in the grave 
covered by the overflowed waters of the 
Appalachicola for eighteen days more, 
that it woutd have beer in such a physi- 
eal conditien as to be not recognizable at 
all by the father or by any one else. They 
endeavored to show that the river was 
ful of turtles, fish and other things that 
inhabit rivers and that a dead body 
would have been a prey for such crea- 
tures. They also insisted that contact 
.with the bottom of the stream and with 
logs, rocks and roots of trees, etc., would 
have so torn and ised agd lacerated 


| the body during its 168-mile trip that it 


would have reached the bridge a mass 
of bones and ehreds. The defense claim- 
ed that the dead body found there was 
not that of young En , or that if it 
was, he certainly had nOt been murder- 
ed in the Vaughn hoyse on Christmas 
‘eve. two months before. . 

‘At a subsequent term of court Mr. 
Miller, who managed to get his case 
continued, was agquitted on, the same 
evidence upon which the others had been 
convicted. The prisoners have now been 
in the penitentiary for thfee* years, and 
their friends have asked the. pbvara of 
pardons to show them clemency. —

‘Birmingham, Ala., November : 29.—(Spe- 

cial.)—The ‘Statistics fot the past nine 
nronths ‘ saow. a tremendous increase in 
the shipment_of steel, pig iren and cast 
iran from the southern producing terri- 
tory. During the months named there 
have ‘been shipped of these products 
1,452,550, aS against 1,233,048 for the same 
months of 1901.. Tais.statement shows 
that the production is steadily on the in- 
crease and that the demand continues ex- 
ceedingly good. The statement is also 
made that were ft ' not for the great 
shortage of railroad cars and locomotive 
power in this district that a greater in- 
crease might. be saown, the railroads be- 
ing enabled»to give to the producers all. 
the cars that they are in need of, 

The shipments made during the month 
of October, 1902, as reported by the south- 
ern iron committee, shows that-tae min- 
ing. districts in the southern producing 
territory sent out 148,468 tons of pig iron 
and steel, and 14,911 tons of cast iron, 
making a total of163,379 tons, which was 
60,000 tons more than the total production 
of October,: 1901.. The shipments by the 
several towns,in.the district during the 
monta of October were as follows; An- 
niston, 20,992 tons of iron and steel, 4,133 
tons cast ‘tron pipe;’ Birmingham, 75,720 
tong of iron and steel, 7,683 tons of cast 
iron pipe; Nashville, 10,897 tons of iron 
and steel; Sheffield, 16,491.tons of iron and 
steel; Middlesborough, . 5,508 tons of iron 
and steel and no cast iron pipe; Chatta- 
nooga, .18,560 tons .of iron and stee] and 
3,090 tons of cast iron pipe. It will, there- 
fore, be seen. that..Birmingham shipped 
more than half.of the product shipped 
from tae southern ‘district and that An- 
niston and Birmingham togéther shipped 
two-thirds of the total amount.

GOMPERS COMMENDS JELKS. 


The Governor Has Made a Hit with 
the Working People. 
‘Birmingham, Ala., November 29.—(Spe- 
cial.»—Governor Jelks undoubtedly struck 
a popular cord when he took steps to re- 
move the convicts from the mines. The 
laboring people are now singing his 
praises on every side. President Gomp- 
ers, of the American Federation of La- 
bor, In his speech here toe other night, 
voiced the sentiment of the laboring peo- 
ple on the subject when he said: “I am 
alarmed less there be no change in the 
present plans of leasing convicts. Seven 
years ago, I went through tne mines and 
stockades, where they ‘are kept and the 
condition was awful. It is against the 
sentiments of the people that convicts 
should. be idle and I believe they should 
be self-supporting and not a burden on 
the tax payers, but-they snould not be 
allowed to compete with you who are 
free men. There is not much involved 
in this question except in a moral way. 
The convict workers are few by compari- 
son, but the principle involved is great. 
You should aid Governor Jelks in his 

fight to change tae situation.” 

Another very lively porposition which 
the great labor leader touched on while 
here was the child labor problem. With 
reference to this he said: “‘One of the 
greatest <crimes, wita the least reason 
back of it, is the employing of child labor 
in the factories and mines of Alabama, 
Georgia and the Carolinas.

‘called a diploma. In a court, the judge 
takes the part of a walking delegate and 
the lawyer without his card is not al- 
lowed to work in that law shop. The 
laboring men organized, therefore, to pro- 
tect themselves, their capital being thtir 
ability to work. ‘They have their an- 
nounced code of ethics, one of them heing 
‘Thou shalt not take thy - neighobor's 
om and he who does shall be termed a 
scab.”’

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LAW MAKERS OF ALABAMA | 


WILL MEET‘ON JRNUARY.BE 


Ala., November 23.— 
(Special.)—The Alabama law-making 
board will not meet this winter 
until Tuesday, January 13. This is some 
two months later than usual and the 
change is brought about by the new con- 
stitution. Under the old constitution the 
general assembly, as it was called, met 
on the first Tuesday after the second 
Monday in November of every other year 
Hereafter the assembly, which under the 
new constitution is known as the Ale 
bama legislature, will meet on the second 
Tuesday in January of every four years. 
Under the old constitution only fifty 
working days were allowed; under the 
new constitution the length of the session 
is sixty. The people have selected an ex- 
ceptionally strong body of men to repre- 
sent them in this legislature. Consider 
able important work is to be done in v! 
der to harmonize the statutes with the 
conditions of the new constitution and the 
improved order of things in Alabama. 
Seventeen of tha. thirty-three old sena- 
tors hold over by virtue of the tenure 
of their office and eighteen new ones have 
been elected, the new constitution pro- 
viding two additional senatorial district-. 
Another addition to ‘the esenate is the 
lieutenant governor, which is a new in- 
stitution to Alabama. The office of lieu- 
tenant governor was abolished in tails 
state in 1876 and was not revived until 
last year. The people have called Dr. 
Russell Cunningham, of this city, to serve 
them as lieutenant governor under the 
new regime. He will simply be the pre- 
siding officer of the senate and will not 
be entitled to take part in any of the

twentieth century concentrated on the 
Fiedmont region as upon no other habita- 
tion of man, we may make Georgia the 
greatest. commonwealth, not only of the 
‘South, but of the world, and the home of 
the most properous people on earth. We 
lave the promise, not only of prosperity, 
but of social conditions more likely to 
produce happiness and advance the gen- 
eral welfare than those of other states. 
where the tide of wealth has brought 
with it so many bewildering problems 
that the mind wearies even in thinking 
of them. 

“How shall all this be brought about? 
In a word, by combined effort. Let the 
towns and cities of Georgia unite with 
the counties in a concerted movement for 
the upbuilding of our state. Let them 
share the expense of a common organiza- 
tion, which, until a better name is found,

“A great deal of the work which has 
been done for immigration heretofore has 
faiied to bring satisfactory results be- 
‘cause {t was not properly directed, did 
not continue through a long period of 
ume, and was not vigorously followed up 
to the point where an actual movement 
of home-seekers took place. 

“A hundrei towns or a hundred coun- 
ties operating separately would accom- 
plish little by independent and spasmodic 
effort, not continued through a long period 
of time, and not followed up persistently 
until results were secured. What we need 
is concerted action and staying power 
that will enable us to reach the goal. 

“The work of this organization should 
be for Georgia os a wholo, ond the in- 
quirles resulting from its advertisements 
should be laid before every community 
and every organization taking a part or 
bearing a shere of the expense. Each of 
these communities should have the same 
opportunity to compete for the prospective 
citizen or investment. The general or- 
ganization should send out litersgture pre- 
Senting the attractions and the advan- 
tages of Georgia asa whole, including the 
different sections and communities of the 
State. It would then be in ordgr for any 
city, town or county to send its special 
literature to the inquirers. 

“In the conduct of its work the or- 
ganization should carefully avold any- 
thing that might €avor of exaggeration 
or misrepresentation. It should so con- 
duct its business as io inspire confidence 
and establish a reputation for straight- 
forwardness and fair dealing. This will] 
be the work of time, but in the end will 
give the association great influence. Much 
harm has been done, ane the progress of 
the south has been retarded by wild and 
extravagant statements published broad- 
cast. People about to leave their native 
States and transfer all they have to a 
distant section will scrutinize every claim 
and test every statement made to them as 
an inducement for smmigration. One mis- 
representation will.be sufficicnt to destroy 
their confidence and turn them jn another 
direction, They should be dealt with can- 
didly and with the utmost fairness, and 
should be encouraged to make personal 
investigation of the field through com- 
mittees of their most trusted men before 
casting their lot with us. Immigration se- 
cured in this way will come to Stay, and 
ence here, will be satisfied. Being satis- 
fied; such citizens wil] induce others to 
come, and the letters they send home 
will spread the contagion of interest far 
and wide.

We 
confidently expect their cooperation. We 
shall invite them to be present at the 
January meeting, when we intend to 
launch this movement. We rely on the 
press of the state to do for this what théy 
habitually do for every undertaking in 
the line of progress, and shall inform the 
editors of the Georgia papers of our plan, 
asking their cooperation in stirring up lo- 
cal interest. 

“This work cannot succeed except upon 
a broad stale. The people of Atlanta 
qmust realize their responsibility to the 
state. Theirs is the capital city, which 
has been made great and prosperous by 
the business and patronage of the state.

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Board of Education Will Not Ask 
for $100,000 Bond Issue, 


By Holding Out for Additional $100,- 
000, Members of Board Secure 
Half That Sum for the 
Public Schools of 
Atlanta. 


Upon the promise of a majority of the 
members of council that an additional 
appropriation of $50,000 will be made for 
schools, out of the general fund, besides 
the regular annual appropriation, the 
board of education will not ask that $100,- 
000 of the bond issue be appropriated for 
schools. The bill authorizing the $800,- 
000 bond issue@or water and sewer im- 
provements was signed by Governor Ter- 
rell yesterday. The delay in signing the 
bill was occasioned by requests from the 
Fulton delegation. 

At a meeting of the members of coun- 
cil held in the mayor's office yesterday 
morning it was decided to appropriate 
$50,000 of the money which would ordinar- 
ily go to the water and sewer depart- 
ments to the schools in the event the big 
bond issue is voted by the people. Upon 
this understanding Hoke Smith and L. 
Z. Rosser, of the board of education, 
agreed not to ask the legislature to have 
the bond issue bill amended so that $100,- 
000 of the amount would go for new school 
buildings. 

Hoke Smith Talks. 

Before this agreement wes reached Mr. 
Smith, in addressing the meeting, sail: 

“I shall oppose this $800,000 bond issue 
and will fight it tooth and nail if the 
schools are not taken care of. I speak 
as a private citizen, a taxpayer—a con- 
siderable taxpayer.”’ 

L. Z, Rosser, in addressing the meet- 
ing, stated that he would also oppose the 
big bond issue if some provision were not 
made for an additional school appro- 
priation. 

Councilman E. C. Kontz stated that if 
the big bond issue is successful] there will 
be a large amount of money on hand, 
which would otherwise go to the water 
works and sewer departments. This 
money, he said, could be appropriated for 
the schools. 

Upon the assurance of the councfi 
members present that if the bond issue 
were succ l, an additional $50,000 
would be placed on the January appor- 
tionment sheet fo* the schools, Mr. Smith 
and Mr. Rosser agreed to lend their sup- 
port to the bond issue and no further 
efforts will be madé to have any of the 
$800,000 bond issue appropriated for any- 
thing but improvements: to the sewer 
and water works system. 

After the meeting Mayor Livingston 
Mims stated to a Constitution reporter: 

“This is a very happy settlement of 
the whole matter. Eight hundred thou- 
sand dollars wil] not. be any too mtch for 
the work to be done to the sewers and 
water works and it would be a pity to 
have any of this money used for any 
other purpose. I am very glad that this 
affair has been settled in this manner.

It 
is reported the runaway cars were stand- 
ing on a side traek at the junction, and 
the main line switch was open. The 
three cars which eaused the wreck nad 
been standing on the siding about an 
hour before the cars rolled off. The crew 
at the junction claim that they did not 
know whetn the cars started down the 
grade toward Spartanburg on the fatal 
trip.

Adds Greatly to Woes of 
Street Car Patrons. 


If you have been under the impression 
that the weather fas been cold during 
the past few days. forget it! 

You are mistaken, and if you don’t b2- 
lieve you are mistaken, just ask any cOn- 
ductor on any car of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company. Any one of 
them will tell you that the weather has 
not been cold enough for heat in tne cars, 
and will give you General Manager Bel- 
den as their authority. 

Fhe fact that there has been no heat 
in’ the street cars has been impressed 
upon the patrons of the company in a 
forcible manner. Suburbanites have sat 
and saivered during the past few days 
and when they have requested that the 
heat be turned on the answer has been, 
“It’s not cold enough for that.’’ 

This unfortunate state of affairs added 
to the inaGequate schedules from Whica 
the public is suffering has in no wise add- 
ed to the good humor of patrons of the 
street car company. Complaint after 
complaint has been made, but the longed- 
for relief is as far from view as ever. 
The cold weather has not caused the cars 
to run any faster and people living in tae 
suburbs have been forced to stand on 
corners waiting for cars that came only 
after all patience was exhausted. 

The cars are still moving slowly and 
people who are in a hurry to reach their 
places of business walk into the city. It 
is safe to do this because a car seldom 
overtakes a good walker. 

On fhe Whitenall street line, the West 
End and Lee street cars turn into 
switches and permit the College Park 
cars to pass them. The schedule is suffi- 
ciently slow to permit them to do tMs 
and not waste any time. On Friday even- 
ing about 6 o’clock car No. 100 switched 
at McDaniel street to permit an Bast 
Point car to pass and when an effort was 
made to return to the main track the 
switch refused to work. More taan five 
minutes was lost while the motorman 
and conductor, both of who displayed 
rare intelligence, worked with tae car. 
In the meantime two Whitehall street 
cars headed toward the city were also 
held up, being unable to pass. Thouga 
the car remained stationary fer five min- 
utes it was not overtaken by another 
one. The passengers, having become ac- 
customed to such freakish action, Tre- 
mained quietly in taeir seats and were 
thankful when the car finally moved.

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The editorial on “Publicity and Prosper- 
ity,” in a recent issue of The Constitu- 
tion, should be read and reread by every 
ambitious and enterprising young man 
until he masters its philosophy and its 
pointers. 

In these days advertising is one of the 
finest of all arts. Ite professors and its 
Masters are in the lead everywhere. 

There are many kinds of advertising, 
but I propose, in this article, to touch 
upon onty two, of which the press is 
conspicuously the best medium. These 
two kinds are the direct and the indi- 
rect, 

Hach can be made profitable when it Is 
practiced by men who are gifted in that 
way, and when they are the advance 
agents of something people are interested 
in, or really need.

The Constitution's eaitoria]l mentions an 
Atlanta merchant who started here, years 
ago in a small way, and who now frank- 
ly admits that his big business has been 


built up mainly through the judicious use. 


of the advertising columns of the morn- 
ing daily. 

‘Many such examples might be pointed 
out in this comparatively young city. 
Only a few months ago my attention was 
called to the fact that one of the most 
prosperous and highly respected of our 
retail grocers is running an advertise- 
ment in The Constitution, which has ap- 
peared every day, hardiy changing a 
word, for nearly thirty-five years. 

I% all seasons, in flush times and hard 
times, this sensible merchant has kept his 
business before the people until his name 
has become a household word with them, 
and they could not forget him if they 
would. 

I Know another man, matter-of-fact, 
strictly business, and the last person in 
the world to waste a dollar, who is the 
manager of a big establishment which has 
made its owners rich, and which sells 
to customers in every country on the 
globe. . 

It is a manufacturing enterprise, and 
When it started,-just after the war, a 
large wash pot turned out its entire prod- 
uct as rapidly as it was needed. 

About that time The Constitution issued 
its first number, and the owner of the 
Wasi }ot began to udvertise in it. His 
business increased, and he soon found 
that it paid him handsomely to imultiply 
his advertising expenses in his favorite 
Caily, and in other newspapers through- 
out the union, and even in Europe and 
South America, 

In the meantime the wash pot had be- 
come a thing of the past. Succcssive 
factories were built and outgrown, and 
the bus.ness yielded enormous returns. 

The manager one day told me the story, 
and wound up with the statement that 
even a newspaper man had no idea of the 
power of the press. 

“The persistent advertising, in the 
right way,” he said, ‘‘of anything with 
some genuine merit is bound to make 
it a success, and millions of peopie in 
all lands, in the course of time, will get 
info the habit of buying it, and will 
firmly believe that they cannot do wiih- 
out ft.*’ 
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All three of these Atlantans practice 
the direct method of advertising. They 
call attention to their goods, tell what 
they are, and mention the price. 

This is the old-fashioned way, and it is 
etill satisfactory. Robert Bonner prec- 
ferred it when he startled the whole 
country with his full page advertisements 
of his Ledger in The New York Heraid. 
The elder James Gordon Bennett utilized 
this method in a different shape for his 
own paper. 

“First get all the news,” he said, ‘“‘pub- 
lish it, and then make a d——d big fuss 
about it!’’ 

Bennett’s son, just as able in his way 
as his father, likes indirect advertising. 

He found Livingstone, through) Stanley, 
and footed a heavy bill for the expedi- 
tion. 

His donation to the starving people of 
Ireland, many years ago, was so muca 
larger than Queen Victoria’s gift that 
the latter seemed a trifle. 

For a generation the newspapers have 
published stories o* hig princely style of 
living, his indifference to money and his 
fondness for daring enterprises. 

Now, it is announced that he will 
finance Dion’s experiment with a passen- 
ger air saip. Perhaps he thinks that the 
best thing for him to do is to reach for 
something in the air, as his rival, Editor 
Hearst, seems to want the earth, which 
he is covering at a rapid rate with his 
newspapers. 

Editor Hearst, by the way, ‘nas man- 
aged to loom up prominently in the pub- 
lic eye from the start. Like Bennett, he 
does his advertising indirectly. In other 
words, he goes in for publicity. It may 
come high, but he is bound to have it at 
any cost. 

From the beginning of his journalistic 
career he fas dazzled people with his 
spectacular display. He sits up nights 
trying to think of some new way of get- 
ting rid of money. Double eagles are to 
him no more than pennies are to some of 
his contemporaries. 

He originates new features for his big 
dailies, which promise to dot the most 
thickly settled belt of the continent. 

He fancies a seat in congress, and so he 
takes it as a baby Croesus would a toy. 

Then, fe allows thousands of newspa- 
pers to discuss his alleged presidential 
aspirations, and his only answer to the 
flippant paragraphers is the purchase of 
another big daily, this time at the na- 
tional capital, 

Some will call this advertising; others 
will say it is publicity, and alj will ad- 
mit that it is magniscedt.

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GRAU AN OPERA MANAGER 


FOR FORTY-THREE YEARS 


New York, November 29.—The opening 
of the opera season:on Monday evening 
last brings to mind that Maurice Grau, 
the impressario, who now has the fieid 
of high-grade grand opera practically to 
himself in. America, has been in the 
epera business, so to speak, for about 
forty-three years. 

That is longer. than any other amuse- 
ment manager in this country has been 
before the public. In that time Mr. Grau 
has seen scores of ambitious managers 
rise, flourish and drop out, and in that 
timé, too, he himselg has been near ruin 
more than once. Even so late as eleven 
years ago, 1891, he was still inclined to 
be pessimistic as to the possibility of 
ever making a permanent foothold for 
high-class op@a in the United States. 

But today it is different. Opera is now 
produced here with great profit and this 
is likely to continue, at least as long as 
the present wave of business activity con- 
tinues to Le at the flood. By the time 
it subsides Mr. Grau should be, and 
doubtiess will be, possessed of a big 
enough fortune to stand any reasonable 
degree of dull times in opera. 

Although Grau got busy in opera more 
than two score years ago, his purely inde- 
pendent career as an impressario cannot 
property be said to have begun till 1896. 

He joined his uncle, Jacob Grau, as 
an employee in 1859. The uncle was prom- 
inent as an opera manager years before 
that, but it was not till five years ago 
that the.nephew came.to the front as a 
principal of assuredly a first-grade place 
ia dis calling.” At that time he was the 
third partner {n the famous managerial 


| firm of Abbey, Schoeffel & Grau. and his 


personal forging ahead, while it could 
not ‘have been much longer delayed, was 
indirectly due to the death of. Mr. Abbey, 
which was speedily followed by Grau's 
taking the enterprise into his own hands. 

Since Mr. Grau began he has seen the 
quality of American musical taste rise 
from a level below that of practically 
every European country to a level that is 
equalled in no country whatsoever. 

There are many. who will carp at this 
statement, but the fact remains that 
grand opera as given in New York and 
some few others of the larger American 
cities is better sung, better staged and 
costs a great.sight more money than as 
given in London, Paris, Berlin or St. 
Petersburg. Compared with its quality 
and cos} as produccd in other European 
capitals—well, there is no comparison. 
Americans, unfamiliar with operatic per- 
formances abroad, who essayed to hear 
the operas given recently in this country 
iby Mascagni gained an exaggerated idea 
of the difference between American and 
European performances, to be sure, for 
Mascagni’s sechievements here were below 
the European level; tut the fact remains 
that nowhere else is the singing of grand 
opera and its accessorics of so high a 
grade as in America. 

That this is due to the circumstance 
that Americans, having more money than 
the people of other countries, are willing 
to pay more than any on@ else to get what 
they want, does not alter the fact that 
they will be satisfied with nothing short 
of the best, as overatic managers have 
found out over and over again whenever 
they have tried the American market with 
anything less. 


Though of a lesser grade than Eames 
and Melba, Madame Sembrich, whose 
first appearance here this season was on 
Wednesday evening, is one of the most 
interesting of Mr. Gray's present song

Sembrich made her hit in America as 
a concert singer before ever she had a 
chance to sing in opera for Americans. 
This was several years ago, and her suc- 
cess with the audiences of New York was 
instantaneous. Like all the other prima 
donnas, she sings her operatic roles in 
whatever language they were originally 
written in—and none of them wag written 
in English. When she sans !In concert, 
though, she often dropped into the Anglo- 
Saxon tongue.

All of her earlier performances 
of the favorite old’ ballad’ were sung in 
the simple, effective style that Patti had 
made so taking years earlier.

however, Sembrich essayed tho more 
pyrotechnical style affected by Meiba, and 
failed utterly. Sembrich’s pronunciation 
of the words in “Sweet Home” is slightly 
peculiar. As taken down phonographical- 
ly by a stenographer one evening, they 
sound about like this: 

“Hom, hom, swit, swit tom,

“What has become of Debs?’ 

Refore he formed his American Rail- 
way Union he was a force to be reckoned 
with as head of one of the older, more 
conservative unions of railroad men. When 
he came out with his plausible plan to 
form an organization of-all railroad men, 
including the trackmen even, with plans 
to take in laborers of all sorts, ultimately 
it looked to many that he was to be a 
gtreat and dominating force in the world 
of organized labor. His plan, which was 
prociaimed from the housetops, was to 
insure anti-capitalistic victories of the 
most sweeping sort, without ever calling 
a strike, and his way of talking up this 
wonderful scheme was pretty: convincing 
as long as the hearer was in the sound 
of the Debs voice. 

The scheme wouldn't hold water after 
half an hour's careful analysis on the 
part of anyone, however, and in actual 
practice it failed utterly, the enormously 
costly stoppage of work at Pullman being 
the direct result of Debs’ novel attempt 
in the labor organization line. 


It is not tn the labor field alene that 
men who were of the first rank in the 
public eye a few years ago are now com- 
pletely out of the running, so to speak. 

William R. Grace, once mayor of New 
York, and for twelve or fifteen years a 
real factor in national politics, hadn't 
been heard from in the papers for a long 
time until within the past week, when 
it was announced that he had been hurt 
by an autompbile. Mr. Grace is now {7 
years old, and, therefore, an accident 
that might seem of minor importance 
in the case of a younger man might 
easliy cause some anxiety on the part of 
his friends. Fortunately in this case, 
however, they? are congratulating them- 
selves and the ex-mayor that the cas- 
ualty was no worse. 

Mr. Grace's present age virtually pre- 
cludes his ever making his way to the po- 
litieal front again. He reaMzed this fact 
a half dozen years ago at le@#St. and this 
has undoubtedly made of hlafi a thorough- 
ly disappointed man. In business and 
whatever of social success he has desired 
he has won the very highest measure of 
success, but his political career was ruth- 
lessly. and forever cut short soon after 
the second election of Cleveland to the 
presidency. Mr. Grace had been of the 
Cleveland following, but a cog slipped 
somewhere and there was a rupture, to 
Mr. Grace's disadvantage. The _ subse- 
quent rise and dominance of the Bryan 
element in the democratic party confirmed 
the decline of Grace, which was practi- 
cally contemporary with W. C. Whitney's 
political obscuration. 

Although always a democrat in politics, 
Mr. Grace has known practically all the 
prominent American statesmen and poli- 
ticlans of his time. Vith many of the 
opposite party, notably James G. Blaine, 
he has been on terms of the closest inti- 
macy. 

Mr. Grace's personal reminiscences, 
therefore, would be highly’ interesting 
were he to publish them. They would 
throw much illumination, from the stand- 
point of the man of affairs, upon the po- 
litical history of the last quarter of the 
nineteenth century, and would be inval- 
uable to the historian of future years. 
That Mr. Grace is actually putting his 
memories into manuscript is well known 
to his friends, and more than One pub- 
lisher has tried to secure the same for 
publication, but without ‘success, 

The fact is, however, that if the book 
is ever published it will mot be till after 
the death of its author, for divers reasons 
of the first importance to himself. As a 
human document quite asiie from its po- 
litical value ft should be of great interest, 
for it would bé the autobiography of a 
typical American citizen, who, beginning 
life at the bottom as a: runaway boy from 
Ireland, ee his family was wealthy, 
pulled himself to the very top in every- 
—— except politics by his own unaided 
effort.

John Cooke was the founder 
of this town. Coming from England 
when a mere boy, he lingered around 
PI mouth for several years, finally took 
to the woods, and, desiring ‘‘a lodge in 
some vast wilderness,” he settled In what 
is now the town of Dartmouth. It was 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 1640 
that Cooke married a woman named 
Hathaway—one of my own family, by 
the way—and sought another ‘lodge.’ 
This time it was where Fairhaven now 
stands, on the east bank of the river 
called by the Indians Acushnet. 

Cooke getfled in a beautiful spot and 
in course of time many other colonists 
flocked to Fairhaven. Later the town of 
Bedford was founded, which, more than 
a century afterwards, was incorporated 
as the city of New Bedford. Cooke and 
his followers were harassed greatly by 
the Indians, and a block house was built 
by the Puritan ploneer for the protection 
of the settlement. 

In course of 
time Cooke, like all other mortais, died,

The very persons who made the criti- 
cisms which Herr Krupp took so much to 
heart woukl be the most aghast if anv 
circumstances should deprive Germany of 
this industry.

The suspicion will not down 
that Wilhelm’s main object in visiting 
his uncle was to arrange the prelimi- 
naries of a betrothal between the crown 
prince and Princess Alice of Albany. But 
the most insidious efforts of court gossips 
to discover what progress was made, if 
any. have been unsuccessful, 

It has long been evident that the kalser 
wants to get his love-lorn first-born off 
his mind. The young man refuses to 
drink beer like other Germans and is un- 
happy to .the point of melancholy except 
when throwing himself at the feet of 
some fait divinity. Though still yvoung, 
the crown prince is old enough to.be 
married without the permission of special 
legislation, and if reports are true, the 
emperor considers. matrimony the only 
logical way out of the difficulty. 

There are many advantages to be ex- 
pected from a marriage with the Princess 
Alice. In the first place, the crown prince 
has met her and knows how young and 
charming she is. Besides, she is an Eng- 
lish woman, and the heir apparent to the 
yerman throne is convinved that there is 
no country in the world which quite so 
nearly approaches Paradise as England. 

The princess is now just 19. She was 
born at Windsor Castle just a year be- 
fore the death of her father, fourth son 
of Queen Victoria. Prince Leopold, first 
duke of Albany. The ycung princess is 
not only beautiful;- but possessed of fine 
artistic and literary tastes. Ruskin, who 
was an intimate friend of her mother, 
was so charmed by her brightness and

The new archbishop of Cologne, Fisch- 
er, ‘aas created a sensation by giving it 
as his opinion that the genuineness of the 
great relics of Aix la Chapelle (a dress 
of the Virgin and Christ’s swaddling 
clothes) is a matter of doubt, and that 
the church compels no one to believe in 
them. ‘At all events,’ ‘ne said, “such 
belef, or non-belief, has nothing to do 
with Catholicism. Though the kaiser did 
not succeed in placing his friend, Gen- 
eral Field Marshal Von Loe, In the arch- 
bishop’s caair, the archbishop-elect is a 
man after the kKaiser’s heart, always 
ready to do everything in his power tv 
promote the good _ relations between 
church and state. At a banquet given in 
his honor, the first toast was drunk to 
the kaiser, the second to Pope Leo XIII. 

German Horses Fail To Score. 

William is very muca concerned about 
the German horse which lost every im- 
portant race engaged in during the past 
season, leaving the laurels to foreigners, 
especially American horses. He has come 
to the conclusion that there is something 
wrong in the German stud methods and 
appointed the ministers of agriculture 
and of war and the lord master of 
horses, Count Lehnsdorff, to submit a 
plan for far-reaching improvements. The 
emperor believes that German horse 
breeding should conform to the, methods 
prevailing in France. He freely admits 
that the French cavalry is better horsed 
than the German. 

Racing on Sundays. 

The kaiser has decided that racing shall 
be permitted on several Sundays during 
the season. Heretofore the Protestant 
church authorities succeeded in suppress- 
ing Sunday races. 

Idler of Eberswalder. 

Chief. Pastor Idler, of Eberswalder, was 
deposed by tae kaiser in his capacity as 
supreme bishop for being too officious. 
Rev. Idler forbade the members of his 
congregation to wear myrtles at the wed- 
ding ceremony,. though myrtles are used 
all over Germany ‘like orange blossoms 
in the United States. When recently a 
bride presented herself at the altar 
wearing a myrtle wreath the pastor 
spoke to her in a narsh voice, command- 
ing her to remove the myrtles. and wher? 
she didn't do so, he went to the sacristy 
for a knife, returned -with.Sseme.to the 
altar and cut off the myrties. The kaiser

He said to your correspondent: ‘‘Vege- 
tables. meats and certain kinds of fruit 
may be canned in tin without the least 
detriment to the health of the consumer. 
If people eating canned goods are poison- 
ed, the goods are not to blame, not tae 
tin. At the same time it should be pro- 
hibited by law to can vegetables and 
fruits containing any degree of sour- 
ness. Vinegar or wine acid contained in 
tin becomes dangerous. Fruits, meats 
and vegetables containing same should be 
put up in glass, porcelain or wood.

DEL’S MESSIAH 


— 


Special Correspondence. 


London, November 19.—Of all the thou- 
sands of¢ people who have listened to 
Handel's ‘‘Messiah” in the last 150 years, 
net one has heard it performed as the 
composer intended it to be. The score of 
the famous oratorio as used the: world 
over is full of mistakes. If music lovers 
today heard “The Messiah’ as Handel's 
orchestra used to play it, they would be 
inclined: to stick their fingers In their 
“Thies rather surprising statements were 
made this wel by a well-known expert 
in musical affairs—Professor ~ Ebenezer 
Prout, of Dublin university. Professor 
Prout told the London Society of Musi- 
cians that the fact that Handel wrote 
the “‘Messiah,.”’ as he did most of his 
music, in a tearing hurry, had resulted 
in parts of it being nearly illegible.: When 
the composer made a mistake, he didn’t 
bother to scratch it out, but deftly 
smeared it over with his thumb, thus, as 
the professor mildly put it, ‘leaving 
something to be desired in the matter 
of clearness.”” Handel would never let 
his great oratorio be pubiished in full 
during his lifetime, so when, eight years 
after his death, the original manuscript 
was copied, those who did the work sim- 
ply made the best job they could of it. 
The edition they produced was full of 
errors that would have made Handel turn 
in his grave if he had known of them, but 
that had not prevented every other ver- 
sion of the oratorio made in the last cen- 
tury and a half-being copied from it slav- 
ishly.

THE “PREMIER DUCHESS” 


London, November 15.—Her Grace the 
Duchctss of Somerset, is most widely 
known on account of her distinguished 
position as the ‘premier’ duchess of 
England, but she is the sort of woman 
who gets to be heard about and admired 
whether she has a coronet or not. 

Somehow, you hardly expect to find ea 
duchess—let alone the duchess whose title 
by 1t8 antiquity gives her precedence 
over all those of her rank in England—~ 
playing the part of a real *‘good fellow.” 
The phrase, however, is one that exactly 
describes the Duchess of Somerset. Prob- 
ably no aristocratic couple in the country 
have suche good time together as she 
and her husband, the duke, do—or such 
exciting ones either! When his gTace goes 
off, as he frequently does, after big game, 
the duchess accompanies him. She has 
been with him on some decidedly danger- 
ous expeditions, most of them in the west- 
ern states of America, and out of their 
Joint experiences this versatile lady of 
quality made a book a few years ago, 
which she called “Impressions of a 
Tenderfoot.”’ She is a 800d shot and she 
is brave. Once she saved the duke’s life 
by bringing aown, with a well placed 
bullet, a wounded anima) which was 
springing upon him. 

Though the Duchess of Somerset {is the 
‘premier’ Duchess of England, her hus- 
band is not the‘premier duke. Thet rank 
is held by his grace of Norfolk, who, 
however, is a witower. The house of 
Somerset is second in antiquity only to 
the house of Norfolk—hence the duchess’s 
priority. 

Bew noblemen, even in England, have 
more. distinguished ancestries than that 
of the Duke of Somerset. One of his fore- 
fathers ‘was with the Black Prince in 
France, another accompanied Henry 
VIII at the Field of the Cloth of Gold, 
still another was protector of the realm, 
before Edward VI. Jane Seymour, ane 
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of the wives of Henry VIII, was a aister 
of the first Duke of Somerset. The 
duke’s son married Lady Jane Gray. The 
second duke was exiled from England 
for venturing to aspire to the hand of 
James I's oousin. 

The present Duke and Duchess of 
Somerset are to celebrate their silve? 
wedding this year—they were married in 
1877. Probably the festivities will take 
Place at the duke’s lovely country home, 
‘““Mintden Bradley.’’ to which both he and 
the duchess are devoted, and not at their 


town house in Grosvenor Square.

M. Pobiedonostzeff is a reactionary of 
the extremest type, a mediaeval bigot, 
who lets nothing stand in the way where 
he thinks the interest of church or state 
are concerned, 

Capable of relentless persecution, his 
enemies, however, admit him to be sincere 
in his beliefs. He is 75 now, and feeble, 
He is responsible for the cruel persecu-

And this Sigismund suggests a piquant 
remark. 


Though Kaiser Wilheim ILI claims to 
rule by divine right, in strict history the 
power of the Hohenzollerns originated in 
the right of a pawnbroker ever an unre- 
deemed pledge. 

Until the fifteenth century the kaiser’s 
ancestors were merely Burgraves of 
Nuremberg. Then Frederick V1 of Hohen- 
zollern accommodated th Emperor Bigis- 
mund with a loan of 100,000 guiden on the 
security of Brandenburg. 

In 1417 the Hohenzollern money, lender 
foreclosed on the mortgage, and ‘became 
in default of the repayment electar of the 
empire and Frederick I of Brandenburg. 

Not until 1701 did fhe Hohenzollerns be- 
come a royal house, and the crowned 
kings of Prussia. As we all know, their 
imperial rank dates from. 1871 only. 


I find in a London paper an. interesting 
item on this subject, the truth of which I 
nave been able to ascertain by making 
careful researches. 

Of this loan incident in the history of 
the Hohenzollerns, the town of York, Eng- 
land, has a souvenir which ought to 
tempt the kaiser to visit the northern 
capital 6? England. 

It is the city’s great two-handed sword 
of state, which will figure in the inaugur- 
ation of the new lora mayor of York for 
the ensuing civic year, 

This sword formerly belonged to that 
Emperor Sigismund from whom Frederick 
Hohenzoliern exacted the mark of Brand- 
enburg in exchange for a timely loan. 

Sigismund was made a Knight of the 
Garter by Henry V, and, as ‘custom de- 
mands, sent a sword to be’: hung with his 
banner over his stall in St, George's 
chapel, Windsor. , 

The emperor died in 1437; his sword was 
taken down and offered at the altar in 
payment for masses for the repose of his 
soul. 

One of the canons of Windsor, named 
Henslap, thus became possessed of the 
imperial weapon. Being a man of peace 
and also a native of York, he presented 
the sword to that city, where it was and 
is still borne before the lord mayor on 
state occasions.

DO OUTSIDE WORK 


Five Men Of Duty Are Called im by 
Chief Ball. 


IT CAUSES A SENSATION. 


City Attorney Says It Is Illegal for

A sensation is brewing in the police 
department on account of orders issued 
by the chief calling in all the members 
of the force who have leaves of absence 
for the purpose of engaging in other busi- 
ness than that of policing. 

There are five members of the police 
force who are at present off on long 


leaves of absence and these men are said 
to be engaged in outside business. . 

Chief Ball has received an opinion from 
the city attorney in which it ts stated’ 
that it is illegal for members of the police 
force to engage in any business other 
than that connected with the police de- 
partment. Acting on this opinion, Chief 
Ball has sent orders to the five absentees 
telling them to report for duty by the 
first of December, which is tomorrow. 

It is believed some members of the 
police board will raise an objection to 
the course pursued by the chief, and it 
is expected that the matter will grow 
very interesting and lively before it is 
through with. | 

Commissioner W. O. Jones, who is séc- 
rc@ ry of the board, asked City Attorney 
Mayson for an opinion on the subject, 
and the ctty attorney replied with a@ letter 
in which he said: 

“Under a rule which igs a city ordi- | 
nance and passed for the governance of 
the police board, no member of the force — 
can engage in outside business while he 
is‘a policeman. ‘The rule I refer to is as 
follows: “The officers and members of 
the police force shall devote their whole 
time and attention to the business of 
the department, and are expressly pro- 
hibited from following anyother calling 
or being employed in any other business 
while connected with the police depart-

ion, clearly illegal for members of the

At the conciusion of her paper, Migs 
Ceieste Parrisn, of the State Normal 
school, of Athens, was accorded the priv- 
ilige of the Noor, that spe mignt give 
her opinions on the subject discussea by 
Mrs, Braitiey. ‘ihe iatters paper was 
pubiished in ‘fhe Constitution of Sunday, 
November 23. 

What Miss Parrish said, a Seerees 
a difference of opinion with Mrs, ley, 
ee deeply interesting, and was as {ol- 

‘Ss: 

“tl am very glad to have the opyor- 
tunity of hearing so eloquent a speech 
on a subject which [ have been trying to 
emphasize tor a iong time, but 2 think 
that there are some fundamental mis- 
takes in the paper as read. it is, unques- 
tionebly, true that we need to have a 
more thoughtful and conscientious moth- 
erhood, it is the duty of every mother to 
see that her child is strong and healthy 
and beautirul, just as every chiid born 
into this worid has a right to be, It is 
perfectly true that the mother may 80 
live that her child will be an idiot or an 
epileptic or a pervert of almost any kind. 
We n to give more attention to this 
Subject than we do. The knuwiedge of 
possibilities in this direction and og the 
mother’s duty in facing them ought to be 
impressed upon every woman to whom 
motherhood is possible. Young giris ought 
to know much more about these matters 
than they have known in the past, and 
the crass immodesty which would make 
mocesty 
cannot be too strongly condemned. 

“We shall make an immense mistake, 
however, if, in our attempt to call at- 
tention to the duty of the parents in 
looking well after hereditary influences, 
we underestimate the influence of envi- 
ronment. Scientists are turning now to 
environment for the most important fac- 
tors in the decision of a child's destiny. 
The Weissman ism, which has been such 
a formidable opponent, or, if I may ex- 
press my own opinion, such a valuable 
supplement, of some phases of Darwin- 
ism, is rapidiy convincing us that if all 
the environment could be cared for from 
the very beginning of a child’s life we 
should get a much more important in- 
fluence here than can be found in he- 
redity. While it may be true that a few 
children are ‘born to be lost,’ their bodies 
being too disease sodden to allow of any- 
thing like development, it is undoubtedly 
true that the great majority of children 
can be developed into something good in 
spite of heredity. It is in no sense true 
that ‘as a child 1s born, so will he live 
and so will he die.’ [ could mention 
refined, cultivated gentlemen who are a 
blessing to the world, and yet they are 
the illegitimate sons of obscure and, in 
some cases, of depraved women, They 
were removed from the mother in early 
childhood and well trained. Of course, 
it is not to be doubted that, other things 
being equal, good birth gives an im- 
mense adv antage, The point is that good 
training can overcome a very large num- 
ber of ‘the disadvantages of heredity, 
and that bad training may destroy the 
most princely inheritance of advantage. 

Modern biology and psychology have 
taught us much on this subject. The 
lower animal, less complex in its life than 
the individual of the human race, and, 
therefore, needing a less complex or- 
ganization, comes into the world with a 

ew tendencies well organized, its in- 
fancy is very short and its maturity is 
scon reached. The codfish or turtle can 
perform at birth nearly all the actions 
of which it will ever be capable and 
pettsem them nearly as well as will ever 

e possible. So it is parfectly true, then, 
that the destiny of the codfish is prac- 
tically decided at birth. As we ascend in 
the gcale of animal life and intelligence, 
we find more and more complexity of 
life. and action, the embryonic period 
becomes less and less sufficient for the 
organization of all the needed tenden- 
cies, and, for that reason, the animal 
is born more and more helpless, requir- 
ing a longer and longer period of infancy 
for the organization of the brain cells 
which function the complex activities. 
The human infant is to have a life much 
more complex than the highest of the 
lower animals. The use of the hand will 
rake this true even in the case of the 
Australian bushman. For the reason 
that human infant has an immense num- 
ber of tendencies to be organized and the 
embryonic period is so much too short 
for the work to be done, that he comes 
into the world the most helpless of all 
animals, The organizations of brain cells 
which are to decide his destiny are, for 
the most part, only in germ and may, 
therefore, be modified by environment to 
an immense extent. To use a well worn 
figure, the brain of the human infant is 
more plastic than that of any other 
animal@and is capable of more moulding. 
On this fact depends all our social and 
moral improvement and ouf progress in 
civilization. 

The senses of the infant are very 
ac™’e and work enormously, but they 
can gather in only the material around 
them. ey cannot create. It is true 
that veny_soon selective attention begins 
to play “upon the mass of raw material, 
but it cannot select what is not there, 
and selective attention can be almost en- 
tirely controlled by suggestion. Imitation 
is one of the most active of the child’s 
instincts and is common to all children. 
No child can imitate what is not present 
to his senses, but he is apt to imitate 
nearly everything that is presented to 
him. The play of instinct seems a 
strong point in favor of the dominance 
of heredity, but students of children 
know well that b¥ means of suggestion 
one instinct may be made to inhibit an- 
other and the interplay of instinct which 
any skilled teacher or parent can bring 
about is one of the best arguments for 
training as opposed to heredity. Interest 
is probably the dominant force in the 
building of character or in a _ child's 
life. and interest can be created or modl- 
fied or directed or expressed or stimulated 
at the wil! of the skillful trainer of chfl- 
dren. Habit is the kevnote of the char- 
acter. The fixing of habit Is the fixing 
of destiny. but the child has ho habits 
at hirth. They Are all to be formed. 

“One reason for the chmmon helief fn 
the great power of heredity is the post- 
ronement of anv training until the child 
has formed enough habits to make or 
mar him. Even when he has no formal 
training his habits take shape very 
lergely from his surroundings, burt, of 
course. in this ease. hereditary tenden- 
cles have a very free pilav. It is mv 
opinion that if training be becun. as It 
should he. with the hour of birth. if a 
person familiar with the child’s hereditv 
and intelligent In the principles of child 
training and akil’? in their application, 
he elven charge *™ this training, sirch use 
nen he mote of the nrincinles of attention.

The work of the L.- 
mira reformatory and of Georgia 
Junior Republic has been eminentiy suc- 
cessful, and as reformatories give up out- 
worn dogmas and ma and base their 
work more and more on bidlogical and 
psychological principles, they will reform 
more and more. There may a sort of 
education which ‘makes the natura} born 
thief a more. expert adukt robber,’ but 
it is not true that the education waleh is 
now being advocated by John Dewey or 
Stanley hall or other sound edtcationai 
Bpieoomher will have any. such effect. 
best education always lessen 
evil tendencies and will frequently over- 
come them altogether. indeed, instances 
of the latter effect are so mumerous that 
one feels it unnecessary to cite taem., 
‘There is now very grave doubt of the 
doctrine that a child’s character is im- 
pertantly infiuenced by the mother in the 
embryonic period. ¢Cissman has em- 
phatically denied it and given weighty 
reasons for his opinions. If the motaer 
wishes to influence her child for good, 
she should begin the work long 
fore it has any existence 
herself, become what she 
child be. She May, 
Stroy it by alcoholism, 
of opiates or other evil practices 
even a month before 4 4s born, 
but she cannot make it strong or healthy 
Or beautiful or good or wise by beginning 
to live right herself at that time.

race which might have worked if he had 
had perfect men and women to deal with, 
but the men and women of his time, and 
of succeeding generations. were so far 
from being ready to fit into his plan that 
it was never tried at all. Today the great 
majority of parents are, themselves, un- 
intelligent with regard *to the 
lives of their children and would 
be utterly unable to live so as to 
produce well-born children. Lurge num- 
bers are in need of reformation. If ed- 
ucation cannot educate the badly born 
child and reformatories do not reform, if 
the only remedy is to have the mothers 
do their duty, then the human race is 
in a rather hopeless condition. The ma- 
ority of women cannot do their duty in 
his respect, but they will go on repro- 
ducing, just the same. They were born 
wrong, and if they cannot be changed 
by schools or reformatories, and the 
same is true of, their children, what hope 
is there for the race? It seems to me 
that we shall have to depend in this 

eneration bes a upon schools and re- 
ormatories am convinced that they 
do educate and reform. We still have 
a place cor all the work done by the ¥Y. 
M. C owas WSC. FT. U.e 
women’s ye Florence Crittenton 
homes and many other noble agencies of 
reform and education. Little by little, 
as we get women sufficiently intelligent 
to look after hereditary influences, they 
should be tavght to do ft, but, in the 
meantime, the work of training and ed- 
ucation which can be done by a few 
will be our main business. The state 
cannot force its present parents to see 
that thefr children are well born, but it 
can provide schools and pass laws which 
will force them to be well educated. It 
cannot force the parents who afe fac- 
tory operatives to ¢ease reproducing or 
to produce only well born children, but 
it can forbid these parents to use these 
children as means of support for them- 
selves and can pr ide an opportunitv 
for them to be weil’ trained. It cannot 
force the drunken mother:to ltve so that 
her child will not Nave an alcoholized 
body, but it can remove the child from 
her care and by proper diet, clothing 
and trainine neutralize the alcohojism 
to a large extent. No power on earth 
can prevent the birth of girls with per- 
verted tendencies, but benevolent organ- 
izations and individuals can do much to 
Save them from crime. 

“IT am sorrv to eritif¢se one sentence of 
the parer just read. It {s a noble utter- 
anee of some egreat truths. Efficlent 
motherhood is ‘ great need. There 
should he departments for the trainine 
of women for the profession of mother- 
hood. The time will come. I most dea- 
voutly believe, when no woman will dare 
he a mother without the most careful 
preparation for her holy duties, but the 
best way to hasten that time is to go 
on with our education, our reform meas- 
vires, our legislation. our nhilarthropy. 
The girls and bovs whom we reform or 
save from dwarfing labor or educate in 
anv wav will be a little nearer the nian 
upon which we can expect the sort af 
narentherd. which. once obtained, will 
make reform measures unnecessary.’

7 Will Be Tolerated, 


Treasury Department Threatens To 
Withdraw Some of Its Deposits, 
as Government’s Working 
Capital Is at a Low Level.

New York, November 29.—At the close 
of last week the big financiers in Wall 
street were preparing for a moderate rise 
In stocks so as to work off their holdings 
before congress meets to discuss methods 
to control trusts. Word has been passed 
along the line that Messrs. Morgan and 
Rockefeller would mark up thr spe- 
tialties a little and would do what they 
tould to make money conditions easy for 


% the next two or three weeks. Sut sud- 
jenly all of the plans were changed and 
they ceased stock market operations, 


What happened? It leaked out today that 
warning came from Secretary Shaw that 
bo expansion of bank would be 
tolerated and that if any attempts were 
made to put up stocks he would feel 
called upon to withdraw some of the 
Bovernment deposits in the banks in order 
to give the treasury department more 
working capital. lle gave the banks to 
understand that the department is cramp- 
Ing itself more than usual in order to 
help the money market, »ut he will not 
continue to do so if they are going to 
take advantage of government help for 
the purpose of accommodating a lot of 
x speculators. The treasury department, as 
. a rule, wants at least $60,000,000 cash In 
its vaults for ordinary requirements. but 
the balance is now down considerably be- 
low that amount and November receipte 
do not promise to increase the cash on 
hand materially. 

This warning of Secretary Shaw did not 
come, as a recent one did, through one of 
his chief assistants, but it was adminis- 
tered by the secretary himself during a 
quiet visit to New York several days ago.

So cleverly is it handled that 
it was a great surprise to people here 
when, they first heard of it. The ques- 
tion fs now asked, “How much of the so- 
called brand, which enjoys a wide 
distribution, is what it purports to be?’

ginned. Some have possibly already done 
what this article is intended to advise all 
toe do, viz, to exchange their seed for 
meal. This advice is based on the propo- 


seed directly as a fertilizer or using it.as 
an ingredient of a compost heap is un- 
scientific and very wasteful. It is not 
claimed that cotton seed is not a good 
fertilizer. Such a claim would be directly 
in the face of the experience of every 
farmer Who has ever made use of cotton 
seed in manuring corn, wheat, oats and 
almost everything. For many years pre- 
vious to the advent of cotton seed oi! 
millg cotton seéd constituted the prin- 
cipal fertilizing resource of the cotton 
planter, It is not true that it was by any 


considered as a waste product and a mal- 
odorous nuisance, It may be true that 
on some of the rich alluvial plantations of 
the Mississippi cotton seed were dumped 
into the nearest bayou as a means of get- 
ting rid of it; but I have always doubted 
the statement., It is harder to believe 
than the statement that stable manure 
has been so disposed of on some of the 
rich prairie farms of the northwest. Com- 
pared with stable manure and for fertil- 
izing purposes cotton. seed is several 
times more valuable. 


discuss it at all. The-point is this: Cot 
ton seed is admitted to be a rich fertil 
izing material, but it should not ‘be ap- 
| plied directly to the soil and to the crop. 

Wheat bran would prove to  0be 
an excellent fertilizer, but no one 
would be so foolish as to plow 
in sound wheat bran as a $fer- 
tillzer. Wheat itself would be an-ef- 
fective fertilizer, but.no man in his right 
mind would think of using it for such a 
purpose. Cow pea vines make a valuable 
| fertilizer when plowed under and [I am 
sorry to know ‘that there are yet gome 
farmers who’ practice such an unmwise 
policy as tufnfmg under a crop of cow 
pea vines. 

The simple reason why it Is not wise to 
‘use any of these stibstances—including 
cetton seed—as a direct fertilizer is that 
they are too valuable as foods for ani- 
mals, or that they contain—as in the case 
ef cotton seed-—certaih components that 
| are very. valuable in the arts, but are of 
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no value whatever as a fertilizer. A large 
proportion of the cotton seed is oll, which 
eells in its crude form for 27 or 28 cents 
per gallon, or -beijgveen 3 and 4 cents per 
pound. Thé of) is worth’ nothing what- 
ever ae a fertilizer or as ‘an ingredient of 
a fertilizer, but its value for other uses 
(in the arts) is so great that we cannot 
afford to throw it away by putting it into 
the soil as we do when the whole, or un- 
expressed seed. is used as a fertilizer. 

As I have often. stated, the fertilizing 
Value of a ton of cotton seed ig abour 
equivalent to 800 pounds of cotton medai— 
making due allowance for the better me- 
chanical! condition of the meal on the one 
hand and the full manuria] value of the 
hullg on the other. As a matter of fact, 
one tor:of cotton seed contains about 
$11.20 worth of’ fertilizing elements, Whiie 
£00 pounds of cotton meal contain $9.20 
worth of fertilizing elements, or about $2 
less value of fertility in the 800 pounds of 
méal than is contained im one ton of seed, 
But owing to the greatly improved me- 
chanical condition of the mea! I have 
roughly assumed that the 800 pounds of 
meal are practically equivalent to the ton 
of seed. 

Now the milis will usaully give in ex- 
change for a ton of seed not les taan 1,200 
pounds’ of meal. I have known them to 
gladly give 1,400 pounds of meaj for a ton 
lor seed. So, evén if no allowance be 
made for the better condition and greater 
concentration of the meal, and it be in- 
sisted that one ton of seed is equal to 1,000 
pounds of. meal there will yet be a differ- 
ence of not less than 200 pounds of meal 
in favor of the exchange. The mills will 
often bear the expense of the freight both 
ways, even when making the more libera) 
offer.

Even cotton seed may 
be advantageously used for this purpose, 
but it will generally be found advisable 
to exchange seed for meal for feeding 
purposes. I assume that every farmer 
who has access to cotton meal will use all 
that he may judiciously as food for cat- 
tie. He cannot afford even to use cotton 
meaj as a fertilizer so long 4s he has 
hungry or illfed cattle on his farm. The 
main purpose of this argument is-to dis- 
suade farmers from applying their cotton 
seed direct as manure, when they may 
make an exchange on advantageous 
terms for cotton meal. 
yh may not yet be generally known, al- 
though often stated, that when cotton 
meal is fed to a fattening animal tie solid 
and liquid manure, if all shalj be careful- 
ly saved and preserved, will contain not 
than 80 to 
sdniint of fertilizer ingredients that 
were in the meal. That fs to say, if one 
ton of cotton meal is worth $22 ae a fer- 
tilizer, the manure, solid and liquid, will 
contain not less than $17.60 worth of fer- 
tilizing elements.

OPENED HEAYY 


Improved on Strength in Louisville 
and Brooklyn Transit. 


ANIMATION WAS LACKING 


On a Desire To See the Bank State- 
ment—Its Appearance Caused 
General Spilling of Stocks. 
Rallied. Later, Closed 
Steady.

New York, November 29.—The profes- 
sional traders, who practically monopo- 
lized today’s narrow stock market, bid 
up Louisville on 4 professed belief tnat 
the dividend is to be increased and Brook- 
lyn. Transit on the showing of increased 
net earnings for October. These Move- 
ments sefved to overcome the heaviness 
of the opening trading. Commission 
houses with Washington connections cir- 
culated alleged verbatim extracts from 
the president’s forthcoming Message of a 
much milder tone on the subject of trusts 
than some of the recent alleged forecasts 
circulated by bear traders, but the mar- 
ket failed to develop animation, owing 
to a general desire to see the bank state- 
ment before making commitments. There 
was a spilling out of stocks when the 
statement appeared, but supporting orders 
were met and the market rallied and 
closed steady. ‘The decrease in cash was 
less than anticipated from the known 
movements of money, but the increase in 
loang wag the disquieting feature. It is 
gaid that interior banks have been call- 
ing loans placed in inis market earlier 
in the season, and the demand upon tne 
local banks for acoommodetions has 
‘thereby been increased. The bag — 
ing here by interior banks early in 
fede aye rise to the hupe that they 
were so largely supplied that the usual 
interior demand for moving the crops 
would be less than usual this season. 
The accommodations then offered, how- 
ever, have been largely recalled. inte- 
rior loang in New York were estimated 
at one* time at $90,000,000 to §100,000,000, and 
are said to be now less than $30,000.0u0. 
This week’s loan item of the banks also 
undoubtedly represegts preparations by 
corporations to make December first dis- 
bursements. These payments are likely 
to be returned to the local money mar- 
ket after their receipt by stock and bond 
holders.

Mr. Franklin, of Washington, opposed 
this amendment on the ground that it 
was unjust and unfair to require such 
ar obligation. He said it would inter‘ere 
with the young ladies of the school zet- 
ting married, and would neceasitate their 
perjuring themselves if they desired to 
become wives. 

Mr. Davis’ amendment was lost, and 
the only one adopted requires an annual 
report to the governor. 

The appropriation of ‘$22,500 was atopt- 
ed, this being $6,500 more than was given 
last year. 


State University Remembered. 

The appropriation of $22,500 to the State 
university for support and maintenance. 
constituted a new departure, Chairman 
Davis said, when that item was reached 
next in order. Mr. Davis offered an 
amendment cutting the amount down to 
$10,000. He explained that an appropria- 
Yon of $10,000 a year for two years was 
asked by Chancellor Hill and the trus- 
tees of the university in order that the 
institution might secure from George Fos- 
ter Peabody a $50,000 fireprdof library 
which had been offered, conditioned on 
this appropriation for two years. In ad- 
dition Chancellor Hil asked for $12.5 
to turn the old library into a dormitory. 
Mr. Davis said the latter matter cord 
wait as it would take two years to buiid 
the library. He was willing to give the 
$10.000 to get the library from Mr. Pea- 
body, but thought the legislature should 
go no further this vear. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, made a strong appeal 
for the full appropriation. 

“If you had cut the others,’’ he said. 
“TI would be: willing to cut this one: but 
you kave given the other institutions 
full appropriations, and gas long as you 
have done so you should not cut this. 

“The education of your young men is 
just as necessary, aye more so, as that 
of your young women, 

‘“‘Let’s be fair and just; let’s treat ’em 

all alike. Don’t neglect your state uni- 
versity and make your sons go out of 
the state to get their education. I hope 
you wif make no discrimination, but wili 
do your duty by the University of Geor- 
gia.”’ 
Mr. Hall declared the University of 
Georgia was doing as much if not more 
good than all of the other institutions of 
the state.

“alma mater.’’ 

Mr. Stovall, of Chatham, called atten- 
tion to the fact that the friénds of the 
state university had voted just as lib- 
erally for the other institutions as they 
asked others to vote for the university.

Mr. Shackelford, of Clarke, declared 
this amount was appropriated in the 
language of the constitution as had been 
the case in 1900 and 1901. In those years, 
he said, $22,500 had been appropriated io 
the state university. He explained why 
the $22,500 was absolutely necessary now 
jr order to make room for the increased 
number of students both’ in recitation 
rooms and dormitories, If the appropria- 
tion is made now the new library will be 
built and the new dormitory and recita- 
tion rooms will be ready by the opening 
of the session next fall, Mr.

K. P. GRAND CHANCELLOR 


(Special.)—Hon. Frank M. Sommer- 

kamp, of this city, grand chancellor 
of the Knights of Pythias of Georgi, 
has the unique distinctioh of being the 
youngest man ever selected by the Grand 
Lodge of this state to fill that exalted 
office, and further of being the only 
grand chancellor ever furnished the state 
by either of the lodges of that order in 
this city. Mr. Sommerkamp is mayor 
pro tem of Columbus, and is the youngest 
man to receive this honor at the hands 
of the city council. This ig quite an un- 
usual record for a young man of thirty 
years. 

Mr. Sommerkamp’s sise in Pythianism 
has been remarkably :apid. He has 
been a member of the Knights of Pythias 
but nine years, and it is probable that 
no other man, so comparatively new in 
the order, and who joined an old lodge, 
where the order of promotion is neces- 
sarfiy slow, ever made such a record, at 
least in Georgia. 

Mr. Sommerkamp joined R. E. Lee 
Lodge No. 51 in this city in the summer 
of 1893. In January 1894, he was appoint- 
e4 inner guard of the lodge, the office 
then being an appoint*ve one. In July 
of the same year he was elected master- 
at-arms. In January, 1895, he was elect- 
ed chancellor commander of the lodge. 
In 1896 he went to the meeting of the 
grang lodge at Americus as grand repre- 
sentative. He was again elected grand 
representative the succeeding year and 
attended the meeting of the grand lodge 
in Savannah. In 189 he attended the 
grand lodge in Augusta, in the same ca- 
pacity, and was made chairman of the 
committee on credentials and reports.

Last vear, at Brunewick, 
he was made grand vice chancellor, and 
this vear, at Valdosta, he was honored 
with the office of grand chancellor—the 
highest office in the gift of the Pythians 
of Georgia. 

In 1896 Mr. Sommerkamp served an- 
other term as chancellor commander of 
R. E. Lee Lodge. For a number of years 
he was master-at-armes of the lodge. He 
ie now a member of its finance commit- 
tee. He hag been an officer of the Uni- 
form Rank, Knights of Pythias, and in 
fact has been thoroughly identified with 
the order in all its departments. 

Since his election las: May as grand 
chancellor, Mr. Sommerkamp has made 
quite a number of trips over the state, 
amd is very energetically at work ‘‘for 
the good of the order’ in Georgia.

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DECLINE IN GREAT SALT LAKE 


An Appeal to Government To Be 


Answered. 


The decline in the waters of Great Salt 
Lake, Utah, which has been in progress 
for the last sixteen or seventeen years 
has become a matter of concern to local 
property owners and of much interest to 
| Scientists. In the fifteen years ending 

with 2900 the lake has fallen 9.9 feet, a 
decline more serious than at first Tealized, 
as the lake is very shallow, averaging less 
than 20 feet, and as the eastern and west- 
ern shores slope so gradually thatva fall 
of a foot in the level exposes many square 
miles of bottom, 

Business interests’ centering around the 
lake have so suffered from the decline that 
within the last twelve months a petition, 
signed by a number of the prominent offi- 
cials of Utah, was sent to the United 
; States geological survey, requesting an in- 
vestigation of the phenomenon, Some 
light is thrown on the movements of the 
lakes in the last (twenty-second) annual 
report of the survey, part iv; now in 
preas; in which a careful comparison of 
the rainfall records since 1868 has been 
made. It is found that the low water 
fluctuations of the lake, of which there 
have been several since that time, corre- 
spond in a remarkable degree with the 
periods of deficient rainfall, and it has 
further been discovered that 1 inch of 
| rainfall per year, more or less, upon the 
water shed of the lake makes a difference 
of 0.26 of a foot in the water level. This 
ratio applied to the present low water, 
on the basis of the defitiency of rainfall 
for the last fifteen years, which amounts 
to 14.7 inches, seems to account for less 
than half of the present fail, so that 
other causes for it must be found. 

In recent years it has been suggested 
that the increase in irrigation of -adjacent 
lands by water taken from the streams 
feeling the lake has caused the lowering 
of its waters. Large quantities of water 
are spread upon the farm tands by irri- 
gation, partly to be evaporated and partly 
to return to the streams or lake in the 
form of springs. On account of the arti- 


} 


‘ ficiaj] control of the streams feeding the 


lake the cavses of the present low water 
have become much complicated, but care- 
ful gaugings of the lake levels are being 
made and additional observations taken 
to discover the causes of its decline and 
to learn, if possible, what part irrigation 
lays in it. 


Pearls Disappearing. 


A business that once made fortunes for 
many southwesterners is being rapidly 
played out through perfectly natural 
causes. The pearl- bearing clams, former- 
ly extremely plentiful in the sandbars of 
the Arkansas and Mississippi rivers, are 
now disappearing at such a rapid rate 
that the species may become entirely ex- 
tinct there within the next two or three 
vears. Possibly new fields may be dis- 
covered, but that seems very improbable 
at present, and thé pearl-fishing industry 
of the United States is likely ere long to 
be a thing of the past. 

The reasons for this are manifold. Of 
late, years the demands on the clam have 
been more than it could stand. In addi- 
tion to its “prize package’’ manner of 
yielding up pearls the shell of the bivalve 
itself is of value. During the past year 
twenty-five factories for the conversion 
of clam shells into pearl buttons have 
been érected at Muscatine, Iowa. This 
now makes fifty-one in this town alone, 
in. whieh the clam shell is made into arti- 
cles of commerctal value. 

Early in the year shiploads of clam 
shells began to be exported, ahd this has 
been the means of atspoeine 2 of whatever 
meretes vield there might be, and has

A LEADER IN VICTORIOUS BATTLES 


It was not long after this that the Co- 
Iombian forces marched out to meet the 
rebels. Captain Barrault and his com- 
pany, in the van, came upon the enemy 
in a village 10 miles from Bogota. At 
sight of the revolutionists the Colome 
bians began to weaken, but little ,Bar- 
rault, rallying a handful of _ soldiers 
about him, charged straight at the line 
of mopping guns 200 yards ahead. Bar- 
rault’s daredeviltry saved the day, for 
the Colombian army, witnessing the gal- 
lant onslaught of the intrepid little band 
led by the 5-foot-4 Frenchman, regained 
its fighting courage, wildly joined in the 
charge and assisted Captain Barrault in 
driving the ~ébels into precipitate flight. 

After that Barrault was the hero of tne 
government forces around Bogota. His 
advice was sought on military matters, 
and in the skirmishes and battles that 
followed he and his company were ual- 
ways assigned to the post of honor and 
greatest danger. | 

Barrault had: been in the army about 
six months when he entered his seventh 
fight. As usual his company was in the 
most exposed position, but this time it 
was subjected to a heavier fire than any 
experienced heretofore. In order to pre- 
vent what seemed certain slaughter of 
his men, whom he had come to regard 
as brave and who, in turn, all but wor- 
shiped their apparently invincible leader. 
Barrault seized a flag, got at the head of 
his company and ordered a charge. With 
a cheer the men responded; the rest of 
the army followed excitedly. Up the side 
of the hill rushed the soldiers—up almost 
to the crest—then they beheld their leader 
falter, and the next instant he and the 
flag fell in a heap on the battle fleld. At 
that panic seized the army, and it turned 
and fled without so much as giving @ 
thought for its colors or its bearer. 

And so Barrault, -severely wounded by 
a rifie ball, became a prisoner of the 
rebels who had learned to fear him moro 
than a regiment of Colombian regulars. 

ESCAPES AFTER SIX MONTHS. 

They chucked the orchid hunter into 
prison, put a strong guard over him, and 
left him to get well as Lest he could, 
Eventually Barrault recovered his health 
and then, one night about six months 
after he had been made a prisoner, he 
neatly knocked one of the guards over 
the head, slipped past the others, dodged 
their bullets, and, after two days and 
nights of tramping, reached the forest 
where grow rare orchids. 

Barrault, subsisting on, roots and herbs 
that guides had proved to him were good 
for food, patiently worked his way 
through the forest until he reached a s€- 
euded village in its midst, where the 
revolution had not yet stirred things up 
to fever heat. Here he secured another 
set of guides and tree climbers—for only 
the natives can successfully scale the big 
trees in the tops of which the orchids 
grow—and renewed his quest for the 
wonderful snow white orchid. 

This orchid Barrault heard of when he 
first arrived in Bogota. Then & was that, 
after a 400-mile journey by | water and 
mule path from the Caribboan coast, Je 
slid off the back of a mule before the 
principal hotei in Colombia's capital, and, 
after introducing himself and telling his 
mission, sought the hig keeper's assist- 
ance in securing guides. 

3s arm not long before the little French- 
man was confronted with a nondescript 
band of Indians, all anxious to become 
members of his party. Of these he en- 
gaged 20 and was dismissing the rest 
waen one of the rejected half-naked na- 
tives rushed up and began chattering ex- 
citedly.

orchid had begun. 


BARRAULT FALLS OVER A PRECI- 
° PICE. 


The expedition was scarcely started 
before its leader’s first series of adven- 
tures began. 

As the mules were winding their way 
along a narrow road built on a mountain 
shelf forming the edge of a 2,000-foot 
deep precipice, Barrault’s saddle girth 
broke and he unceremoniously disappear- 
ed over the precipice’s edge. He fell 100 
feet into the arms of a friendly tree 
growing on the side of the precipice. 
When the frightened guides, peering cau- 
tiously into the chasm, saw Barrault in 
the tree and heard his shouts, they low- 
ered a rope and hauled him back to the 
mule path. Then, to their surprise, they 
found that their leader bore only a few 
unimportant scratches as the result of 
his headlong tumble, 

Two weeks later, as the expedition was 
busily engaged in collecting the orchids 
that grew on all sides, swamp fever 
made its appearance in the camp. Guide 
after guide fell ill, two died suddenly, 
and Barrault had to give up orchid hunt- 
ing and turn nurse. Finally he, too, took 
the fever, and so did the last wel] Indian. 
How they pulled through Barrault, in 
one of his letters that have reached 
Philadelpia at great intervals and by de. 
vious, tortorous ways, says that he does 
not know. But get well they did. And 
then, just as the Frenchman once again 
was looking forward to a successful hunt, 
the guides—every mother’s son of them— 
robbed him while he slept of all his pos- 
sessions, including the precious orchids, 
and’ made off through the forest in the 
night. 2 

There was nothing to do except to 
starve or to get out of the forest. Bar- 
rault, guided partly by the now almost 
overgrown path that the expedition had 
hacked through the undergrowth when 
it had penetrated into the forest,painfully 
worked his way out of the dense gloom 
and, after a week of travel on foot and 
partial fast, brought upata little moun- 
tain village. Here he rested for a week, 
and then, nothing daunted by the ill luck 
of his former expeditign, set about or- 
ganizing another with gold, furnished by 
Mrs. Wilson, which he carried in belts 
fastened around his body. 

A SWORD FIGHT WITH SIX GUIDES. 

This hunt, Barrault wrote, was noted 
for its even tenor and lack of excitement 
until just a few days before the return 
trip began. Then it was that two guides 
and their leader unwittingly stumbled in- 
to an army of big, black ants. Before 
they could turn about to flee the animals 
swarmed all over them from head to 
foot. It was a half mile to the nearest 
forest stream, a half mile covered with 
dense undergrowth. Frantically the men 
clawed their way to the water, suffering 
agonies from the bites of the infuriated 
ants; and when, after what seemed 
hours, they reached the stream’s brink, 
they barely had strength left to fling 
themselves into the ter. ‘ 

Barrault’s latest mture to be fe- 
corded ‘nas been with murderous guides. It 
occurred on the second expedition’ that 
he organized after escaping from the 
rebe) prison, and he tells about it in the 
letter of last July, the latest received 

him. ' 
eri seems that a half dozen of the In- 
G@ians entered into a plot to kil] their 
leader in order to secure the money that 
they, believed he carried with him. Short- 
ly before sunrise one morning, Barrauit 
was awakened by a slight noise outside 
his tent. Peering out he saw six guides 
armed with long, sword-like knives, used 


principally for ciitting paths through the 
undergrowth, stealthily advancing on the 
tent. Burrault, sword in hand, sprang 
out upon them. Although taken by sur- 
prise, the Indighs stood their ground, 
realizing that they were six to one, and 
returned Barrault’s sword thrusts with 
plunges of thelr long knives. 

Barrault managed to keep his adver- 
saries in front of him until he had back- 
ed up against a huge tree trunk; then he 
went at the Indians in dead earnest. His 
training in the French army stood him 
in good stead, and right and left his 
sword flashed, beat down the guards of 
the guides, waunded three so that they 
fell to the ground and sent the other 
three in precipitous flight into the depths 
of the forest. 

“THAT LITTLE DARE-DEVIL OR- 
CHID HUNTER.” 

After this adventure the affairs of the 
exipedition proceeded smoothly, and Bar- 
rault brought back to town in pack sad- 
dies 1,000 orchids and started them for 
Barranquilla by rafts on the river Mag- 
dalena. He had to entrust this task to 
fyiendly guides, for on coming out of the 
forest he learned that both the Colom- 
bian troops and the rebels were on the 
watch for “that HNttle dare-devil French 
orchid hunter.” é 

It was this information that made Bar- 
rault give up the cherished idea of trying 
to work his way back to the coast with 
the rare orchids that he was guarding 
day and night. It also sent him into the 
forest again as his safest place of refuge, 
and so he and his half dozen Indian fol- 
lowers took up omcé more the quest for 
thea wonderful show white orchid. 

Somewhere in the mountain wilder- 
nesses around Bogota Barrault today is 
hunting for this and othe, orchids and 
awaiting his oportunity to escape from 
his enemies. In his iast letter he express- 
ed the hope that hie might be able to get 
away by next spring at the latest. 

“But, in the meantime,’”’ he went on, 
“T shall keep on hunting for orchids and 
protecting the rare specimens now in my 
possession. And I hope that I shall be 
able to bring back with me a specimen 
of the wonderful snow white flower that 
the Indian told me about when I first 
arrived in this country. I could ask for 
no better reward for the trials of the 
past four years, filled as they have been 
with wholly unlocked-for adventures.” 

In Philadelphia Mrs. Wilson and Bam 
rault’s friend. Alhponse Pericat, the 
Wilson gardener, are anxiously awalting 
further news of the intrepid ofchid hun- 
ter. They are hoping for three things— 
that Barrault will come out of Colombia 
with a whole skin in spite of his multi- 
tudious adventures; that he will ‘bring 
with him many’ specimens of orchids 
hitherto unknown, and that he will also 
return with the wonderful snow white 
flower that the Indian guide deacribed as 
the biggest of all orchids and for a sight 
of which Barrault has kept his eyes wide 
open all the years that he has been in or- 
chid land. 

MRS. WILSON’S FAMOUS 
TION. 

Mrs. Wilson got the fad for collecting 
erchids six years ago, Since then she has 
purchased the noted Brastus Corning col- 
lection of 4,000 plants, gathered by their 
first owner at a cost of half a miuilion 
dollars; and the A. R. Smith collection of 
2,000 plants. She -herself hag collected 
14,000 plants from all parts of the worid, 
and has agents everywhere watching for 
rare specimens, 

These orchids are kept in seven big 
hot houses. Two are devoted to Mexican 
orchids, one to Philippine orcaids—the 
finest collection of these plants in ex- 
istence—and another holds the specimens 
already received from Barrault. In ad- 
dition to these seven, there is also a 
house devoted to over 2,000 seedlings, the 
handiwork of Pericat.

In 
the more conservative cities like Phila- 
delphia, Boston and Baltimore, there is 
no medium between the much abused 
piano of the saloon or beer garden and 
the silver-toned orchestra of swelldom’s 
most exclusive hotels; but in such cities 
as New York, Chicago and San Francia« 
co, where a money-spending foreign ele- 
ment is to be found, you get all grada- 
tions of sound, from the violin and pia- 
no duet, through the Italian string band 
to the superb orchestra of a score of 
players to be found in New York's most 
palatial hotel. 

Each hotel is a law unto itself in the 
matter of hours for music, but the usual 
custom is a programme lasting from 6 
to 9 p. m., which catches the diners, and 
one from 10 p. m. to 1 a m., which 
pleases the supper parties after the play. 
And it is the province of the orchestra 
leader to study the taste and whims of 
the establishment’s patrons. 

Your mere musician, the man who loves 
music for its own sweet sake and who 
burns incense to the masters, is not the 
person who wil] ably conduct the or- 
chestra in a fashionable cafe. It is the 
man who can sacrifice his own taste to 
that of the pleasure-seeking public, 
whose music, by its brightness and time- 
liness, will draw customers to the cafe. 
HOW NEW SCORES ARE SECURED. 

His first duty, therefore, is to keep 
abreast of the times in all things musi- 
cal and theatrical. For instance, just be- 
fore Mascagni opened his New York en- 
gagement, every orchestra gallery rang 
with the strains of the intermezzo from 
“Cavalleria Rusticana.’ During the stay 
of Prince Henry requests for ‘“‘The Watca 
on the Rhine” were numerous. 

All this, however, is very simple when 
compared with securing the very newest 
popular music. On the face it would ap- 
pear that every publisher would be giad 
to have his music popularized, and so 
they are—when the time comes, which is 
after the song has been duly copyrighted 
and got out in publication form. But 
your patron of the cafe is not always 
willing to wait that long. One Monday 
night a song makes a hit in a new pro- 
duction. By Tuesday night the town is 
whistling it after a fashion, and every 
patron of the cafe who has heard of it 
wants it played by the orchestra. 

Now, many songs, especially if writ- 
ten for comedians, are used first in man- 
uscript form and copies cannot be se- 
cured. The same may be said of musical 
comedies, scores of which are not obtain- 
able for a week or so after the initial 
producfion. 

This is where the orchestra leader finds 
himself at his wits’ end. If he has a 
friend in the theater ochestra, he has 
already arranged the matter. His friend 
decides which airs will probably tickle the 
public’s musical palate; writes out the 
theme of each, and from this the musical 
leader in the cafe makes his own orches- 
tration and is ready directly he learns 
the piece has made a bit. 

If he does not stand in with som® one 
in the orchestra, he attends the first mat- 
inee performance, and If he fears that a 
Vigilant usher may spy his bit of music 
paper, he jots the notes of the best 
choruses on his cuff and works them out 
later at home. This is easily done be- 
cause popular numbers are repeatedly 
encores. 

ONE LEADER'S INGENUITY. 

Last winter when a certain English 
musical success made its initial hit, the 
leader of a fashionable orchestra slipped 
into the first matinee, violin in arm, and 
took a seat In the front row. When the 
curtain fell and the orchestra of the 
house dispersed, the leader of the hotel 
musicians slipped cautiously into the 


first violinist’s chair and began to copy 
off the music which is left on the racks 
between matinee and night performances. 
A house employee seeing him thus en- 
gaged, with his violin across his knee, 
took him for a regular member of the 
house orchestra industriously working 
overtime, and the leader soon slipped out 
of the theater without being asked a 
single question. That night his little 
band of musicians were ready with the 
latest musical craze, and not another 
cafe orchestra in town had it. 

So general is the custom of granting 
requests for certain numbers that the 
making up of an advance programme is 
a merg form. The only time that the 
leader may indulge his own taste is dur- 
ing the lull between dinner and supper 
parties. 

These requests are sent up by the 
waiters, sometimes orally and sometimes 
in writing. In the latter case, a “‘tip’’ is 
not infrequently inclosed, and some 
astonishing gifts reach the musician's 
balcony in this fashion. 

A young man who had been entertain- 
ing generously at supper and had sent up 
several requests suddenly bethought him- 
self that he ought to tip the leader. He 
had just settled his bill with the waiter 
and fumbled through his pocket for a 
douceur for the musicians. The harvest 
was indeed light and finally he slipped 
something into an envelope, a relieved 
smile spreading over his face as he sent 
the waiter scurrying toward the mu- 
sician’s gallery. What the leader found 
in the envelope was a ticket good for a 
half dozen Turkish baths in the city’s 
most fashionable establishment. 

A THREAT WITH A TIP. 

It was on last election night that a 
jolly crowd of young men entered the 
same cafe to be greeted by the tones of 
the too, too familiar ‘‘Miserere.”” As the 
minor air died away a waiter carried an 
envelope to the leader, who read thereon 
these words: 

“If you don’t play a real live Irish 
melody we'll put this place on the bum, 
and in short order.” 

With a flushed face the musician start- 
ed to tear the envelope in pleces, when 
with the first rip something caught his 
eye. Inside the envelope lay a ten dollar 
bill, which he had neatly torn in twain. 
It goes without saying that the young 
men heard the Irish air and the ten dollar 
bill received a dose of mucilage. 

In what is known as a family restau- 
rant, where many apartment dwellers 
take their dinners each evening, the 
leader one night was astonished~{o re- 
ceive throvgh a waiter this note: 

“When I am in the restaurant please 
never play ‘Jerusalem’ or ‘The Holy 
City.” My little son, now dead, sang 
these in the choir.”’ 

Folded in the request was a five dollar 
bill. The leader to this day observes the 
request, and the woman, still gowned in 
mourning, dines there nearly every night. 

Waiters, as a rule, make ludicrous mis- 
takes in carrying verbal requests for cer- 
tain pices. Among the tites which after- 
ward proved garbled requests for the in- 
termezzo from Cavalleria may be mention- 
ea “Tom O'Leary” and “Corolla Bolla 
Cigarro.”” The most ingenious take-off 
on the famous sextet -from “Lucia di 
Lammermoor was “succotash of some- 
thing or other.” It was a Jewish waiter 
who carried up a request for “Hoily 
Boily,”” and when the orchestra played 
“Hurly Burly,” the leader instantly rec- 
ognized from the expression of the diner’s 
face that he had misinterpreted the title. 
He made a trip in person to the table and 
learned that the original request had been 
for “Holy City.”

The man who has been having the time 
of his life seldom becomes maudlifi so far 
as his musica] tastes are concerned, but 
asks for something invigorating, like “Oh, 
Didn’t He Ramble?’ And the woman 
who asks regularly for ‘Dixie,’ has prob- 
ably never been further south than As- 
bury Park, N. J. . 

Among the tricks of trade employed by 
leaders of orchestras in the quieter cafes 
where the musician’s balcony is close to 
the tables, is to study the programs car- 
ried by large theater parties, and then, 
being sure of the play they have seen, 
offer its most popular airs. This invaria- 
bly wins favor for the establishment. 

Those there are who try the soul of the 
leader by insistently demanding music 
of the cheap, popular sort that has been 
worn threadbare by street musicians. 
Others, especially in New York, where 
player folk sup, spy a comedian or tenor 
who has popularized a song and in a con- 
spicuous manner they request that his 
hit be played. This shows the familiar- 
ity of the patron with actors, but it 
brings anguish to the poor actor who is 
singing it with innumerable encores eight 
times a week. 

“AN AFTERNOON WITH WAGNER.” 

The leader of three musicians and who 
himself plays first violin tells this very 
excellent story on himself. He hed just 
finished a rendition of “Nancy Bfown 
one night, when a strikingly gowned wom- 
an sent him a request for “The Magic 
Flute” entire. As the demand came from 
a regular patron-of the restaurant, he 
crossed to her table and explained that 
it would be impossible for him to give 
even half a dozen numbers from the cpera, 
let alone the complete score at that time 
of the night. Moreover his two assistants 
were not thoroughly familiar with the 
opera. However, if she was so fond of 
grand opera, he would be glad to ar- 
range for an afternoon at her own home, 
for which hs would make her a reason- 
able rate and give his musicians the ad- 
vantage of special rehearsal. The wom- 
an was delighted, and then and there 
made out a musicianly programme. The 
rehearsals went on apace, the afternoon 
came, the orchestra, small but well train- 
ed, gathered in the parlor of a spacious 
apartment house, and so did the well- 
gowhed women. 

The programme started off with a fan- 
tasy on “Lucia di Lammermoor.” Thev 
had just started in upon the Tannhauser 
overture when a sweet young thing in 
blue crepe rustied up to the leader and 
asked: 

“Excuse me, but don’t you know ‘I'n- 
"| the Bamboo Tree? ’’

her lip and her color roge, but she nodded 
her head. The musician bowed gravely 
to the young woman, gazing at him with 
expectant eyes: 

“Certainly when we finish this Tann- 
hauser number.’’ 

And after the tale of love under a bam- 
boo tree came some rag-time, and then 
more rag-time. The hostess of “an af- 
ternoon of opera’’ looked slightly dazed, 
but the programme weft on t® a popu- 
:ar finish. 

And the leader vows that when he is 
hired to give Wagner programmes fer af- 
ternoon teas, he will carry rag-time scores 
instead.

ft proprietors, And this despite the 
Act that it has made Washington the cen- 
MW ot a scientific correspondence that cgv- 
the whole civilized world, and that 
Rational museum at Washington, sup- 
Ce 
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ported by the government, but managed 
by the Smithsonian, is yearly visited by 
Over a quarter of a milljon eightseers. 

In 189, James Smithson, an Bnglish- 
man, died in Génoa, leaving his entire 
eatate to the United States of America 
“to found at Washington, under the 
name of the Smithsonian Institution. an 
establishment for the increase and diffu- 
sion of knowledge among men.’ This 
fortune amounted to betwen half a mil- 
lion and three-quarters of a million dol- 
lars, a Jarge sum in the period before the 
war, Dut the trust was accepted by con- 
gress only after an intermittent 10 years’ 
debate of the question: Should or should 
not the United States government ac- 
cept ghe unprecedented position of a 
guerdian to a ward? Fortunately the 
answer was affirmative, and an act of 
congress created an “establishment”’ .con- 
sisting of high government officers to 
administer the Smithson fund for the 
benefit of science the whol® world over. 
The possible activities of the institution 
are therefore limitiess. Its board of 
“regents,” as they afe called, form per- 
haps the best connecting link in the 
world betwen capital seaking a wise 
avenue of benevolence, and séience handi- 
capped by lack of money to carry on its 
thousand and one special investigations. 
Even where the institution cannot di- 
rectly oversee scientific expenditure, its 
authoritative position is in itself a guar- 
antee of wise suggestion and advice, 
whether to the donor or to the scientist 
himself. “The relations of the general 
government to the Smithsonfan,’’ to 
quote, apropos of this point, from its 
latest volume, “are lost extradrdinary, 
one may even eay unique, since the 
United States solemly bound itself to 
the administration of a trast. Probably 
never before has any ward found so 
powerful a guardian.” The “trust® is 
obviously of a very different kind’ from 
others with which the Anjerican pyblic 
is more generally familiar. 

First of al], therefore, the Smithsonian 
exists to increase learning and diffuse 
knowledge. One of these two abstract 
propositions ‘has taken concrete form in 
financial assistance to scientific investi- 
gators. -The second has been attained 
by a general diffusion of scientific litera- 
ture, both technical and popular, on so 


| stupendous a scale that, were the pack- 
| boxes used in sending ‘exchanges’ of 
| publications—its own and those of other 
scientific organizations—-from the United 
States to foreign countries during a single 
year piled up one on top of another. 
they would make a column that would 
now tower five times as high as the 
Washington monument. 

But the Smithsonian has naturally be- 
come associated with other ‘work of a 
more strictly national character, provided 
by national. appropriations and intrust- 
ed by the government to its ward as the 
body best situated to oarry it to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. In this way it. has be- 
come identified with the important task 
of studying the aborigines of Our own 
continent, through the bureau of ethnol- 
ogy, and with the management of the 
great astrophysical observatory, the na-

Reports are not ordinarily very excit- 
ping: reading, yet it is handly necessary to 
‘say that all these interests brought to- 
gether in a single volume make an ex- 
ceptional publication—the more so at a 
period when asacientific progress, taking 
such practical,form as infproved means of 
transportation, lighting and communica- 
tion is a matter to appeal to the curiosity 
of everybody. For that matter the Smith- 
sonian report is really only about ore- 
sixth “‘report,’’ the remaining five-sixths 
are a general appendix of miscellaneous 
papers, the authors of which = include 
such men as ‘Marconi, Fournier® the fa- 
mous French automobilist; Rear Admiral 
Melville, of the United States navy; Al- 
bert Bigelow Paine, or Sir William J. 
Herschell. Altogether this appendix con- 
tains some fifty articles, many of them 
from popular as well as scientific. maga- 
zines and periodicals, nearly all profusely 
fllustrated with pictures ranging from a 
comparison of the largest and smallest 
eggs to the final scene in a great French 
automobile racé, The average reader has 
geen ‘‘profusely illustrated” volumes, in 
which the illustration consisted of a 
frontispiece and a decorated capitah but 
in this case the expreesion embraces no 
less than 179 illustrations, some of them 
beatitiful examples of the modern art of

Few 
realize how seriously and how often its 
work is handicapped by lack of momey. 
“The condition is most obvious in the 
crgwded rooms of the museum itself and 
the ingdequate accommodations which the 
national park pravides for many of the 
animals in the goo. The national mu- 
seum of the’ whole United States, for 
example, has an average of but seven- 
| tenths of one cubic foot for the display 
of each specimen, while the American 
museum of natural history in New York 
city ‘has something over 16 cubic feet. 
The New York museum has, in other 
words, 38,000,000 cubic feet of space, in 
which to exhibit 2,300,000 specimens; the 
naitonal museum in Washington has 3,600,- 
000 cubic feet in which to display 4,994,672 
specimens. 

The appropriations for the national mu- 
seum have increased so much more slow- 


collection .of specimen’ that the sum of 
$1,000, considered in 189% hardly adequate 
to care for 5,130 specimens, did like duty 
in 1901. for 20,92. The number of &péci- 
mens has increased five times, while the 
Famount of money has not even dowbled. 
Perhaps the reason’ig that to many con- 
gréesesméen a museum is still primarily 4 
place to which school children may be 
taken by their teachers on half holidays 
- for Mere amusement, or because the very 
position of the museum as a national in- 
stitution may naturally have put it some- 
what out of the financial funning in an 
age when scientific institutions are go of- 
ten the object of private benevolence. 
In like manner, too, one reads in the 
report the lack of American dollars is 
affecting the national zoological park, 
especially in handicapping it in its pri- 
mary object of preserving types of all

so thoroughly neglected that those moet 
interested in the preservation of native 
American wild animals have seen. several 
become extinct almost before their eyes. 
Many others of the larger of these ani- 
mals, indeed, hove already practically dis- 
appeared, and it seems likely that all op- 
yportunity of preserving the few examples 
that remain will soon have passed away. 
In the park itself, Mr. Langley says, the 
elephant house, 2 smal] wooden shed that 
pneeds no description to thousands . who 
have seen it, is reported in need of re- 


pairs to keep it from falling to pieces. 
New bird and Fentile héuses are needed, 
to say nothing of a cage for eagles. The 
birds chosen as the emblem of the Mta- 
tion mope in a rickety pen, without room 
for fight, and constantly in danger of in- 
juring their feet by pounding down upon 
their perches. And the only pond availa- 
ble for the seals ‘and sea lions if so 
muddy that captivity cannot even be alle- 
viated by a swim without injury to their 
eves. Specimens have come in faster than 
the growth of appropriations necessary to 
provide room for them, and what will be 
done about it still remains for the con- 
sideration of future congresses.

fashion, and they -had schools in many 
places’ before the Amerteans came. Ex- 
cept-{n Manila, Rowever, the schools*did 
not amount to mitch. The most progres- 
sive people seem to be the Tagalogs on 
the island of Luzon and, considering: the 
poor opportunities they had it is sur- 
prising how many Tagalog boys and girls 
léarned to read and write. 

The children of Luzon are thirsty for 
knowledge and, eveu in Spanish times, 
many of them used to go to Manila to 
complete their education, while those who 
had wealthy parents were sent to Europe 
for a college course. 

Uncle Sam has been building and buying 
school houses all over the islands and 
now has 156,000 children attending school 
every day, which is probably three times 
as many as ever went to school before in 
the history of the islands. In a few 
vears he hopes to have a million pupils 
enrolled in his’ Phitippine schools. 

So eager he the children of the Philip- 
pines to learn that in Manila and some 
other large’ towns, night schools have 
been established for the larger children 
who have to work during the day. 

Besides the 150,000 children Uncle Sam 
has 10,000 grown-ups attending school in 
the islands. These grown-ups go to 
schoo] in order to Jearn English. Before 


-~Dewey sailed into Manila bay an English 


word was seldom heard spoken from one 
end of the islands to the other, but now 
you hear English spoken everywhere. 
The children learn to speak the lIan- 
guage with astonisning ease. Governor 
Taft says that in a few years English 
will be the prevailing language of the 
Philippines. 

At first the teachers from the United 
States found the same @ouble that was 
found in Porto Rico. 

The children insisted on studying ‘their 
lessons ‘“‘out loud,’’ as they had been ac- 
customed to do under the old Spanish 
system. 


Besides the teachers sent out from the* 


United States there are 2,000 native teacn- 
ers, teaching the children, in the primary 
departments, so you see Uncle Sam has 
rot made a bad start in educating tne 
children he has gathered under his flag. 

The Filipino chiid is a nervous little 
youth and does not like long school hours; 
but he is remarkably Srisht. as a rule, 
The old Spanish way 
of punishing a child who did not know 
his lesson was to make him knee! on the 
floor in a corner with his book until he 
learned it. In some ef the scnouls this is 
still found to be an effectual way of en- 
forcing study, but as a rule American 
methods have been introduced entirely. 

The favorite delicacy of the Filipinys 
child is the “babinka,”’ a pancake made of 
fermented corn and rice flour mixed and 
baked in a pan over live coals. The cake 
is then covered with shredded cocoanut 
and a Filipino child will eat all the “‘be- 
binkas”” he can get. In Manil@ the chii- 
dren have candy and other sweets, but 
through the rest of Luzon the bebirika is 
the joy of the children. - 

Though Filipino childrén are small, they 
are wiry and strong for their siz® and 
are fond of wrestling. In this sport their 
quickness makes them a match for 
American children of larger size. 

One game in which they indulge is 
called the ‘‘moro-moro.” It is a fencing 
game. Two boys will stand up to each 
other, each having in his right hand a 
long stick to represent a bolo—a sort of 
long knife or thick sword—and in his left 
a short stick to represent a dagger. They 
fence with each other according to a Set 
of rules which govern the rame, and the 
one who touches hi§f opponent oftenest 
wins the game. Sometimes this game will 
be kept up for an hour without either boy 
showing signs of giving out, though, as a 
rule, the Filipino child is not fond of 
much exertion. In fact, the climate is 
such that nobody wants to exert himself 
any more than necesSary, for, like all 
the other of Uncle Sam's newly acquired 
possessions, the Philippines lie within tie 
tropics and there is perpetual summer 
there. :

HE state of Georgia is justly proud 
of the magnificent state asylum, 
which is located about 3 inilee “rom 
the city of Milledgeville. 
When the demoniac yell, the idiotic race

tircumstances proclaims to the world the 
Passing of the mental capacity of man, 


then it is taat the heart of humanity 
throbs with a feeling of sympathy sel- 
dom so universally aroused by any other 
In providing for those 
of her citizens who become through men- 
la] disability either temporarily or per- 
Manently incapable of citizensnip, Georgia 
Stands im the front rank of all tae states 
of the union. 

A few days ago Senator Golden, a 
Prominent state senator and a man who 
has visited some of the leading hospitals 
and sanatoriums of the world, said to the 
writer: 

“I have traveled much, but I have yet 
t0 see a hospital or asylum in this coun- 
try or England whica surpasses the state 
tanitarium at Milledgeville. Indeed, in 
MAny respects it is far superior to a 
number which I have visited and which 
have a national reputation.” 

The grandeur and beauty of the state 
Shitarium property and buildings, to- 
gether with the absolutely perfect work- 
ing of all the departments of the institu- 
Yon, can never be fully realized Or ap- 


breciated until a personal] visit of inspec-. 


on is “made. Tne impression of one 
Viewing the grounds and buildings tor 
thé first time is a staggered feeling as to 
the immensity of it all; later one notes 
With amazement the utmost ease and ab- 
fence of friction prevailing throughout 
‘very department. There:-is over a mil- 
lion of dollars invested in buildings and 
all together the sanitarium property 
covers about 3,000 acres of land. , 
It ts located on a high hill to the souta 
f Milledgeville a little over 3 miles, and 
from the steps of the main and central

These are two huge structures con- 
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nected by a large passageway and dining 
hall and will accommodate in the neigh- 
borhood of 600 patients. These buildings 
will cost when complete $150,000, or about 
$100 per inmate, the cheapest price for 
which a similar building has ever been 
known to ‘nave been constructed. The 
buildings occupy a most commanding site, 
fully equal to that of the main building, 
and wil] add greatly to the imposing ap- 
nearance of the property. It is hoped 
sincerely that these buildings will fuliy 
meet the exigencies of the case for many 
years to come. 

All together there are fourteen large 
structures on the property, not including 
the t ree frame structures on tae negro 
colony about 4 miles from the sanitarium, 
For the past few years the asylum has 
crowded, as the present 
buildings can accommodate only about 
2500 comfortably an@ the average nuin- 
ber at. the asylum has been a couple of 
hundred above that. 

The whole. institution witn its over 3,000 
inhabitants, including attendants and pa- 
tients, is like.one great family, and the 
treatment and sympathy given patients 
is closely akin to that received by an af- 
flicted member of a family from the 
otherg who love him and are therefore 
touched by his infirmity and are kind and 
tender. The nurses and doctors are so 
sympatnetit and the attention they give 
so personal and interested that one easily 
imagines they are in a large family of 
afflicted ones surrounded. by those wnom 
thev love and who.love them. 

The committees of the legislature from 
the house and senate -which visited the 
property the past week were considerably 
larger than usua] and numbered nearly 
forty. They left Atlanta in a private car 
in charge of W. H..Fogs: and traveled 
over the Central.road. The eommittees 
reached the asylum at noon Tuesday and 
after being divided into sub-committees 
every department of the -institution was 
critically and thoroughly examined. The 
report of these sub-committees to the 
committee of the waole showed a condi- 
tion of affairs seldom found in an institu- 
tion of so great magnitude. There was 
gathered by the various committees not 
an item upon which could be made an 
adverse report. Bivery department was 
found to be in perfect running order, fric- 
tion seeined to be an unknown quantity 
and unusua] economy consistent with the 
welfare of the patients was every where 
manifest. 

The report further brought to light tae 
fact that the average per head per day in 
the matter of expense was only 30 cents. 
And when the class of patients is taken 
into consideration, their destructiveness 
and need of constant and peculiar care, 
this rate proves to be an item truly re- 
markable. 

The destructiveness of the inmates was 
snown by an example of one who Aad 
torn up 400 blankets since he had been in 
the asylum; and of others who had night- 
ly in sudden moments of demoniac lunacy 
torn up mattresses and broken up beds 
and chhirs. It is necessary to purchase 
from 3,000 to 4,000 Sankepe each year in 
order to replace the ones' destroyed, and 
‘many other expenses too numerous to

leads one to realize the remark- 
able cheapness of this rate per head per 
day. 

The state is particularly fortunate in 
having at the head of the institution sucn 
a man as Dr. T. O. Powell, who has been 
in charge now for over forty years. His 
executive ability, tactfulnmess and tender 
sympathy is truly remarkable and seldom 
found combined to such an extent in one 
personality. He is as sympathetic with 
each patiént or friends of patients today 
as ne was when he first went into the 
institution, and he carries the burden of 
the suffering inmates on his heart all the 
time, One of the doctors of tae institu- 
tion said to the writer: 

“T cannot understand how it 
Dr. Powell can keep his sympathy 
fresh and tender. I know taat if I had 


been here as long as he has I would in- | 


evitably have grown to JookK upon it as a 
cold piece of business. But with Dr. 
Powell each new case is an added call for 
sympathy and care.” 

As in all great institutions occasional 
friction arises, but so great is the con- 
fidence reposed in Dr. Powell that he is 
always the arbiter selected and all par- 
ties accept his decision without a word 
as satisfactory and final. One of 
officials remarked that they had all grown 
to look forward with dread to the short 
periods when the doctor was called away 
on busiriess, for as soon as he ieft the 
place everything seemed tO go wrong. 

Dr. Eugene Foster, the president of the 
board of trustees, is another man wao 
has sacrificed much for the institution. 
He has been constant in his devotion for 
years and has the remarkable record of 
not paving recommended the reception of 
a single patient or asked for the appoint- 
ment of a single workman®r official. 

It is hard to conceive of the enormous 
dimensions of the place, but a few figufes 
serve to illustrate it. One of tae 
largest items of food consumed on the 
place is beef, of which a supply of be- 
tween 1,400 and 1,500 pounds a day 
necessary.

What Parents and Boys 
Owe Henty & Verne 


HE death of George A. Henty, the fa- 

| mous author for boys, in London re- 

cently, calls attention to the impor- 

tant nature of his life work, and to his 

marvelous powers in the juvenile fic- 

tion field. Hardly a year of his ma- 

ture life passéd that he did not get out 

at least one novel or story of strenu- 

ous adventure, and frequently this 

output was increased by other: tales 

and articles bearing on the same gen- 

eral subject. He is credited with be- 

ing one of the most prolific writers of 

his time. It is probable that you will 

be unable’to find more than one out of 

every ten boys you may approach who 1s not more 

or less familizr with the work of this author, and 

who will not tell you that the books are among the 

most enjoyable and profitable he ever read. Henty’s 

books, too, are not of the ultra-sensational, penny- 

dreadful order. They are all distinctly within the 

range of probability and contain no undercurrent 

which may put false notions into the heads of in- 

experienced youths and tempt them to flout pa- 

rental authority or leave home in search of wild or 

mock-chivalrous adventures. They are plain, 

straight-out stories of adventure, somewhat gory 

and exciting. it is true, but nevertheless written 
with a moral tone which is undeniably healthy. 

Another advantage thev . possess is the educa- 
tional insight they give the young readers into the 
customs and geography of the various countries of 
the world. Nearly every one of the plots are 
placed in different lands and represent chapters 
from the wars which have been active factors in the 
settlement of historical disputes. The youngster 
who reads them. absdrbed, seldom realizes that 
along with the thrilling narrative he is imbibing a 
very accurate knowledge of history and peography 
which not only assists his current school work, but 
at the same time proves valuable when he arrives at 
the vears of maturity. 

Another author to whom the boys of all nations 
owe a heavy debt of gratitude is Julés Verne.. Like 
Henty, his literary fecundity has been wonderful. 
He has produced hook after book, requiring the 
most severe, exercise of the imagination and re- 
markable knowledse of stience and the ways of 
man. with apparent ease. In his fertile old age he 
is now lahorine unceasingly with the ambition to 
round ont his life with an even hundred books, Each 
work which comes from his nen is received hv the

It is with a sigh of relief that we turn from such 
effusions to the clean, hygienic work of such writers 
as Henty and Verne. Parents, as well as. children, 
owe these men a debt which they will fully realize 
only with a just investigation of the subject. 


The Keeping of Love and 
Other Kinds of Letters 


HERE are threg_qualities which make 
the whole world kin, or to be more 
graphic, which bring us all dawn toa 
common . level—love, music and 
death. Of these three it is probable 
that the first named 1s the most 
powerful, since we cannot all enjoy 
music in-like degree, and the’ Bible. in- 

‘forms ‘us that love is stronger than 
death. But it is not our intention to 
enter here. upon a. disquisition on 
love, for the reason that the subject is 
too deep for consideration in the 
space which we might allot to it. One, 
could write a serial story, with this 

universally interesting subject as the topic, for an 

entire year and yet never exhaust thé possibilities, 
provided he be a man of fertile resource, and there 
are few who are not wonderfully voluminous when. 
it comes to the divine passion. We can, however; 
pass a few remarks on the subject of love letters, 
and the advisability of retaining. them after the 
writer has passed out of our lives, by one’of those 
numberless routes so well known to the followers of: 
the historical or purely sentimental novel. There 

are other classes of letterg, too, which, bearing a 

similarity in some respects to the love letter, might 

appropriately be considered: from the same stand- 
point. 

Comparatively few people reach, the age of 25 

who can honestly plead innocent to the charge of 

writing or receiving love letters of.a more or less’ 
violent tinge. If the letters and the replies which 
pass between most men and women could be com- 
piled with true reference to dates, bearing commen- 
taries by a discreet and experienced. third party; 
they would constitute an epic from real life of the 
strangest, most incongruous, occasionally, of the 
sweetest nature : We are imagining now the letters 
of two people really in love with each other, in the 


flower of youth, when the world has not.as yet laid 
the pall of realism on each life, and the two appear 
to each other as the figures around which the re- 
mainder of humanity gravitates. Vivid chapters 
out of the history of all ages and the bald court pro- 
ceedings of the present age are warrant for. the 
statement that few people conduct.a correspondence 
of this nature sensibly when they are confronted 
with the opportunity for the first time. As be- 
tween two persons in this more or less blissful 
state there must pass sentiments on the written 
page which, if spoken, or if exposed to the critical 
pressibly silly. It is a fact which it is tiot™senti- 
baring the soul to itself and, quickening all the in- 
tensity and sweetness of a nature,-cause. it to feel, 
and think, and appreciate as it never has or never 
will again in this‘life. by 

It is while under this strange, strong, influence 
that people perpetrate the impossible follies in the. 
lave letter line which so often lead to misunder- 
standings and tragedies in later and éooler mo” 
ments. The letters are written, of course; for only | 
one other eve, and confiding in this protection, the 
writer frequently goes to. extravagant lengths 
which, when: read at a time when the embers. may ’ 
have been cooled by time or adverse circumstances, 
appear almost insane. It certainly seems the wiser 
course, therefore, to bear in mind the possibility of 
the realizing of the old adage about there “being 
many a slip ’twixt the cup and the lip” before enter 
ing wildly on a series of love letters, whén the prob- 
ability exists that at some later day they may be 
brought out as mute, but eloquent witnesses of 
folly or a too great trustfulness. | | 

Or,.if people must write epistles of this tropical, 
intense nature, Tet them at least stipulate that, 
should anything happen to estrange the correspon- 
dents, the resulting letters shall be burned or re- 
turned, and let them keep the faith with themselves 
in the same manner. There are many frivolous, 
mawkish”- women, and not a few similarly inclined 
men,. who, when. some other leading. figure has 
come into their lives, cannot bear the thought of 
déstroying the evidences of former affairs and keep 
them carefully hid away to be brought out at regu- 
lar intervals for re-reading and a fanning of the old 
coals which have so long been ashes that the only 
effect they have is to smirch or disgust. : 

It is natural, of course, to wish to retain some of 
the silent chronicles of the most moving passages 
in the drama of our lives. People who. have en- 
countered disappointments further on in life love to 
look back regretfully on the time when life was al- 
ways pleasant and every day a song. But it is true, 
at the same time, that the mind and memory are 
the best recorders of such important everits, and it 
is best to let them recall to us the beauties of the 
past.. Letters deal too greatly in detail. They re- 
tain sentiments and sensations which were perfect- 
ly natural at the time, but with which the man or 
woman who is vergifig on middle life or old: age 
could never sympathize, or which they couid never 


ivivify into a semblance of life by appreciating. It 
is a remarkable and orateful fact. that in cases of

NE of the first novels published in 
this country to which could properly 
be applied ithe erm ‘‘pcpular’’ came from 
the pen of Nathaniel Beverly Tucker, 
who was born at Williamsburg, V2., 
ptomber 6, 1784, and who during his 
‘life won distinction as lawyer, judg-r. 
author and college professor. The book 
was first published in 1836 as ‘*The Parti- 
san Leader—A Tale of the Future,’’ under 
the non de plume of William Edward 
Sidney. It was written as a defense of 
states rights and attacked those who 
were already beginning to voice the 
sentiments which later lashed the men of 
the north and south into the fury which 
made pcssibkle the civil war. The book 
graphically and accurately pictured the 
fata] scenes of 1861-@, though it was 
Pwritten tverty-five or thirty years be- 
fore they occurred. It created a most 
pyofound impression north and south, 
but at.‘the height of its popularity for 
‘Political reascns it was suddenly sup- 
pressed. In. 1861, however; a northern 
thouge reprinted it under the capticn, “A 
Kéy to the Disunion Conspiracy.”’ 

In reviewing the book, The Southern 
Literary Messenger of January, 1837, had 
this to say: ;

The wedding feast or feasts may take 
place at any time within a month after 
the wedding, each city. having its own 
custom as to when the feast is spread, 
and who are invited to partake of it.

N many of the restaurants 
of Los, Angeles and other 
Pacific coast towns oné 
sees on the Dill of fare 
“abalone eteak,’”’ “abalone 
soup,”” “abalone chowder’”’ 
and various other forms of 
abalone. In the windows 
of tne curlo shops so abun- 
dant in all California towns, 
he sees multitudes of bril- 
lantly polished shells dis- 
playing all the colors of 
the rainbow, as well as in- 
numerable ornaménts and souvenirs ma&de 
of the abalone shells. At the furniture 
and bric-a-brao stores he sees rare speci- 
mens of Inlaying in which the pearly shell 
of the abalone figures, and it begins to 
dawn upon him that, somewhere along 
the coast, there must be an extensive in- 
destroy devoted to the gathering and pre- 
paring of the meat and ghelis of the aba- 
lone. 

The tourist who first sees the abalone 
shells in the curlo window or tn the pos- 
session of some traveler or friend at 
once becomes eager to get to the beach 


“| where he imagines may be gathered from 


the shore these and other beatiful shells. 
It is a disappointment to him to learn 
that very few of these shells are cast 
up by the waves and such as are, are 
comparatively ‘worthless. Dead shells 
have Uttle luster. To get the beauty of 
tne shell they must be taken from fhe 
water with the occupant thereof within. 

A few vears ago the abalone was sought 
simply for its shell, the beauty and las- 
“ter of which mie it much desired by the 
curio hunteft and by manufacturers of 
coast souvenirs. It was the heathen Cni- 
nese who taught us that its meat was 
also valuable. The abalone fisheries have 
been for many years chiefly in the hands 
of the Chinese, and from them have been 
obtained most of tne shells placed on the 
market. When it was discovered that the 
Celestials saved the meatef the abalone 
most of which wag dried, thelr white 
brethren began é¢xperimenting and found 
that the oyster and clam had a promising 
rival in this mollusc and the meat be- 
came a fad at once. When properly pre- 
pared there are few dishes more delicious 
than abalone steak, while the soup and 
chowder are preferred by many to that 
made from the clam. 

The demand for the meat has effected 
two results: It has lowered the price of 
shells and threatened the abalone with 
extermination. In Mexico, to whose 
shores the industry extends, boats are 
made to pay a license of $60 a year for 
engaging in the abalone fishery, and the 
board of supervisors of Santa Barbara 
county recently fixed a license of $00 a 
year upon abalone boats operating in the 
Santa Barbara channel. There, in what 
was at one time the best fishing ground 
on the coast, the abalqne has become so 
scarce that it has become necessary for 
the fishermen to use diving suits and 
work in deep water. 

The abalone belongs to the family of 
“sea ears,’’ as the haliotidae are famil- 
larly terméd, and its home is upon weed- 
covered rocks ‘not far 
from low water line. It 
feeds upon sea” vegeta- 
bles and is found along 
the Pacific coast from 
Cape lLucas,.,to Kamt- 
chatka, also in Japan 
and Australia. It has a very large foot, 
rounded at the ends and fringed with 
, thread-like tentaculae. Its power of a*- 
hesiveness is wonderful and it requires 
tact and skill as well as strength to de- 
tach the shells from the rocks to which 
they attach themselves. They are usual- 
ly detached with a trowel, which is 
thrust under the shell and given a quick, 
sharp wrench. When feeding the abalone 
does not cling closely to the rock, but if 
touched it- immediately draws snugly to 
the surface of the rock and even the 
thin blade of the trowel can scarcely be 
thrust aban the shell. ahd the rock. 

The Chinese, in fishing for the abalone 
in shallow water, use no diving suits, but 
strip to the skin and trowel in hand dive 
down and loosen as many shells as pos- 
| sible before they are obliged to come to 
' the surface to breathe. One Chinaman 
near Santa Barbara met with death in a 
| peculiar manner at the instance of an 
abalone. While walking along the shore 
he chanced tg discover, at low tide, a 
very large and fine specimen cling- 
ing. to the rocks. just ‘beneath 
the surface of the water. The 
shelifish was feeding, and the rim 
of his shell was lifted from the rock suf- 
ficiently to allow him to insert his fingers 
between the shell anc rock, in an at- 
tempt to detach it from its abode. The 
moment the abaione felt the intruding 
fingers he' shut down tightly and all ef- 
forts of the Chinaman to detach the shell 
or remove his fingers were vain. There 
he was held a prisoner till the returning 
tide put an end to his misery and life at 
one and the same time. At low tide his 
body was found by bis companions, stil] 
firmly held by the tentatious abalone. 
The abalone industry of the Pacific

coast yields annually 800,000 pounds of 
meat and about four million shells. The 
former brings an average of about 56 
cents per pound and the latter bring, in 
the aggregate, more than $150,000. Four 
species are common to California—Hali- 
otis eracherodil, found from San Fran- 
Cisco to lower California; Haliotis splen- 
dens, found at San Diego and adjacent 
islands; Haliotis corrugata, pbounding 
from Santa Barbara to San Diego, and: 
Hallotis rufescens, common from Mondo- 
cine to St. Nicholas island. There are, 
however, several other varieties less 
common, some of them noted for thelr 
rare beauty and uniqueness. In the caves 
of La Jolla is found a species, the ex- 
terior of the shells of which are jet black, 
but within a beautiful pearl, delicately 
tinted with hues of the rainbow. 

Recently there has been established at 
San Pedro the only abalone cannery in 
the world. Heretofore abalone meat 
destgned for shipment to China or Japan, 
where it finds a ready’ market, has been 
dried and exported in that form. The 
canned article is much more palatable 
and brings a better price in that shape. 

After the fish have been removed from 
the shell they are sent to the cleaning 
room of the cannery, where Japs trim 
off the dark edges, wash the meat and 
cut it into cubes about 2 inches square. 
The meat is exceedingly tough, a fair 
sized abalone having had forty or fifty 
years’ experience to his credit, and it 
requires the sharpest of knives to do 
the work After the meat is thus pre- 
pared it goes to the cooking vats, where 
it is steam cooked till tender. This rea- 
quires several hours’ time. It is then put 
into cans, half a pound of meat and 
eight ounces of abalone juice to the 
can,’ is sealed, labeled and is ready for 
casing for export. 

The shells have to be treated with a 
great deal of care and labor to make 
them ready for: the market. In the first 
place the outside of the 
shell is rough and unin- 
viting. After ther are 
thoroughly cleaned and 
dried they are ground on 
an emeny wheel or har? 
stone till the outer coat 
is removed and they are then polishei 
with pummice stgne. They are then the 
beautiful, glittering shells so prized by 
the curio hunter. Such shells as have 
flaws or get broken in the handling are 
ground or sawed into various articles, 
such as souvenir spoons, broaches, breast 
pir.s, charms and other pieces of jewelry, 
or are broken up to be used in inlaying. 
There is practically no end to the uses to 
which the shells are put. Shell purses, 
shell portieres, made by joining small 
symmetrically -shaped pleces of the shells 
by tiny wires, card cases, soap dishes, 
flower vases and a hundred other articles 
of use or ornament are made from the 
shell of the abalone. 

The abalone fishermen live In tents and 
1ude huts on the beach and their whole 
lives are filled with abalone. At the door 
of their uninviting dwellings are plilea 
of abalone, along the shore are drying 
racks filled with abalone, they go out 
in the mcining after abalone and return 
et night to add to the abalone piles about 
them. Tney live urcn abalone’ soup, 
chowder and steak, and did one tell them 
that the world held other interests they 
would scarce believe him. And yet, these 
crude fishermen do not see the beauty 
that is in the shells, rivaling in bril- 
Nancy the mother-of-pearl, but ever the 
gleam of the dollar which they, bring 
them and which helps them to live on and 
on in this hard and narrow life. It is 
left for those who furni#m& the dollars 
to enjoy the beauties of these strange 
inhabitants of the deep.

the writer of this article puts the ques- 
tion, “What is your idea as to the meth- 


ods for taking care of the insane which ! 


are employed in asylums today?’ not one 
had other than a vague or incorrect con- 
ception of the real state of affairs. Sev- 
eral had the impression that strait jack- 
ets and padded cells were the standard 
and proper regimen used in asylums. 
Nearly every one believed that it was 
necessary to resort to stupefying drugs— 
morphine, chloral, etc.—in managing the 
patient, who was supposed to be violent 
all the while. 

“Chains and dark cells have been abol- 
ished, I believe,”’ said one, inquiringly. 
“That was the old-time way of dealing 
with crazy folks."’ 

Yes, that was the regulation treatment 
for the insene in the g0-called “good old 
times.’’ The houses—mis-named asylums 
for the deranged—were in the hands of 
privete parties and were in fact prisons 
ofthe worst description. The miserable fh- 
mates were chained to the walis, starved, 
flogwed and frequently killed. No study 
Was made of their cases, no measures 
taken to cure or relieve them. 


It appals one to read of the cruelties 
practiced in these prisons for lunatics, 
which were hypocritically named after 
the birthplace of the merciful. Savior. 
The first one to be established was in 
London, and was called ‘‘Bethlehem’’— 
soon shortened into ‘‘Bedliam.'’ The name 
was applied to all succeeding “‘asylums,’’ 
and came to be synonymous with furious 
confusion, noise and violence. 

These “‘Bedlams’’—in whica victims of 
mental disease.were punished as if they 
were criminals—continued in full Diast 
through the seventeenth century. and as 
late as 1827. There were a number oaf 
them, public and private, as late as 1850. 
In the meantime two ever-to-be-remem- 
bered reformers arose in the same vear 
fn different countries of Europe. In 
France, Pinel, who was in charge of the 
Bicetre. the great Paris hospital for male 
lunatics; in England, William Tuke. a 
Quaker, who, shocked to the soul by gross 
abuses and crueities that existed in the 
different ‘““Bediams,"’ founded the ‘York 
Retreat,”’ the first humane asylum ever 
established, at the same time that Pinel 
in Paris was boldly striking off the chains 
and handcuffs from the wasted lunatics 
in the Bicetre. 

The names of Tuke and Pinel are thus 
mdissolubly connected with the grent 
work of reform in this treatment of the 

insane. Like all reform-

Such an asylum ‘is the Manhattan State 
hospital in New York city. 
on Ward's island, an island of 200 acres 
at the mouth cf the sound, so beautified 
with large green lawns, orchards, gar- 
dens and flowers that it has the ap- 
pearance of a park or a pleasure ground. 
It contains a number of large. substan- 
tial, many-win:lowed buildings—the 
homes of the insane—and is partly sur- 
rounded by a sea wall 6 feet high, built 
by convicts in the days when Ward's 
island was the seat of a penitenttlary. 

The asylum for men its situated on the 
east shore of the island; the “‘Manhattan 
hospital, west’’ is for insane women. Be- 
sides the attending physicians and a 
small army of nurses, tlfere are 2,836 
women patients and 200 men, who have 
been transferred from the east asylum 
that trey may do the rough work about 
the hospital—the farm labor, 
horses, unloading coal and provisions 
from the barges and steamboats. 

The hospital is uncer the superintend- 
ence of Dr. Emmett C. Dent, who has 
served New York in this capacity for 
more than sixteen years. Dr. Dent is a 
southerner, a native of Mississippi, and 
spends every one of his brief vacations 
in his beloved south. He graduated from 
the University of Virginia and was edu- 
cated in medicine at Bellevue, New York 
city. He made brain and nerve diseases 
a special study, and immediately after 
graduating in 1879 became a member of 
the staff of the New York city asylum. 
A few years later he became assistant 
superintendent, and his final promotion to 
the head of the head of the institution 
came in 1886. 

Notwithstanding his’ manifold 
sional duties, Dr. Dent. finds time for 
continual self-improvement. He is a 
wide-awake, progressive student of med- 
ical science, a writer for medical jeur- 
nals and is a member of four different 
societies—surgical, medical and psycho- 
logical, in additton to being a member of 
the Lotus Club, the Holland House lodge 
and the New York Southern Society. 

He is also an associate member of the 
confederate veterans, which must be a 
purely sympathetic alliance, as there is no 
hint of the ‘“‘veteran’’ in Dr. Dent's ap- 
pearance. He looks hardly more than 
40, having an alert manner, a sniooth, 
finely-feagpred face, keen blackygeves that 
seem to iook one through and through 
and a mouth and chin tHat express firm- 
ness and power of control, tempered by 
kindly judgment.

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introduced to one of the young women 
patients, who was the head and the 
“stage manager’ of a little dramatic 
company composed of some of the pa- 
tients. She told me she wrote little plays 
herself cccasionally for them to act, 
and bade the nurse open the “property 
room’’—a closet—and show me the really 
pretty costumes designed and worn by 
the performing patients. 

“Healthful and varied recreation is 
a wonderful means toward the relief and 
cure of mental diseases,’’ said Dr. Dent. 
“We have many facilities for it here, 
indoor and and outdoor. In addition to 
wesklyv dances, concerts, games, etc., we 
have a "physical cuiture #@lass which 
three times a week engages in calisthe- 
mic exercises under the supervision of a 
physician and a nurse.” 

But after all there is nothing like em- 
ployment for ministering to, the mind 
diseased. Work under proper conditions 
is a blessing to the insane. 

Soon after a patient bas been admit- 
ted to Manhattan hospital, and while 
she is still in the reception ward, her 
case is carefuly studied by the physi- 
cians, that such employment may be 
assigned her as is suited to her physical 
and mental condition. Where there is 
much depression, light outdoor work is 
advisable, and companies of Women may 
be seen working in the vegetable gar- 
dens and fower beds, pulling up weeds, 
collecting seeds, tying up vines, gather- 
ing vegetables and picking berries and 
other fruits 

In the sewing room, where there are 
sixteen machines run by electricity, 
every @arment is made that is worn by 
the patients—such great stacks of gar- 
ments as can hardly be imagined. In 
another room one hears the clatter of 
looms, and finds women engaged in weav- 
ing rag carpets and rugs, while others 
are making mats, baskets, brushes, 
coverlids, etc. Mattresses are made and 
repaired by the patients and cane chairs 
rebottomed. 

In still another room fancy articles are 
being made. Some of the patients make 
really lovely lace and embroider with a 
degree of skill, while others make arti- 
ficial flowers, with which the reception 
and sitting rooms are decorated on fes- 
tive occasions, 

Others busy themselves with feeding 
the birds in the aviaries or watering and 
otherwise caring for the plants and flow- 
ers in the green room. Here in the 
pleasant cofrtservatories tenderly minis- 
tering to the flowers, which she says are 
her ‘‘comforters,”’ you will see a lovely 
and gifted southern woman, who has a 
romantic and tragic life-story. 

A hundred and thirty patients are 
steadily emploved in the different de- 
partments of the laundry, where the 
work is made easy by modern appliances; 
even the flat irons move automatically 
and are heated by electricity. 

“It is my policy,” said Dr. Dent, “to 
give some employment to all who are 
able to do anything, éven though it may 
be of little use in the economy of the 
hogpital.”’ 

However, the werk done by the pa- 
tients is profitable to the hospital, as is 
shown Dy the yearly reports of the 
results of this labor. last year, the 
value of the field and garden products 
was $4,152.72, while the articles made and 
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manufactured by the patients were val- 
ued at $32,329.96. ‘Think of this, and re- 
member that formerly insane patients 
were believed to be incapable of doing 
work of any kind! 

But are recreation, fresh air and em- 
ployment all? Are there no agents more 
active and immediate employed in 

treating the insane? In-

the Insane paiients. There are 

many forms of insanity, 
each calling for a special kind of treat- 
ment. The first work that is done is to 
try to build wr the patient physically. 
Insanity is now known to be not a dis- 
ease purely cf the mind. It has a phvsi- 
ca! basis and extends all through the 
system. 

Nearly all patients when admitted to 
the hospital are found to be in a run- 
down bodily condition. They are either 
half stupid, or wildly excited; in either 
case they are indifferent to food. Often 
they positively refuse to eat and nourish- 
ment must be forcibly administered to 
them by means of the naso-stomach tube. 
Great stress is laid upoh diet in the Man- 
hattan hospital. 

The physicians study the food question 
in its bearing on different cases and the 
result of their study is faithfuily carried 
out by the cooks in tne great kitchen, 
superintended by a woman chef, a gradu- 
ate of Drexel institute, assisted by nurses 
in the different wards, who are skilled in 
the preparation of food for the sick. 

Electricity, massage, iron and vege- 
table tonics and sedative drugs are em- 
ployed in treating the patients, but the 
therapeutic agent most depended upon in 
this up-to-date hospital is after all God's 
free remedy—water. Dr. Dent nad long 


aaa attenti y observed the results of 
hydriatic treatment in the sunitarium of 
Dr. Baruch, the famous water cure physi- 
clan of New York, he became a full be- 
liever in hydrotherapy and had his hos- 
pital fitted up with al the modern appli- 
ances for its use, and now water is em- 
ployed as a sedative to quiet furious pa- 
tients, instead of opiates and ehoral us 
in former times. 

The simple, old-fashioned bathing tub, 
however, is seldom used. This has been 
superseded by the hot air and the vapor 
cabinet, the spray or rain bath, the jet 
bath, the needle bath, sitz bath, Scotch 
douche and cold and hot packs. 

The most violent patients can be quiet- 
ed by some form of the water treatment 
and the most listless and lifeless melan- 
cholic can be aroused. A typical case is 
that of a young girl of 18 who, from the 
age of 12, had been eniployed in a hot, 
close candy factory, without rest or 
recreation. When brought to the asylum 
she was in a State of violent excitement, 
tearing her clothes off, screaming and 
throwing herself violently about. Under 


the old style of treatment she would have 


been filled with injection of morphine un- 
til a temporary stupor had intervened, 
but at the Manhattan she was put into a 
warm wet pack, covered snugly with 
blankets, an ice cap on her head and a 
hot water bottle at her feet. She graduai- 
ly became quiet and in three hours she 
was taken from the pack, sponged with 
alcohol and given a light massage. She 
fell into a deep, sweet sleep, the first she 
had enjoyed for a long time. 

Patients sunk in deep melancholy and 
refusing to notice anything are aroused 
by the jet bath and rain bath or the 
Scotch douche. 

The many and various types of insanity 
form a most interesting study, Many 
chronic patients at the Manhattan hos- 
pital talk so intelligently and with such 
good sense that one cannot believe they 
are insane unti] something happens to 
touch their weak spot—then presto; they 
are off; carried away by their delusion. 
Sometimes it is weeks before they have 
an insane spell, dnd even then they seem 
to be harmless. It is a pity that persons 
with this degree of sanity should be con# 
fined in an asylum with those suffering 
from acute mania. But where can they 
go? There are sanitariums and homes for 
those mentally diseased all around New 
York, but they open only te the sesame 
of gold. Their charges for keeping pa- 
tients are so high that none but the 
wealthy can afford to put their insane 
relatives in these |uxurious, or even com- 
fortable homes. Many have empoverish- 
ed themselves in the effort to do so. The 
state asylums are badly crowded and 
there is pressing need of some institution 
where those who are chronically and 
mildly insane may at moderate expense 
have a degree of care and restraint and 
a supervision that would enable them to 
be. in many instances, self-suporting. 

On this line Dr. Dent makes a most im- 
portant suggestion to the state commis- 
sion on lunacy. He says: ‘For several 

years I have strongly ad-

tion by boat which could be 
conducted in an economi- 
eal way for the care of the chronic in- 
sane. Sufficient land could be purchased 
to give employment to a large number of’ 
these-fatients and comfortable cottages 
built for them to occupy. A colony of 
mild lunatics and cranks with a degree 
of kind and considerate restraint ex- 
ercised over them would be an interesrt- 
ing and excellent way of solving a pr: *- 
lem that is of much moment to num 
of anxious relatives of the mentally un- 
sound, as well to communities at large— 
the problem what to do with persons too 
sane and well behaved to be confined in 
a lunatic asylum, yet are not able to 
take proper care of themselves. while re- 
senting the interference of their natural 
guardians.’’ There are hosts of such per- 
sons who might live safely and happily 
in such a colony as Dr. Dent suggests, 
where varied industries could occupy 
their time and enable them almost or 
wholly to.suwport themselves.

The tree is still standing, and is yet 
a magnificent specimen of the oak spe- 
cjes, though it is very much decayed, 
and now that decay has 
set in will quickly be de- 
stroyed, for the damp- 
ness of the isiand at this 
point is very great. As is 
shownbythe protograpa, 
taere has been erected 
near the tree a small Episcopat church, 
where services are regularly held. In 
the graveyard attached to the church are 
stones with dates on them as far back as 
174) and 1750. 

In te graveyard lie the remains of 
Thomas Buatier King. a man of consider- 
able prominence in that part of Georgia 
and a relative of ““homas Nelson Page. 

The tree is situated apout midway be- 
tween some noted places, namely, the old 
fort at Frederica. which is about three- 
quarters of a mile distant, and which 
the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion are contemplating repairing. About 
a mile in another direction is the ‘“‘bloody 
marsh,”’ the story of its title being that 
a battle so bloody was fought there 
that for davs and days the marsh was 
simply and truly not a water marsh, but 
a bloody marsh. In another direction, 
about the same distance, is an old colonial 
house, built long before the revolution, 
and which stands as a monument to the 
solid and stable character of Spanish ar- 
chitecture. The house and the ground 
was owned by a man by the name of 
Page, a close relative of Thomas Nelson 
Page. This man Page’s daughter mar- 
ried a man by the name of Thomas But- 
ler King. who, as before stated. is huried 
in the little cemetery near the tree, 
as is also his wife. 

In still another direction is a place call- 
ed ‘“‘Retreat,’’ which was possibly the fin- 
est piace on the island. It is now in a 
complete state of delapidation, the old 
stone mansion fiaving crumbled to decay. 

But the tree still stands—and it is in- 
deed a pity that some way could not be 
devised to preserve it for hundreds of 
years to come. It is festooned with lang 
gray moss, which gives it the appear- 
ance of a weeping willow, as though it 
were weeping for the days that are past 
and gone, never to return again. 
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¥ Eye-Witnesses Tell of the Historicand 
Spectacular Star Shower

my early youth, “ever 
since the stars fell.’’ or 
ten years after the ‘falling 
of tye stars,” or “long way 
before the stars fell,’’ were 
expressions often heard in 
middle Georgia. | In “fact, 
in some places you would 
hear referencé to the “‘fall- 
ing of the stars’’ among 
the good old farmers al- 
most as often as you would 
hear them speak of the 

“Fourth of July,” “lying by crops’ and 
“Christmas times.” I 
Of course this reference to the falling 
of the stars meant the grand event which 
Occurred on the night of November 18, 
3, “when (as one writer has it) the 
Stars fell like snowflakes and finally dart- 
ed back and forth, making the most won- 
derfu) display of the kind ever seen.”’ 

As the 13th of November has just 
Passed, I felt interested in asking many 
of the old veterans at the Confederate 
Soldiers’ Home of Georgia what they re- 
Membered about it, and it is really in- 

ting to note how closely they agree 
: relating certain reminiscences connect- 
\@d with this grand event. 

Authors al] agree that about this time 
every year the earth passes through a4 
eeftain meteoric stratum which seems to 
Move in such a way that the earth strikes 
tt annually about this time. 

David A. King, aged 82, a member of 
Ciipany E, Fifth Georgia militia, who

But one thing 
soon gave him relief. as he noticed none 
of the stars (so-called) reached the earth, 
and he did not think they could set the 
earth on fire, 

The shower of stars continued to in- 
crease as the morning advanced, and the 
party did not lay down again after dis- 
covering the stars were falling. but re- 
mained up and thiked about the strange 
occurrence, 

“We went down to the vnond to get 
some water, and to look into the water 
was u sight beyond description, as it 
iodked like they were coming from both 
directions. up and down, and meeting 
at the surface of the water. I noticed 
three large stars in the east fall in suc- 
cession, and they lighted up everything 
around so that you could have picked 
vp a pin. We arrived in Columbus the 
next dav and everybody seemed to be 
excited and talking about the occur- 
rence.’ 

Ww. J. Copeland, of company |, Sixteenth 
Georgia regiment, who fought bravely 
in the battles of the Wilderness, Spottsyl- 
yania, Gettysburg and Fredericksburg, 
says: 

“T was living in DeKalb county in 1 
mile of Doraville. My father saw the stars 
falling and woke us all up. and said the 
world was coming to an end. I arose and 
rushed out in the yard. After I recovered 
from my scare, I tried to catch some of 
the stars, .but could not. It lasted ‘wo 
and probably longer. I di not 
go back to bed again that nig) nd what 
frightened me most was to see my mam 
and dad kneel down and pray. The next 
morning we had a very heavy dew. and 
the second morning a heavy frost. I am 
now 81 years old, yet the ‘falling stars’ 
is a vivid memory.”’ 

N. W. Culpepper, corporal of company 
C, Twenty-ninth Georgia cavalry, and 81 
years of age, says. “I witnessed the latter 
part of the star shower, and while I did 
not know what it meant, yet I was not 
frigntened.”’ 

G. 8S. Paul, a private in Walthall’s bat- 
talion of artillery in the war of the six- 
ties, and now 78. years old, says he was 9 
vears old at the time, 
lived in Patrick county, 
Virginia, and was the 
first one up at his fath- 
er’s house a* 4 ‘clock in 
the morning. He says, 
“The whole elements 
seemed to be full of shooting stars, and 
seemed to be going from the east to the 
west; but none reached the earth. I saw 
one very large one burst and spangle like 
A sky rocket. I wag not frightened, but 
stood and looked at it guietly. I then 
went in the house, and said to my father, 
‘The stars are falling.’ He made sport of 
me, but when my mother looked out and 
said, ‘Billy, it is true,’ my father then 
went to the door, and after looking out 
and seeing that the stars were falling, 
said, ‘It is caused by two much electricity 
in the air. Major John Rowland wae 
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camped near by with. some negroes, and 
they were all very much frightened, and 
thinking the world was about to come to 
an end went to praying in good old-fash- 
ioned Methodist style. The shower of 
stars continued until daylight.”’ 

J. C. Stokes, aged 79, a private in com- 
pany G, Ninth Georgia volunteers, who 
passed safely through the second battle 
of Manassas, Malvern Hill, Wilderness 
and other engagements, gays, “I was liv- 
iing in Canada, In the province of Ontario. 
The shower of siars was very brilliant; 
they did not fall straight, but in a slant- 
ing direction, and lasted until dayltght 
and caused much excitement in all that 
section of country. An amusing incident 
connected with the event comes to my 
mind. A crowd of men who were on a 
spree when the stars began falling became 
frightened, and wanted some one to pray 
for them. A man named Ellison said, 
‘Boys, this will never do,’ and kneeling 
down he prayed for the crowd, although 
he was very.drunk at the time, yet it wag 
said he made an eloquent and impressive 
prayer. My grandfather, John Gilmore, 
who was born in the state of Massachu- 
setts, and joined the continental] army at 
the age of 16, and who was knocked from 
a bridge by a British dragoon, and had 
his skull fractured, was in the crowd and 
was drunk like the rest. Of the number, 
four were never known to drink again. 

‘“‘We moved to the United States in 1837. 
I came south in 1845 and entered the con- 
federate army in 1861, and left it at Ap- 
pormattox. The shower of stars was 
many times almost reproduced to me 
during the war by the heavy firing on the 
picket line at night, the numerous flashes 
of the guns in the dark reminding me 
of it very much.” 

‘Allen Smith, 82 years of age, and one 
of the best soldiers during the war of the 
sixties, says, “1 was living at Abbeville; 
Ss. C., at the time of the falling of the 
stars. We discovered it early, and it 
looked like the elements were on fire. 
Everybody was much excited and thought 
the end of time and the world was at 
hand. The stars disappeared as they 
neared the earth.”’ 

P. A. Summey, a member of the grand 
old Fourth Georgia regiment, and in 
many of the hardest fought battles of the 
war in the sixties, says, “I Was not ojd 
enough to witness the grand panorama of 
the shower of the stars, but I have heard 
vears ago many interesting accounts and 
descriptions of that noted event. My 
father told me that we were all gleeping 
when, about 4 o’clock in the morhing, a 
favorite old darkey, Uncle Tom, came 
rushing into the room and Said, ‘Get up, 
master, the world is burning up.’ My 
father thought the old fellow had lost his 
mind, but my mother arose, went to a 
window, pulled the curtain aside, and 
She turned to my father and 
exclaimed, ‘The whole air is filled with 
fire. My father than arose, dressed and 
went out. @By that time every darkey 
on the place was up and in the dwelling, 
some praying and others frightened out 


of their wits. My father said at the first 
he was frightened, although he was a 
very calm and collecte¢ man. He soon 
discovered that the “meteors became 
extinguished when they neared the earth 
or any solid body, and he knew that 
could do no harm, and soon pacified all 
the family, both white and black. 
' “This oocu in North Carolina. One 
old white-headed darkey, Uncle Bmanuel, 
ewned by one of my relatives, was, in af- 
ter years, a preacher among the darkies, 
I asked him once when he was converted. 
He replied, saying that he was at one 
time a great gambler and a big sinner; 
that he used to play cards and throw 
fire corn every Sunday. But when the 
stars fell; it frightened him and he en- 
deavored to lead a good life éver since.”’ 
“Years ago in north Georgia I had for 
a neighbor a venerable old man named 
Gregory. He was a Baptist, and preach- 
ed sometimes; was «a 
This Mam £6°0d man and loved by 
Converted everyone. He informed 
by me that at one time he 
Star was wicked,‘ but the fall- 
Shower ing of the stars changed 
his fe, and since then 
he had always tried to be réady for the 
‘old thief, death,’ even if he should 
come in the night tiue, and. that his 
lamp was always trimmed and burning 


, to receive the bridegroom.” 


Although quite a child I remember dis- 

ctly when the the stars fell. My father, 
who was a farmer in moderate circum- 
stances, lived on his farm 5 miles below 
Maison, Ga., on the Greensboro road. 
His\ custom had been for many years to 
have in the winter time a iarge fire built 
in what was known as the sitting room. 
Every morning at 4 o'clock the faithful 
old negro man (Uncle John) had this 
specific duty to perforin, which was con- 
sidered a post of honor and entitled him 
to certain privileges mot allowed to 
others. 

On the morning of the day referred to, 
at least a half hour before the usual 
time, Uncle John came in very hurriedly, 
bawling at the top of his voice, saying: 
“Master! Master! Get up; get up! The 
stars are just a-falling over the whole 
yearth: the end of time has come and 
judgment day is a-comin’.’’ My father 
got up at once, opened the door and found 
the stars shooting in every direction. 
The noise awoke me. I cried to be car- 
ried to the door,.and the old gentleman 
carried me in his arms. I distinctly re 
member the exciting features of the oc- 
casion, which has been so vividly por- 
trayed by many writers. My recollection 
was that the stars hit the ground, but no 
author seems to agree with me in that re- 
spect. It seems that as they neared @ 
solid substance they became extinguish- 
ed. -» 

But I do remember that many of the 
negroes, men, women and children came 
running up to the door calling upon the 
good Lord, God Almighty and did Marse 
Reuben to protect them, take care of 
them. hold them in the hollow of their 
hands. deliver them from the firery fur- 
race, judgment day and the falling stars. 
There was much praying, shouting and 
crying among them. Most of - them 
seemed to remember some leading sin 
with which they had been connected. 
For instance, ‘“‘Aunt Easter’ prayed most 
vociferously for being turned out of the 
church because she cursed when the cow 
kicked over the wucket of milk during 
her morning service; old Uncle Martin, 
who at that time was being «atfraigned 
before the church for treating at a 
prayer meeting several brethren and sis- 
ters to a pie made of chicken from his 
wife’s old marster, prayed that the good 
white brethren would forgive him for the 
theft, and then came old Uncle Quaw, 
who confessed that he had been stealing 
taters out of old marster’s patch for the 
last two years, which old master knew 
nothing about, and he did not consider 
it any sin, anyway, a8 it was marster’s 
taters and marster’s nigger. If it was a 
sin he hoped to be forgiven. Tnere were 
other similar confessions which 1 do not 
remember. 

in my father’s neighborhood lived an 
eccentric old “farmer, by the name of 
‘George Martin, who managed his planta- 
tion and negroes thereon, in @ manner 
unto himself. On this place, was a negro, 
Haniy, as peculiar as his master, and as 
mean as he was peculiar, and if anything 
was uglier than he was mean. Besides 
being of ugly shape, rather on the gorilla 
order, he had a most forbidding counte- 
nance and to add to this “Old Hard Mar- 
tin,’ as he was familiarly known was 
‘“one-eyed.”” Hard and old Marg George 
sekiom agreed, had many collisions and 
much frition. 

The consequence was, that “Old Hard’’ 
was in the woods, run away, about half 
his time. Hard was in the woods “when 
the stars fell.”’ 

Being alone he became much frightened 
and soon felt that his grand pyrotechnic 
display was . the appryvaching of judg- 
ment day and that the earth would soon 
be burned up. Hard began to pray and 
ask forgiveness for his many sins, prom- 
ising nig- Heavenly Father that if he 
could but be spared this time he would 
change his course of conduct and lead a 
better life. The stars @ove “Oki Hard” 
home to his “Old Marster,’’ contrary to 
Hard’s expectation, “Old Mars George” 
welcomed him home.. They made mutual 
concessions and forever thereafter “Old 
Hard” was the favorite darky on the 
place. We became an earnest Christian, 
joined the Baptist church, was a leading 
preacher among his race for many years. 
His “Ola Marster’’ often set a time to hear 
“Old Hard’ preach, refusing to hear any 
other one praach, white or black. So far 
as I remember, I don’t think old George 
Martin ever went to hear any one preach 
but “Old Hard,’ as long as he lived. 

A Baptist minister, a traveling evangel- 
ist, happened to stop with a good brother 
in Madison on the night referred to. When 
the stars began to fall, this divine became 
fully impreseed that judgment day had 
come, and without any respect for his 
personal appearance, he jumped out of 
bed and began to run from house to house 
in his scant attire of the’ordinary robe- 
de-nuit, calling wpon the people to re- 
pent, repent, that the day of judgment 
was at hand, and that unless repentance 
came at once all would be lost. He was 
of the old primstone and flery furnace 
style, and this failing of the stars was 
just to his notion, that all unrepentants 
would be surely consumed in the burning 
lake or some other flery machine, . and 
he thought the falling st@#rs had come for 
that purpose and that alone. 

After going to several houses, very 
much to the amusement of some and the 
disgust of others, he happened at the 
house of old “Uncle Johnnie Flanigan,’ 
the wit and the wag of the town. 

He urged “Ttincle Johnnie’ to repent a* 
once and be ready for the burning up of 
the world, or he would forever hereafter 

be lost. ‘‘T’ncle Johnnie”’

Passing of the Diamond-Back Terrapin, Ex- 
pensive Table Luxury 


HE season is now at hand 
when that most dmpenatie'| 
of delicacies, the diamond- 
back terrapin, will grace 
the table of the epicure. 
Perhaps “epicure’’ is not 
the word, but neverthe- 
less the taste for terrapin 
is altogether a cuitivated 
one, and the novice who 
sits down to his first dish 
without Knowing what it 
is, invariably leaves it for 

“ the next course. There is 

notning attractive in the looks of the 

most carefully prepared terrapin, but 
lovers of the dish claim there is nothing 
finer to the taste. 

It is safe to assert the real diamond- 
back is actually known to a very small 
proportion of people, and principally in 
the east. This particular species is in- 
digenous to the lower Chesapeake bay,and 
has become ,far-famed as a Maryland 
product along with the oyster of that 
state. 

For twenty-five years or more the sup- 
ply has been steadily diminishing, and 
the present season bids fair to run far 
short of the demand. Indeed, it has been 
stated that ‘t will not b3 long before this 
luxury will be a thing of the past. There 
was a time when the Maryland ler'sla- 
ture passed a law prohibiting slave . wn- 


ers from feeding terrapin to their slaves 


the required length. Prices at Crisfield 
now are: For those 7 to 8 inches long, $0 
a dozen; 6 tu 7 inches, $36 a dozen; 6 to 6 
inches, $2 a dozen. 

“There seems to be a great discrepancy 
between $60 and $2 a dozen, out of all 
proportion to the size, but terrapin are 
distinguished for more quanhties than 
mere price. As they increase in flavor 
with age and appear to be more tender, 
the 100 or more years of a terrapin’s ex- 
istence is worthy of some consideration. 
Then, as said before, the small ones can- 
not be marketed, and not every hunter is 
able to keep them urtil they reach the 
proper size, 

“The item of cost Is considerably in- 
creased, however, before the diamond 
back is found,on the banquet board. Or- 
ders from oonsumers are usually placed 
with Sealers, who may or may not 
be able to fill them from the stocks on 
hand. If a dealer receives a large order 
and hasn't a sufficient supply, he skir- 
mishes around among other dealers and 
frequently sends to other cities New 
York and Philadelphia are thus drawn 
upon at times by Baltimore dealers to 
meet demands, but as a rule it is this 
city that is asked to help out her north- 
ern sisters. In the course of the diamond 
back’s progress from his native waters 
to the epicure’s table its value begins to 
soar. The prices to the customer Trang® 
from $30 to $80 or more a dozen. As only 
the wealthy car. enjoy the delicious dish,

‘“befo’ the war.” That they are becom- 
ing acarce is a stern reality, but the 
enormous price they bring induces men 
to hunt them, One hundred dollars a 
dozen is a rather steep price, but the 
real article has reached that mark in 
the market more than once. 

In an interesting article on the Mary- 
land diamcnd-back terrapin. The Balti- 
more Sun makes the following com- 
ments: 

‘Just what steps to take to prevent 
the supply of diamond backs from be- 
coming wiped out entirely and to in- 
crease the present small number of ter- 
rapin, if pessible, has been a problem 
that has caused considerable thought for 
years, and yet no practical solution has 
peen reached. Dealers along the lower 
bay shores, it is said, are now endeavor- 
ing to perfect some means of artificial 
incubation similar to that which has 
reached a succéssful point in fowl rais- 

g. Itis a question whether the terrapin 
will propagate in captivity, but the use 
of incubators wil serve to protect the 
eggs from their enemies, principally ‘ 
marsh rats and crows. Unless some such 
steps are taken the diamond back, at 
its present rate of decrease, will shortly 
becore extinct. 

‘While the supply is constantly growing 
smaller, the demand is increasing, or at 
least would increase if it could be sup- 
plied at anything short of 
prohibitive prices. It re- 
quires a well-filled pock- 
etbook now, however, to 
afford indulgence in this 
table luxury. The old 
plantation masters of the 
past would not have believed that the 
sea food found in such abundance along 
their shores and fed to slaves in order to 
save bacon would cost their sons and 
grandsons at the rate of from $§ to $100 a 
dozen, and be difficult to provide sven 
then for these who could afford to pay 
the price. A few years ago all the terra- 
pin wanted could be had for $10 a dozen 
and less 

“Crisfield, Md., is now the chief source 
of terrapin supply, although a few are 
sent to market each season from the 
Ctoptank river and the waters of Tal- 
bot county. For some years the dealers 
at Crisfield and other points have been 
gathering the diamond backs, a few ata 
time, and keeping them tn pounds staked 
off in the water, Nearly all the good 
Chesapeake terrapin left are now impris- 
oned in these pounds, it is estimated. It 
is illegal to market those under 5 inches 
in length on the lower shell, and pound 
men keep the under-sized until they reach 
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The Diamond Back Terrapin 


and as most of those who include it in 
their special menus desire as good an 
article as they can get, the cost is usually 
from $6) to $75 a dozen. Large sizes 
readily bring $100. 

“At Crisfield are three terrapin pounds, 
through which most. of the eastern trade 
is supplied. Formerly terrapin held for 
market were kept in boxes and barrels 
until the time for shipment, but they usu- 
ally became very poor, and many Gied. 
One winter a Crisfe!d dealer had hun- 
dreds of them stored in a vacant bouse, 
and during the cold weather nearly half 
of them froze. This suggested the idea 
of keeping them in their native element, 
and pounds were constructed for this pur- 
pose. These are simply sections of water 
so inclosed that the terrapin cannot es- 
cape. A large tract of marsh land is sur- 
rounded by a hlgh board fence, extending 
from 2 to 3 feet into the mud. The in- 
terior is then divided into a number of 
compartments containing the terrapin in 
order of their size. Then ponds and 
canals are dug, so that the tides can have 
free sweep through the pounds, and wire 
netting is used to prevent the terrapin 
from swimming from one compartment to 
another. 

“Finally large sand beds are construct- 
ed, where the females may lay their eggs 
to be hatched by the heat of the sun. 
These beds are frequently 
examined, and the young 
Reproduce terrapin are removed. 

tion The young, when frst 
is hatched, are perfectly 
Arranged soft, end it takes a num- 
ber of days for the shell 
to harden. It is stated that the newiv- 
hatched terrepin will not come out of 
th» sand at all during the first season if 
left to its own inclination. One dealer 
now has a large box @illed with young 
which were hatched in his pound last 
summer. The terrapin in the pounds are 
fed regularly on hard-shell crabs and 
seem to get along very well. 

“Catching terrapin for market was once 
more or less followed as a business all 
along the bay shores, Dut it is now prac- 
tically an incidental of the water-man’s 
life, as the scarcity of the game makes 
the hunt urprofitable. It is considered a 
great plece of luck at present to find a 
diamond back or two snuggled down in 
the mud. Dredging for them with drags 
somewhat tesembling the crab net was 
lucrative at one time, but is now almost 
forgotten. The few found are taken in a 
ad‘fferent way. ; 

‘The diamond back hunter goes out on 
the marshes with a slender fron bar, or 
“prod,” which he sticks down at inter- 
vals of about 6 inches in spots which 
look fo him though likely to hide the 
prey. Early in the fall the terrapin zo 
to the marshes and bury themselves Mm 
the mud to the depth of a foot or more. 
Many sink In the mud at the bottom of 
& muskrat run. Others select some retirT- 
ed pond and disappear from sight in its 
ooze. In these places the ‘“prodder’”’ 
hunts, veually after the first winter thaw 
of ics The;terrapin then seem to rise 
almost to the top of the mud and sink 
again, leaving a distinct depression as it 
setties back in place. When struck with 
the biunt end of the iron prod the hunter 
pulls the quarry out with a little hook in 
one end of the Sometimes a plece 
of wood is struck with the rod. The no- 
vice is unable to distinguish between the 
sound made upon the wood and the ring 
of a terrapin’s back, but to the expe- 
rienced hunter it is quite different, and 
he seldom makes mistakes. The old 
hunters say that the t«rrapim never hiber- 
nates in deep water, but always seeks 
the shallows or the marshes in which to 
bury for the winter. 


“In collecting terrapin enough for a 
shipment the reptiles are sometimes kept 
for several weeks out of their native ele- 
ment. They are usually stored in a dry 
and temperate room or box until ready to 
be sent to market. 

“The desultory collector, or one not 
regular in the business, usually ships his 
terrapin to market in small lots soon after 
securing them, and they are kept in the 
storage houses of city dealers until want- ‘ 
ed. They are usually placed in a dry | 
room or large box and left to shift for 
themselves. 
his firm has had $15,000 worth on hand 


at atime, ‘but that hasn’t been within 
the last ten years,’ he added. The bay- 
shore collectors and dealers usually come 
to the city about Ncvember 1 to arrange 
for marketing the season's supply. 

“The scarcity of the genuine article 
and the regular demand for it have, of 
course, led to the use of substitutes, some 
of which are sold and bought in good 
faith. while frequently the substitute 
masquerades on the banquet board as the 
highly-prized diamond back. 

“One of the most frequently used of 
these pseudo diamond backs is the Biloxi 
terrapin, so-called because it comes prin- 
cipally from the marshes and bayous of 
the gulf, near Biloxi, Miss. The “golden” 
also often takes the place of its more 
aristccrati¢g relative at stately functiona 
Many gojden came from the west. The 
meat of these piebeian cousins of the 
lordiy diamond back is not as dark. but 
only to the educated taste is much differ- 
ent from the rea] luxury. The golden and 
Biloxi articles are also increasing in 
value as the demand for them grows, 
and those of good size and other mar 
ketable attainments sometimes reach es 
high as $2 a dozen. 


“W:th the passing of the diamond beck 
the business of de¢yeloping ‘sliders’ and 
‘Ted-belly’ terrapin for market has be- 
gun in seme sections of the eastern shore, 
The ‘slider’ often attains large propor- 
tions, weighing as much as 20 pounds or 
more. The ‘red-belly’ is a smaller spe- 
cies. The larger variety occasionally 
sels for as high as $2.80 apiece, though 
the average price is from 7 cents to 
$1.50. The smaller variety sells for from 
7% cents to $1.50 a dozen. 

“These terrapin bury in the mud from 
3 to 5 feet deep, and. like the diamond 
back, are found by sounding with a stick 
and pulled cut with a hook. The female, 
before she deposits her eggs, ‘s most 
sought after, as the numerqus eggs add 
greatly to the richness of the prepared 
dish. The remale terrapin deposits her 
eggs, ranging from twenty-five to thirty 
in number, in the sandy fields near her 
bedding grounds. The eggs are covered 
with sand and packed at night, and the 
terrapin seeks the water again before the 
hot sum reaches her. Old trappers say 
they have known terrapin to be killed by 
the sun while making their way to the 
marsh after laying. 

“The crow is the greatest enemy to ths 
terrapin, hunting out their nests ang de- 
stroying the eggs by wholesale.”

‘ Noting Doctors’ letter on “Pride Bet- 
ter Taan Love,” in your issue of No- 
vember 2, I cannot let it pass without a 
word On the other side. it takes tov 
much the spirit of absolute materialism 
taken by so many physicians.

many bloody encounters with Mexicans 
and Indians. coming out victorious im 
évery fight. 

Shelby’s messengers could get no satis- 
faction from Maximilion, and at last .the 
order came from Bazoine for .the con- 
federates to report to him in the city of 
Mexico. | 
The story of that adventurous march 
cannot be told,in this brief article. It 
was one of the most heroic on record, 
full of romance and adventure. 

. At the capital, Shelby, his officers, 
soidiers and his distinguished confederate 
companions were cordially received. 

Maximilian hearé Shelby with close at- 
tention, and Bazaine was evidently very 
much interested. In fact, the marshal 
Was not unwilling to support Shelby’s 
scheme. 

The emperor, however, had faith in 
his people. He believéd that his empire 
was safe, and was averse to anything 
that would lead to trouble with the 
United States. 

With profuse thanks, he declined to 
help the confederates to regain control. 
of the department west of the Missis- 
sippl in return for their general's pledge 
to bring 100,000 southerners to fight for 
the empire. 

Maximilian had been advised by his 


Americans—yankees, as they were ealled 
in Mexico. He had Ween taught to be- 
HMeve that the new-comers would finally 
turn against him and take control of the 
government 

Disappointed and helpless, in a strange 
land, with his companions dependent 
upon him, what would Shelby do but aec- 
cept the emperor's offer of a big tract 
of land at Cordova for his colony? 

Bazaine gave him $50,000 In gold to ald 
the new settiement. and the general and 
hundreds of his friends began their life 
as colonists under the empire ' 

Gradually the settlers returned to the 
United States, and their leader followed 
their example, not. however, beforé he 
had, at the risk of his life. befriended 
Maximilian in a vain effort to save him 
from hia Mexican murderers. 

With other notable bits of history con- 
nected with Shelby's expedition this nar- 
rative has nothing to do. The purpose 
of the writer is simply to give a flash- 
light. glimpse of the ‘ast desperate ef- 
fort of. the confederates to recover and 
hold a part of their territory under a 
government of their own.

ZOLA AND DEGENERACY. 

Zola, who used. hig pen on others as @ 
dissecting knife. submitte? himself. some 
years ago, to a detailed medical examina- 
tion in the general interests of anthro- 
pology, frankly recognizing the fact that 
Max Nordau saw in him an excellent f- 
lustration of his theory of the connection 
between ‘genius and Megeneracy. Not all 
those observations nor his own answers 
to questions about himself were pub- 
lished during his life; but there is how 
no need for reticence. He had a wrinkled 
forehead when he was 6; he had “morbid 
ideas’’ until he was 35; and then, when 
Success came in at the door, they es- 
caped by the window. With his intelec- 
tual power went a lack of nervous equi- 
librium; and though he had a strong will 
and tenacity of purpose, he had feeble 
powers of concentration and attention, 
and in later years an uncertain memory. 
He had bad sight, and no ear for music. 
The French experts who examined 'him 
gave their verdict in a word—he was a 
*‘neuropath.”

It is 
proposed to remedy this also by filling 
the entire city from the sea wall on the 
gulf- side to the bay. The fill will gradu- 
ate from 12 feet down to 1. A district 
covering 924 city blocks, 42 squares one 
way and 22 the other, will be included in 
the project. The work if properly rushed 
ought to be accomplisnew in two years. 
The earth for the filing will be brought 
from the mainland and will consist of 
about 2,800 traip loads of 20 cars each. 
The estimated cost will be $1,500,000. 
The funds to prosecute the work are 
to be raised by the legislature allowing 
the city of Galveston to divert for fifteen 
years its state taxes from the treasurv 
into a fund to be used solely for grading 
the city. The last session remitted the 
taxes for two years for this purpose, and 
it is practically certain that the bill will 
be adepted in ful! at the next session. 
The argument in favor of the plan is that 
there can be no objection on the part of 
the taxpayers of the state, because it 
is not a direct appropriation, the money 
being used coming from Galveston alone, 
and that afterwards the vastly increased 
property values resulting from it will 
more than repay the state for what it 
misses during the period the taxes are al- 
lowed to lapse. There seems to be no 
question but that the bill will pass, as it 
is. inculcated in the demotratic platform— 
and Texas will likely go democratic this 
year. 

I asked a prominent citizen: 
it should not pass, what will you do 
then?’’ He shook his head and said: ‘It 
will surely go through, but if it don’t,” 
and he looked up and smiled, ‘‘why Gal- 
veston will find some other way.” .

I do not know that the raHroads of 
Switzerland could be acquired by any 
trust, but they are certainly profitable. 
In 1900 they paid a net profit of over 
$11,000,000, and their travel is increasing 
every year. Only four years ago the 
government decided to buy them, and the 
transfer of the lines from private parties 
to the state is now urdér way. The roads, 
including the tramways, have a length of 
about 2,500 miles, and there are so many 
rack and cab'e Mnes running up the sides 
of the mothtains to give access to the 
beautiful views that Mark Twain says, 
“Every Alp has row a iadder up its back 
like a pair of suspenders.” 

One of the nicest things of the govern- 
ment railway system is its general season 
licke+3s or passes, which include all 
Switzerland. The railroad companies will 
sell you a ticket for two weeks, a month. 
a quarter or a year which you can use for 
that time on all the railroads and steam- 
hoats of Switzerland. These ticktes are 
sold at fixed prices, iand they have to be 
ordered at least two hours before leaving 
time. You must furnish an. unmounted 
photograph of yourself, which is pasted 
on the ticket. 

A two weeks’ ticket over all the Swiss 
roads costs, according to class, from $7.50 
to $12, and a monthly ticket from $10 to 
$90, If you travel third-class the price is 
$10: second-class, $14, or first-class, $20. 
For three months’ the rates are $24, $34 
and $48, and for the year, $60, $84 and $120. 
This means that for $120 you could start 
in on January 1 and keep traveling day 
and night on Swiss trains and steamboats, 
with the best accommodations, until De- 
eember 31, without extra charge. Such 
tickets are sold to any one who asks for 


ke Swiss railroads. The cars are 
about the same as ours. There is 4 pass- 
ageway through the center, with doors at 
each end. The seats of the second-class 
are upholstered in velvet, they are clean 
and comfortable.

Its sides 
are gray and hoary and the snow in its 
crevices marks the wrinkles in its with- 
ered old face. You crawl along ravines 
with precipices hundreds of feet below 
you. 

The snowy range of the Alps broadens 
as you go upward, and at Jast you reach 
the top, with one of the most beautiful 
views of the world spread out before you. 
Just below it the Lake of the Four Can- 
tons, with a score of Swiss cities and 
villages dotting its shores, and all about 
you, walling the horizon. are the mighty 
Alps, giving you a view of mountain 
grandeur at least 120 miles toi. The 
peaks of the Alps are covered with snow, 
and the snow Hes in drifts and masses 
in the rocks. In places it has formed 
mighty glaciers, great rivers of ice, which 
are slowly but imperceptibly flowing to- 
ward the vales below. You are so high 
that everything is dwarfed, The steamers 
upon the lakes look like toy boats, the 
barns and houses of the peasants have 
dwindled to the Noah’s arks of the toy 
stores. and the great hotels are dwarfed 
into cottages. 

What a place for meditation. The gran- 
deur of the mountains is indescribable, 
and you can appreciate the feeling of the 
cowboy who, coming into Switzerland at 
night, @woke to find himself surrounded 
by these mighty hills. He gazed and 
gazed, with tears in his eyes, and at last 
threw up his hat and in stentorian tones 
cried out: “Hurrah for God!” 

The Alps have a beayty of their own 
which in mary respects surpasses that of 
the Himalayas or the Andes, although the 
jatter ranges are more stupendous in their 
grandeu. It is only the tops of the Alps 
that are bleak and bare. The valleys are 
covered with verdure and there are nésts 
everywhere in the hills good for pastures 
and gardens. These mountains are of in- 
calculable value to Europe. Bleak and 
bare as the tops look, it is this very cold, 
evidenced by the snow upon them, which 
squeezes the rain from the winds, and 
through the Rhine, the Rhone, the Dan- 
ube and the.Po gives Germany,: Austria, 
France and Italy the water that makes 
their lands.

ané@ picture postal cards. ‘On the Rig! 
I was offered a genuine St. Bernard pup 
-py, and was shown kennels in which the 
Swias .raise them to make money out of 
the legend that they sometimes . rescue 
lost tourists. As for that, however, I 
learn that the St. Bernard dogs have long 
since lost their job. The various hospices 
kept by the monks are now connected 
with all parts of the mountains by tele 
phones, and the lost party is easily found 
by the trackers goimg from post to post. 
On the top of the Rigi is a big hotel, the 
Rigi-kulm, where you can get a dinner 
for $1 and full board for about $3 ae day, 
and there are other hotels scattered from 
the bottom all the way to the top. If you 
go to sleep at the top you will hear the 
toot of an Alpine horn a half hour before 
sunrise; waking you up for the view, and 
throughout the day a piper plays for the 
tourists and comes around and pokes his 
tin collection plate under your nose for 
pennies. At every step you meet a pretty 
Swiss girl with a white cap, who in- 
veigles you into buying pressed flowers 
and edelweis, and the picture postal 


woman has, her stand at every beautiful 
point, with haif-tone reproductions of 
the same, which she offers you for 2 
cents apiece. 

Indeed, the postal card business !s fast 
becoming an important one all over Eu- 
repe. There are thousands of stores on 
the continent which sell 
nothing else, and in 
Switzerland you. cannot 
travel 6 miles without 
seeing a postal card 
stand. Postal cards are 
sold at the railroad sta- 
tions, at the drinking places, at every 
hotel ‘and restaurant and even in the post- 
offices themselves. : 

I mean by this there are stands in the 
postoffices, separate and apart from the 
stamp windows, which sell cards bearing 
pictures wpon which you must put an ad- 
ditiona] stamp before they can go. Such 
cards are found in all the department 
stores at reduced prices, and boys and 
men peddle them about the streets. In 
Geneva I saw a woman pushing a cart! 
which was loaded with such cards, and | 
while eating my dinner at restaurants 
outside the hotel I frequently have @ man 
drop down a package of cards on the 
table, telling me to look them over and 
see if I don’t want to buy. 

These cards have half-tone engravings! 
of the public buildings and views of the 
vicinity. Some bear the coat of arms of 
the town, as Berne, where the bear is 
the miascot for everything. Some, beauti- 
fully colored, represent the types and 
costumes of the né¢ighborhood. Others 
are comic, and some are fancifully ar- 
tistic. Some, especiall those of France 
and Germany, are indecent, and of such a 
character that they would not pass 
through our ‘mails, Dut others are as 
beautiful as chromos and suitable for 
framing.
